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During the past year the Ministry 
of Education has undertaken sev- 
eral major initiatives, from the 
highly technical ICON educational 
computer to the initiation of a 
review of early childhood educa- 
tion. 


The ICON, which was developed 
with the support of the Ontario 
government, is the first educa- 
tional microcomputer to meet 
Ministry of Education specifica- 
tions. It is the most sophisticated 
of its kind in the world. The field 
testing of the ICON by more than 
twenty school boards was a re- 
sounding success. As a result of 
these field tests, the ICON was 
approved for purchase and use in 
Ontario schools. 


The potential of the computer in 
education is truly staggering. Its 
uses in teaching and learning 
appear to be constrained only by 
imagination and initiative. Micro- 
computers are outstanding teach- 
ing assistants in that they can 
help students to learn at their 
Own pace — a pace that is usually 
dramatically increased. Until ICON 
was conceived and developed, 
the computer industry had seen 
the school system as a peripheral 
market, but the ministry’s initia- 
tives have changed that. For the 
first time, a microcomputer has 
been completely designed to meet 
educational needs. 


At the other end of the spectrum 
is the establishment of the Early 
Primary Education Project, which 
has been designed to provide 
new direction for early childhood 
education. A special unit has 
been established within the Min- 
istry of Education to gather input 
from across the province, through 
public forums, study sessions, 
and other methods, and to invite 
the participation of a wide range 
of educational and community 
groups. 


Directed by Frances Poleschuk, 
former director of the ministry’s 
Elementary Education Branch, 
the project staff includes a secre- 
tariat of ministry officials and a 
forty-five-member advisory com- 
mittee representing a spectrum 
of professional, community, and 
government organizations and 
agencies. Although the EPEP de- 
sign is to assess and respond 
to the needs expressed by the 
Ontario public during 1984, the 
discussions will likely include 
comparisons with what is hap- 
pening in other jurisdictions and 
countries. 


The basic aim of the project 

is to examine the quality of 
programs and services for 
Ontario’s four-to-nine-year-olds 
(the Primary Division of elemen- 
tary school), with the intention 

of planning improvements where 
required and where possible. 
Several basic objectives have been 


identified, including the recom- 
mendation of policies and priori- 
ties concerning the future of early 
primary education and the devis- 
ing of a means of bringing closer 
together the many institutions 
and government agencies respon- 
sible for providing a wide variety 
of support services for families 
with young children. 


In the area of teacher education 
and the training of personnel 
who will work with young chil- 
dren, there will be a complete 
review of certification and quali- 
fying programs, which will be 
undertaken in close co-operation 
with faculties of education, col- 
leges of applied arts and technol- 
ogy, universities, and institutes 
of child study. 


The bicentennial project of the 
Ministry of Education and the 
Ministry of Colleges and Univer- 
sities — the publication Ontario: 
An Informal History of the Land and 
Its People — was distributed to 
the province’s elementary and 
secondary schools in March. Pro- 
duced in English and French, 
the forty-eight-page book was 
distributed to all students and 
teachers in the elementary and 
secondary schools and to the 
libraries of the universities and 
the colleges of applied arts and 
technology. The book was 
authored by the noted historian 
Dr. Robert Choquette of the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa. 


During the past year the ministry 
was reorganized to reflect the 
changes taking place in the school 
programs in Ontario and to keep 
abreast of ever-changing techno- 
logical advances. A new Educa- 
tion Technology Development 
Division was established to focus 
on the increasing impact of infor- 
mation technology on education. 
This division is the first of its 
kind in an education ministry in 
Canada. Douglas A. Penny was 
appointed Assistant Deputy 
Minister responsible for the new 
division. Mr. Penny, formerly 
executive director of the Planning 
and Policy Analysis Division, has 
been the senior official responsi- 
ble for the ministry’s BILD-funded 
educational microcomputing initi- 
atives. 


The new division consists of three 
units: 


— The School Board Services unit 
will continue to develop and 
manage the Educational Com- 
puting Network of Ontario, 

a co-operative endeavour of the 
ministry and the province’s 
school boards. While continu- 
ing to provide administrative 
applications, the unit will offer 
a wide range of education- 
related computer services to 
school boards. 


— A second unit, the Computers 
in Education Centre, will de- 
velop hardware and software 
for educational purposes and 
will deal with the curriculum 
matters that are emerging with 
the application of microcompu- 
ters in education. 


— The third unit is the ministry’s 
Correspondence Education 
Service, which is increasingly 
experimenting with high- 
technology alternatives such as 
Telidon to transmit lessons to 
individual students and courses 
to remote schools. 
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The combining of the Elementary 
and Senior and Continuing Edu- 
cation branches into one curricu- 
lum unit was also included in 
the ministry’s reorganization. The 
new Curriculum Branch is under 
the direction of Ms. Sheila Roy. 
Prior to her appointment as Di- 
rector of the Curriculum Branch, 
Ms. Roy was a regional superin- 
tendent of education in the min- 
istry’s Toronto regional office. 
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The other assistant deputy minis- 
ters were appointed during the 
year. Mrs. Mariette Fraser, who 
began her teaching career in 
Hearst twenty-three years ago, 
was appointed Assistant Deputy 
Minister, Franco-Ontarian Educa- 
tion. Mrs. Fraser was appointed 
Co-ordinator of French-Language 
Consultative Services for. the min- 
istry’s regional offices in Toronto 
and London in 1978. She has 
taught in French- and English- 
language schools across the prov- 
ince and has served as principal 
of French-language schools in 
Cambridge and Hamilton. In 
1981, she was appointed a re- 
gional superintendent in the min- 
istry and was responsible for 
providing French-language serv- 
ices to school boards in southern 
Ontario. As Assistant Deputy 
Minister, Mrs. Fraser is responsi- 
ble for the continuing develop- 
ment of ministry policy for 
French-language education in the 
province’s elementary and sec- 
ondary schools and postsecond- 
ary institutions. She succeeds 
Berchmans Kipp, who resigned 
to become Director of Education, 
Metropolitan Separate School 
Board. 


Duncan Green, the former Direc- 
tor of Education for the Toronto 
Board of Education and the chair- 
man of the ministry’s Secondary 
Education Review Project, was 
appointed Assistant Deputy Min- 
ister, Education Programs. He 
succeeds George Podrebarac, who 
was appointed Deputy Minister 
in the Ministry of Correctional 
Services. Since completing the 
Secondary Education Review Pro- 
ject in the fall of 1981, Mr. Green 
has served as the University of 
Toronto’s director of the School of 
Continuing Studies. His new 
responsibilities include the imple- 
mentation of the renewal of the 
secondary school system, which 
was announced last November. 
In addition, Mr. Green will be 
responsible for the implementa- 
tion of Bill 82, which deals with 
special education, and all other 
elementary and secondary mat- 
ters, including the ministry’s 
provincial schools and the opera- 
tion of the six regional offices.

During the year the ministry es- 
tablished an Early Primary Edu- 
cation Project aimed at improving 
the quality of programs and serv- 
ices for young children. Heading 
the project is Frances Poleschuk, 
formerly the director of the Ele- 
mentary Education Branch and of 
the ministry’s Northwestern On- 
tario regional office. A secretariat 
of three education officers, in- 
cluding a francophone educator, 
is working with Ms. Poleschuk. 


The project team will concentrate 
on developing more effective 
communication and co-ordinated 
planning among the many insti- 
tutions, organizations, and gov- 
ernment agencies involved in 
providing support services to 
families and young children. It 
will be assisted by an advisory 
committee, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of teachers, principals, 
parents, trustees, supervisory 
officers, and other ministries. The 
advisory committee will identify 
issues and offer suggestions. The 
project team’s work will end on 
December 31, 1984. 


The development of a number of 
English- and French-language 
documents initiated under the 
programs of the former Elemen- 
tary and Senior and Continuing 
Education branches continues 

in the Curriculum Branch. At 
present, there are twenty-six docu- 
ments in support of The Formative 
Years being produced. Further, 
the Ministry of Education is con- 
solidating approximately one 
hundred Intermediate and Senior 
Division guidelines into a set of 
about twenty subject documents. 
This renewal of curriculum 
guidelines will accommodate the 
new policy requirements stated 
in Ontario Schools, Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions, 1984 (OSIS). OSIS 
outlines program and diploma 
requirements for Grades 7 to 12 
and includes provision for offer- 
ing Ontario Academic Courses 
(OACs). It is scheduled to replace 
Circular H.S.1 in September 1984.

The curriculum highlights that 
follow are ordered alphabetically. 


Aerts IN EDUCATION 


Drama in the Formative Years, a 
document that provides curricu- 
lum ideas for teachers of the Pri- 
mary and Junior Divisions, has 
been released in both English and 
French. To assist regional offices 
and school boards in implement- 
ing the ideas presented in this 
document, a slide and audiotape 
program has also been produced. 
This unique production, entitled 
Stirring Up the Ground: Children 
and Drama, explores the role of 
drama in the curriculum and its 
applications to children in both 
the Primary and the Junior Divi- 
sions. 


In February 1984, Awareness in 
Action, a pilot project in distance 
professional development for 
teachers, was inaugurated. More 
than one hundred teacher volun- 
teers have enrolled in the pro- 
gram. An evaluation of the 
project will be made in July 1984. 
If the evaluation proves positive, 
the opportunity to take this non- 
credit course in the basic ele- 
ments of visual awareness will be 
made available to other teachers 
in the province. 


A provincial planning seminar on 
the arts was held at the Mowat 
Block on March 28 and 29, 1984. 
The Ministry Arts Group, arts 
advisory committees from the six 
regions, and delegates from 
teachers’ professional organiza- 
tions in the arts met to consider 
future ‘networking activity” with 
respect to growth and develop- 
ment of the arts in Ontario 
schools. The soon-to-be released 
“Arts Discussion Paper’” was 
considered in the deliberations. 
A full report of the planning 
seminar will be available after 
April 30, 1984. 


Two recordings of music, Spectra 
and Le conte de l’oiseau/The Tale 

of the Bird, were distributed to all 
secondary schools. These record- 
ings, by four of Canada’s major 
contemporary composers, were 
provided on the occasion of the 
Ontario bicentennial to assist 
teachers in the provision of pro- 
grams in the arts. It is also the 
ministry’s hope that they will 
create a greater awareness among 
our young people of the contri- 
butions of Canada’s creative 
artists to our national identity. 
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Gas INUING EDUCATION 


Since releasing its first statement 
on continuing education in 1983, 
the ministry has implemented 
several of the objectives outlined 
in it. A curriculum committee 
has started writing a continuing 
education guidelines for use in 
the schools. Through the Re- 
search and Information Branch, a 
directory of adult-literacy pro- 
grams has been published. Nomi- 
nations have been received for 

an advisory council on continuing 
education, which will be named 
shortly. Adult-basic-literacy pro- 
grams continue to be a priority. 
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Co-operative education programs 
integrate classroom theory with 
on-the-job experience. Tradition- 
ally, the areas of co-operative 
education have been business ed- 
ucation, community programs, 
and technological education. 
However, co-operative education 
programs in French, English, 
theatre arts, science, mathemat- 
ics, and geography are expanding 
rapidly. 


Students at all academic achieve- 
ment levels are benefitting from 
co-operative education programs. 
The advantages of these pro- 
grams, in addition to students’ 
acquisition of first-hand know- 
ledge and experience, include 
their development of important 
life skills, such as those related to 
interpersonal relationships and 
self-discipline. These skills, along 
with an understanding of the 
world of work, greatly facilitate 
students’ transition from school 
to the workplace. 


The co-operative education pro- 
grams are receiving enthusiastic 
support from students, parents, 
employers, and educators. This is 
evidenced by the 26 per cent in- 
crease in participants from 1982 to 
1983. 


D OCUMENT DEVELOPMENT 
UNDER OSIS 


The following are descriptions of 
some of the document develop- 
ments under OsIS, which were 
referred to at the beginning of 
this section of the report. 


Anglais/English. A curriculum 
guideline for the teaching and 
study of English in French- 
language schools is at the valida- 
tion stage and is expected to be 
released in the fall of 1984. 


Business studies. Work has contin- 
ued on the preparation of an all- 
inclusive guideline in business 
studies to replace the existing 
separate guidelines. A working 
draft, which includes program- 
management statements for all 
subjects in the Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions, as well as four 
OACs, has been prepared. A reac- 
tion to this working draft has 
been received from boards of ed- 
ucation, business-teachers’ asso- 
ciations, colleges of applied arts 
and technology, universities, and 
the business community. A vali- 
dation draft will be distributed 

in the fall of 1984. 


Discipline. A number of submis- 
sions to the Secondary Education 
Review Project (SERP) expressed 
concerns regarding such issues as 
extremely disruptive behaviour, 
chronic absenteeism, vandalism, 
drug abuse, and alcoholism 
among students. Consequently, 
Policy Program Memorandum 62 
and OsIS require secondary 


schools to enunciate a clear code 
of student behaviour. To assist 
boards, principals, teachers, par- 
ents, and students in this task, 
the Curriculum Branch is prepar- 
ing a support document on au- 
thority and discipline. 


English. The three OACs in English 
will be completed before the end 
of the school year and will be 
distributed to schools in the sum- 
mer or early fall of 1984. 


Family studies. Plans are under- 
way for the renewal of the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Division 
guidelines in family studies. 


Francais. One of this year’s pro- 
vincial reviews is concerned with 
the Intermediate Division francais 
guideline (1977). The findings of 
this review should be of assist- 
ance in the development of a new 
guideline for courses in frangais 
for Grades 7 to 12 and for the 
new OACS. 


History and contemporary studies. A 
project team is preparing a new 
guideline in history and contem- 
porary studies (economics, law, 
man in society, people of Native 
ancestry, people and politics, 
world religions) for Grades 7 
through the Oacs. It is antici- 
pated that the draft guideline will 
be available in the fall of 1985. 


Mathematics. The preparation of 
the validation draft of the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Division 
mathematics guideline is nearing 
completion. 


Modern languages. A new lan- 
guages guideline is being devel- 
oped. It will provide general 
principles for teaching and learn- 
ing German, Italian, and Span- 
ish, as well as other European, 
Eastern, Oriental, and Native lan- 
guages, which until now have 
been offered only as experimental 
courses. 


Science. A team of educators 

is engaged in revising all of the 
science courses for Grades 7 to 12 
and the OACs in preparation for 
the publication of a single Inter- 
mediate and Senior Division 
science curriculum guideline. It is 
planned that this document will 
include the following courses: 


— general science for Grades 7 
to 10; 


— environmental science for 
Grades 10 to 12; 


— biology, chemistry, physics, 
geology, and technological 
science for Grades 11 and 12; 


— biology, chemistry, physics, 


and integrated science at the 
OAC level. 


The guideline courses will be de- 
signed at the various levels of 
difficulty — basic, general, and/or 
advanced. 


Technological studies. The develop- 
ment of the curriculum document 
for technological studies has pro- 
ceeded steadily over the past 
year. The document will be struc- 
tured in three parts: part A will 
provide an overview of the pro- 
gram; part B will provide separate 
guidelines for approximately forty- 
five subjects organized under 
subject groupings; and part C will 
outline three OACs in Computer 
Technology Interfacing, Analog 
and Digital Electronics, and Fluid 
Power Control. All materials, with 
the exception of two of the ten 
subject groupings in part B, have 
been developed to the validation- 
draft stage and have been distrib- 
uted widely across the province 
for reaction. 


Visual arts. The development of a 
new visual arts curriculum guide- 
line for the Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions began in Sep- 
tember 1982. The validation of the 
draft of this guideline has now 
been completed for both the Eng- 
lish and French versions of the 
document, and it is expected that 
the final documents will be re- 
leased in the early spring of 1985 
for implementation the following 
September. 
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An ongoing priority of the minis- 
try is the provision of drug- 
education information to schools. 
During the 1983-84 fiscal year, 
the ministry co-operated with the 
Addiction Research Foundation 
in providing drug-education re- 
source materials to schools. Fur- 
ther, the ministry worked with 
an inter-agency group, the Drug 
Education Co-ordinating Council, 
to sponsor a one-day seminar 
on drug abuse for parents, edu- 
cators, and other involved profes- 
sionals. The ministry also co- 
operated with the Ontario Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police in the 
development and production 

of a drug-education program — 
“With Friends Like That’ — for 
Grades 7 and 8. 


During the 1983-84 fiscal year 
English- and French-language 
work sessions were conducted 
throughout the province with key 
teachers, consultants, and admin- 
istrators of school boards. The 
work sessions were designed to 
assist teachers of Junior Kinder- 
garten to Grade 3 in identifying 
the strengths, talents, and needs 
of young children and in plan- 
ning appropriate programs for 
them. 


Pence AS A SECOND 
LANGUAGE 


Since 1977, when new initiatives 
in FSL were announced, Ontario 
elementary school FSL programs 
have increased in depth and vari- 
ety. Between 1977 and 1983 the 
number of school boards offering 
core French starting in Grade 4 
or earlier increased from 71 to 
112. The number of boards offer- 
ing immersion French increased 
from 28 to 56, while those offer- 
ing extended French decreased 
from 10 to 7. Eighty-five per cent 
of all school boards now begin 
core French by Grade 4; 43 per 
cent offer immersion French. 


Two significant steps have been 
taken to encourage secondary 
school programs to build on the 
foundation laid by elementary FSL 
programs. One credit in FSL has 
been made compulsory for the 
new Ontario Secondary School 
Diploma, and start-up funds have 
been made available in the Gen- 
eral Legislative Grants to encour- 
age the continuance of immersion 
French and extended French pro- 
grams at the secondary school 
level. As well, a new information 
booklet for parents, educators, 
and the public, Ontario’s FSL Pro- 
grams: Teaching and Learning French 
as a Second Language in the 1980s, 
has been made available. 


Gao CE 


The renewed curriculum guide- 
line Guidance: Intermediate and Sen- 
ior Divisions, 1984 was sent to all 
secondary schools and elemen- 
tary schools with Grades 7 and 8. 
The guideline expands on the 
description of guidance programs 
as outlined in Osis and provides 
excellent opportunities to address 
the educational, career, personal, 
and social needs of students. 


A companion resource document 
to the guideline, One Step at a 
Time: Educational and Career Explo- 
rations, 1984, will be sent to the 
schools in the fall of 1984. It is 
aimed at Grade 7 and 8 students 
and is part of a career-education 
continuum from Kindergarten 

to Grade 12/oAcs. A fact sheet for 
the parents of younger children, 
entitled A Parent’s Guide to Career 
Planning for Children, was also 
prepared and widely distributed 
in the province. 


The ministry again co-operated 
with the Ontario Youth Secre- 
tariat and provided classroom 
materials for Career Week, 1984. 
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lomer RESOURCE 
CENTRES 


The resource guide Partners in 
Action: The Library Resource Centre 
in the School Curriculum/Intégration 
et coopération : Le centre de res- 
sources intégré a l’apprentissage fo- 
cuses on the development of 
resource-based programs, which 
are defined as planned educa- 
tional programs that actively in- 
volve students in the meaningful 
use of a wide range of print, 
non-print, and human resources. 
The development of effective re- 
source-based programs requires 
the participation of the principal, 
teachers, teacher-librarian, and 
consultative support staff. This 
document outlines the role 

that each of these partners is ex- 
pected to play in the provision 
of resource-based programs. 


a ie LINKAGE PROGRAM 


The Linkage I program aligns the 
contents of ten secondary school 
subjects in technological studies 
with the in-school components of 
apprenticeship and modular- 
training programs. Graduates of 
the program who continue their 
training in these occupations re- 
ceive recognition for the learning 
that they achieve while in sec- 
ondary school. Approximately 

15 000 students were involved in 
the program during the 1983-84 
school year. 


Memmi: SM AND 
RACE RELATIONS 


The Heritage Languages Program 
for elementary school pupils con- 
tinues to expand. The most re- 
cent figures show an increase 
from 49 languages and 81 993 
pupils to 57 languages and 88 853 


pupils. 


Nes VE EDUCATION 


An implementation program for 
the utilization of the People of 
Native Ancestry series of curricu- 
lar materials, as well as the sup- 
plementary kit ‘Touch a Child’, 
continued this year. 


Again, the Ministry of Education 
co-sponsored the Native Counsel- 
lor’s Training Program with the 
Department of Indian and North- 
ern Affairs. The summer session 
of 1983 marked the seventh year 
of the program’s operation. The 
program was designed to provide 
an integrated and developmental 
series of courses in the essential 
skills, knowledge, and experi- 
ences required for the counselling 
of Native students in elementary 
and secondary schools. Sixty- 
four Native people have now re- 
ceived the Native Counsellor’s 
Certificate. 


Orne SCHOOLS, 
INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR 
DIVISIONS, 1984 (OSIS) 


This circular is the successor to 
Circular H.S.1, 1979-81. It was 
delivered to the schools in 
October 1983 for implementation 
beginning in September 1984. 

It describes the program require- 
ments for the new Ontario 
Secondary School Diploma. 


teen LIEE 
MANAGEMENT 


Personal Life Management is a cur- 
riculum guideline for the devel- 
opment of modules of study for 
secondary school students in the 
Intermediate and Senior Divi- 
sions (Grades 9 to 12) and for 
students involved in continuing 
education. This document has 
been field-tested and is currently 
in production. It is intended that 
a program in personal life man- 
agement developed from this 
guideline will enable students to 
acquire the knowledge and com- 
petencies they will need to man- 
age their personal lives with 
satisfaction and meaning. 
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A new circular entitled Schools 
General is to be the foundation 
document for curriculum in the 
publicly supported elementary 
and secondary schools in Ontario. 
Its purpose is to identify and 
clarify general curriculum policy 
and practice that is consistent 
with the principles underlying 
education; as such, it will be the 
basis for planning curriculum. 
The document will also be helpful 
to those who may wish to deepen 
and clarify their understanding 

of education in Ontario’s schools. 


SGIS is a computer-based 
information-retrieval system that 
provides career information. It 
is available to students in the In- 
termediate and Senior Divisions 
in both English and French. 


SGIS has an extensive data base, 
which consists of descriptions 

of approximately a thousand oc- 
cupations. As well, it includes 
information on postsecondary in- 
stitutions, training programs, 
and other guidance-related in- 
formation, such as summer 
employment, Linkage and ap- 
prenticeship programs, résumé 
writing, job interviews, and occu- 
pational trends. 
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The scis data base is updated on 
an ongoing basis so that it pro- 
vides current information in the 
area of career education. Recent 
revisions provide information that 
allows students to see the rela- 
tionships among school subjects 
and occupational clusters. A new 
key-word index and a Welcome 

to sGIS booklet for each Grade 7 
and 8 student further facilitate 
and expand the use of the 
service. 


SGIS has been available through 
Telidon on a pilot basis in sec- 
ondary schools across the prov- 
ince. There has been ongoing 
evaluation of both the content 
and cost effectiveness of the 
service. 


As students come to expect the 
immediate feedback of informa- 
tion made possible by the availa- 
bility of microcomputers in the 
classroom, the batch-processing 
mode of delivering SGIS career 
information will become out- 
dated. In this regard, a committee 
is currently exploring the feasibil- 
ity of providing an interactive 
mode of delivery for sGIs. 
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In February 1984 a resource guide 
entitled Personal and Societal Values 
was released. This document is 
intended to help teachers imple- 
ment the values-education policy 
outlined in The Formative Years. 
Personal and Societal Values em- 
phasizes that the home has the 
primary responsibility for values 
education and that the influence 
of the religious community of 
choice must be respected. 


The document identifies a num- 
ber of values, including honesty, 
compassion, and tolerance, as 
forming the foundation of school 
programs; it also assists teachers 
in helping children to reflect care- 
fully on the values and issues 
found in many curricular areas. 


Another Ministry of Education 
initiative in values education in 
the elementary grades is ‘Values, 
Influences, and Peers’’. This doc- 
ument is being developed in co- 
operation with the Ministry of 
the Solicitor General. The main 
thrust of ‘Values, Influences, and 
Peers” is to help Grade 6 stu- 
dents to cope with negative peer 
pressures and to understand the 
value of being good citizens. 
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Ontario Regulation 71/84: Re- 
gional Tribunals was filed in 
February 1984, marking the 
finalization of all legislation per- 
taining to the Education Amend- 
ment Act, 1980 (Bill 82), Ontario’s 
landmark special education legis- 
lation. The previous June, Order 
in Council #O.C. 1755/83 was 
filed, establishing the Ontario 
Special Education Tribunal (in 
English and in French) as well as 
six regional English-language tri- 
bunals and six regional French- 
language tribunals. Members 
were appointed to the Ontario 
tribunals, and training sessions 
were provided for them. Three 
English-language hearings were 
conducted. 


In the implementation of the Edu- 
cation Amendment Act, 1980, 
each school board submitted to 
the ministry in May 1983 a report 
on its review of its official special 
education plan as presented in 
1982. The 1983 report outlined the 
board’s review process and iden- 
tified the findings of the review. 
It included any amendments 

to the original plan and listed 
achievements in implementation, 
as well as further steps to be 
taken in 1984. Each regional office 
of the ministry reviewed the re- 
port of each school board in its 
region and identified strengths in 
implementation and matters that 
required further study and plan- 
ning in 1983-84. 


To assist school boards in their 
review and planning in 1983-84, 
the ministry issued Procedures 

for School Boards in the Annual Re- 
view and Amendment of the Plans 
for the Development of Comprehen- 
sive Programs and Services in Special 
Education. These procedures speci- 
fied the areas of special education 
to be reviewed by each school 
board, the requirements in the 
review and amendment process, 
and the topics and format to be 
used in submitting the 1984 re- 
port. 


The regional offices of the minis- 
try continued to provide a con- 
sultative service to boards both in 
their planning process and in 
their operation under the new 
legislation. The operation of a 
board’s Special Education Ad- 
visory Committee was given spe- 
cial emphasis by the regional 
offices, including the provision of 
workshops for committee chair- 
persons and superintendents of 
special education. 
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Interministerial collaboration re- 
solved problems of implementa- 
tion in two special areas. To assist 
boards in providing education 

to school-age children currently 
enrolled in Developmental Day 
Care Centres licensed under the 
Day Nurseries Act, an agreement 
between the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and the Ministry of Commu- 
nity and Social Services provided 
school boards with the opportu- 
nity, under special circumstances, 
to request approval to offer an 
educational program within a 
centre, rather than bringing all of 
these children into their schools. 


By special agreement among the 
Ministries of Education, Health, 
and Community and Social Serv- 
ices, action was taken to ensure 
that no school-age child is de- 
prived of school attendance be- 
cause of the need for health 
support services during school 
hours. Each of the three minis- 
tries accepted responsibility for 
the provision of a specific area(s) 
of health support services. At 
the local level, the provision of 
such services is shared by school 
boards, the Home Care Support 
program of the Ministry of 
Health, and agencies funded by 
the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services. 


Progress continued on a Longi- 
tudinal Study of the Education 
Amendment Act, 1980. This 
study, covering the development 
of the special education legisla- 
tion, the pilot year (1980-81), and 
program implementation, is de- 
signed to document the various 
stages of these processes and 

to provide a record of this impor- 
tant period in the history of On- 
tario education. 


The Ministry of Education contin- 
ued to work with the Ministry 

of Community and Social Services 
to effect the phasing out of the 
latter ministry’s involvement in 
the education of learning-disabled 
pupils as the Education Amend- 
ment Act, 1980, is phased in. The 
interministry Vocation Rehabilita- 
tion Services/Learning Disabilities 
task group’s co-operative plan- 
ning approach, involving school 
boards, parents, parent groups, 
and the regional staff of the two 
ministries, has resulted in a 

40 per cent decrease in the num- 
ber of cases funded through the 
Ministry of Community and 
Social Services’ program. Every 
effort has been made to ensure 
that returning students have been 
provided with appropriate place- 
ments by their local school 
boards. 
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The publication and distribution 
of osIs during the 1983-84 aca- 
demic year stimulated considera- 
ble discussion of issues and 
considerations regarding pro- 
grams for exceptional students in 
secondary schools. The Special 
Education Branch has been 
closely involved in the curriculum 
guideline renewal process. A 
member of the branch liaises with 
each project team, and every ef- 
fort is being made to ensure that 
all curriculum guidelines under 
revision contain specific informa- 
tion to assist teachers in adapting 
their courses to meet the needs 
of exceptional students. Wherever 
possible, a teacher qualified in 
special education and experienced 
in either the Intermediate or Sen- 
ior Division is included in each 
writing team. 


Two important publications, 
Répertoire de matériel orthopé- 
dagogique, a compendium of ma- 
terials and teacher aids, and the 
1983-84 update of the Special Edu- 
cation Materials and Resources 
Handbook (1982) were distributed. 
A revision of Designing Schools 
for the Physically Handicapped was 
initiated. This document is de- 
signed to assist school boards in 
making schools accessible to the 
physically handicapped and is 
an example of ministry efforts to 
ensure that the needs of excep- 
tional pupils are met in the local 
community wherever possible. 

A revision of the Special Education 
Information Handbook (1981) was 
also undertaken. 


The major revision and extension 
of the curriculum support docu- 
ments for gifted, learning- 
disabled, and behaviourally ex- 
ceptional pupils reached the final 
stages. These publications now 
encompass all divisions and will 
provide significant help to teach- 
ers in developing and implement- 
ing instructional programs. 


Special education teacher educa- 
tion continued to be an important 
activity. A special education com- 
ponent was developed for preser- 
vice programs, and the Teaching 
the Trainable Retarded options 

in Parts 1 and 2 of the Additional 
Qualifications Courses (Special 


Education) were revised to meet 
current needs. In May, a special 
education teacher education sym- 
posium was held at OIsE to pro- 
vide a forum for the discussion of 
all aspects of this field. Follow- 
up activities continued during the 
year, involving representatives 

of the Ministry of Education, 
Ministry of Colleges and Univer- 
sities, faculties of education, 
OAEAO, OISE, and OTF. One out- 
come of this co-operative activity 
will be a special education re- 
source book for Additional Quali- 
fications Courses. 


The development of the Special 
Education Information Network 
(SEIN) continued. The primary 
focus during the year was on de- 
veloping selection criteria and 
increasing the capacity, flexibility, 
and efficiency of the existing 
computer network to collect high- 
quality information. 


As implementation of the Edu- 
cation Amendment Act, 1980, 
passed the halfway mark, liaison 
activities with parent and profes- 
sional organizations increased. 

It is anticipated that the high level 
of branch activity in this and all 
other areas of special education 
will continue for the foreseeable 
future. 


The Provincial Schools Branch is 
responsible for the general plan- 
ning, leadership, direction, and 
supervision of the direct educa- 
tional services offered by the 
ministry to residents of the prov- 
ince for whom local provision 

is not made. The branch provides 
day and residential education 
programs in demonstration 
schools for the learning-disabled 
and in schools for the blind, the 
deaf, and the deaf-blind; and 
educational programs in training 
schools, Developmental Centres 
Schools, and regional schools for 
nursing assistants. The branch 
also provides teacher education 
programs at the demonstration 
schools and at the schools for the 
blind and the deaf. These schools 
also serve as resource centres 
for local school boards offering 
programs for exceptional stu- 
dents. 
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The Ministry of Education pro- 
vides the services of three dem- 
onstration schools for Ontario 
children with severe learning dis- 
abilities. These schools include 
the Trillium School in Milton, 
Centre Jules-Léger in Ottawa, and 
Sagonaska School in Belleville. 
Although the primary responsi- 
bility to provide appropriate edu- 
cational programs for students 
with learning disabilities remains 
with school boards, the ministry 
recognizes that some students 
require a residential school set- 
ting. These demonstration 
schools were established to pro- 
vide special residential education 
programs for students between 
the ages of five and twenty-one 
years. The activities associated 
with the residential components 
of the programs are designed 

to enhance the development of 
each student’s academic and so- 
cial skills. One of the basic objec- 
tives of each of these schools is 
to develop the abilities of the stu- 
dents enrolled to the point where 
they will be able to return to 
local programs operated by school 
boards. 


Both the Trillium and the Sagon- 
aska schools are operated directly 
by the Ministry of Education. 
The Trillium program has an en- 
rolment of forty students, whose 
language of instruction is Eng- 
lish. The Sagonaska program is 
designed to meet the needs of 
anglophone students with specific 
language-learning disabilities, and 
currently forty-one such students 
are enrolled. 


The Centre Jules-Léger is funded 
by the Ministry of Education un- 
der a contractual agreement with 
the Faculty of Education, Univer- 
sity of Ottawa. The Faculty of 
Education is responsible for the 
delivery of the total program at 
the centre. The current enrolment 
of thirty-two francophones in- 
cludes mainly students with gen- 
eral learning disabilities and, as 
of September 1983, students who 
have been diagnosed as having 

a specific language-learning disa- 
bility (aphasia). 


An in-service teacher education 
component is provided at each 
demonstration school. This serv- 
ice is designed so that methodolo- 
gies and materials can be shared 
with locally operated programs. 


HH Ag 


The W. Ross Macdonald School 
in Brantford is one of the most 
modern schools for the blind in 
the world. It currently has an 
enrolment of 237 students. The 
school program, which provides a 
high standard of education tailored 
to the needs of blind students, 
prepares these students to live 
independently in an environment 
that is not artificially sheltered. 
The curriculum is based on the 
general programs developed 

for all students in the province 
and offers a full program from 
Grade 1 to secondary school 
graduation. A training program 
for teachers of the blind and the 
deaf-blind is provided at the 
school in association with the 
Faculty of Education, University 
of Western Ontario. 


Comprehensive, personalized life- 
skills programs are designed to 
train students to function com- 
petently in many of the same 
work environments as non- 
handicapped persons. Concerted 
efforts are also being made to 
promote higher levels of educa- 
tional and social integration of 
visually handicapped students 
within the community. In order 
that students may also continue 
to experience the benefits of a 
family setting, weekly transporta- 
tion home is provided, where 
feasible. Students from Northern 
Ontario have the opportunity 

to travel home at least once a 
month for extended weekends. 


Through workshops, seminars, 
special courses, and increased 
distribution of free, large-print 
textbooks to schools, the W. Ross 
Macdonald School has expanded 
its role as a provincial centre for 
the visually handicapped. The 
school is also assuming the co- 
ordinating role in providing audio 
and braille materials to school- 
age and postsecondary students 
throughout the province, and 

it offers professional services and 
guidance to other provincial min- 
istries of education on an inter- 
provincial, co-operative basis. 


The W. Ross Macdonald School 
provides one of the leading pro- 
grams in North America for 
multihandicapped deaf-blind stu- 
dents. The program serves the 
province of Ontario and also of- 
fers education to deaf-blind stu- 
dents from British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Mani- 
toba. There are currently forty- 
eight such students in the pro- 
gram. 


Samue FORTHE DEAF 


The ministry operates three 
schools for the hearing-impaired: 
the Sir James Whitney School 

in Belleville, the Ernest C. Drury 
School in Milton, and the Robarts 
School in London. All three are 
regional resource centres for the 
hearing-impaired and provide 

a broad range of services to local 
school boards and agencies in 
addition to their programs for 
their own students. These serv- 
ices include audiological and psy- 
chological assessment, educational 
programming, consultation in 
support of local programs, pre- 
school visits, family-counselling 
courses, and the provision of 
information to the public. 


The Robarts School, with an en- 
rolment of 83 residential and 66 
day students, and the Ernest C. 
Drury School, with an enrolment 
of 100 residential and 235 day 
students, offer five-day-a-week 
residential programs, with all 
residential students returning 
home each weekend. The Sir 
James Whitney School, with 167 
residential and 53 day students, 
provides a seven-day-a-week resi- 
dential program throughout the 
school year, since the school 
serves the distant northern areas 
of the province. It makes: provi- 
sion for weekly trips home for 
more than half of its students; all 
students manage to return home 
every third week on the average. 
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These schools provide educa- 
tional programming from Kinder- 
garten to secondary school 
graduation, encompassing a com- 
prehensive range of elementary, 
secondary, vocational, and occu- 
pational course options, in addi- 
tion to the specialized teaching 
and training required in the area 
of hearing impairment. The 
unique and varied problems re- 
sulting from this handicap have 
always necessitated small group- 
ings and personalized program- 
ming. Such programming is being 
continuously refined and ex- 
tended to provide these children, 
wherever possible, with the same 
school experiences as those avail- 
able to non-handicapped chil- 
dren. These include opportunities 
for integration at local schools; 
academic, vocational, and occu- 
pational classes in the provincial 
schools; and programs for those 
who are multihandicapped. 
Graduating students can be 
granted Ontario Secondary 
School Diplomas. Ongoing liaison 
with adjacent health facilities — 
the Chedoke-McMaster Family 
Services Centre in Hamilton, the 
Children’s Psychiatric Research 
Institute in London, and Beech- 
grove Regional Children’s Centre 
in Kingston — gives the schools 
considerable access to outside ex- 
pert opinion and increases their 
capability to create programs for 
students with diverse and some- 
times multiple handicaps. 
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Twenty-three graduates from the 
schools for the deaf were ac- 
cepted last year for Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D.C., the 
only recognized liberal-arts col- 
lege for the deaf in the world; 
thirty-five entered other post- 
secondary programs; twenty-nine 
graduates entered regular em- 
ployment. 


The Teacher Education Centre in 
Belleville provides a one-year 
postgraduate training program 
for certificated teachers and se- 
lected university graduates with 
hearing impairments. This pro- 
gram prepares trainees to work 
in schools and classes for the 
hearing-impaired. Twenty train- 
ees are currently enrolled at the 
centre. They will receive the On- 
tario Diploma in Deaf Education 
on the successful completion of 
their studies. 


D EVELOPMENTAL CENTRES 
SCHOOLS 


There are currently some 517 stu- 
dents in the seven Developmen- 
tal Centres Schools located in 
residential facilities operated by 
the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services. These students 
are mentally retarded, develop- 
mentally handicapped, or emo- 
tionally disturbed; many are 
multihandicapped. Specially 
trained teachers work with multi- 
handicapped retarded children 
who have hearing, visual, ortho- 
paedic, and, in many cases, be- 
havioural problems. Secondary 
school programs are offered in 
several schools where the need 
for them has been indicated. 


The prime goal of the schools is 
to provide opportunities for each 
student to acquire the basic skills, 
knowledge, and attitudes that 
he/she needs for participation in 
society. Therefore, programs have 
been designed to encourage stu- 
dent participation in social and 
recreational activities in both the 
school and the community. Com- 
munication skills, motor skills, 
and life skills are included in all 
of these programs. The concept 
that these students can and 
should be integrated into the 
community is being increasingly 
accepted by members of the host 
communities, whose positive 
support of the programs has been 
encouraging. 
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Negotiations are ongoing with 
local school boards to assume re- 
sponsibility for education pro- 
grams in the Developmental 
Centres Schools within their 
jurisdictions. These programs 
would be funded under the Gen- 
eral Legislative Grants regulation. 
Since September 1982 five pro- 
grams have been transferred. 
Negotiations to transfer the re- 
maining seven programs are con- 
tinuing; it is expected that some 
will be transferred in Septem- 
ber 1984 and others by Septem- 
ber 1985. These transfers fulfil 
the spirit of recent legislation and 
will facilitate staffing, supervi- 
sion, and programming in these 
programs. 


‘Lage SCHOOLS 


The four training schools located 
in Cobourg, Oakville, Simcoe, 
and Sudbury provide secure care 
and education to approximately 
259 wards. These residential facili- 
ties are operated by the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services 
under the Training Schools Act, 
1976: 


Educational programs are oper- 
ated on a co-operative basis 
within each school. These co- 
educational schools accommodate 
students from twelve to sixteen 
years of age who have, in most 
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instances, been adjudicated delin- 
quent by a provincial juvenile 
and family court. 


The Oakville school provides se- 
cure detention and secure treat- 
ment in addition to secure care. 
The secure detention portion of 
the population includes those 
who have been charged with a 
recent act for which an adult 
would be liable to imprisonment 
for more than two years. The 
secure treatment population is 
composed of children who have 
been assessed as having a mental 
or emotional disorder. Full initial 
and continuing assessments are 
carried out to establish appropri- 
ate individual educational pro- 
grams. Regular, remedial, and 
special education programs are 
provided both at the elementary 
and secondary school levels. The 
students generally have a behav- 
ioural exceptionality, although 
there are some learning-disabled 
students and some slow learners. 
Along with the core subjects, 
students are provided with exten- 
sive vocational and life-skills 
courses. Close community liaison 
is provided for students return- 
ing to the school system. 


Regu SCHOOLS FOR 
NURSING ASSISTANTS 


The five regional schools for 
nursing assistants are located in 
Hamilton, London, Sudbury, 
Thunder Bay, and Toronto and 
have a total enrolment of 473 stu- 
dents. Classes begin in Septem- 
ber and March, and the schools 
function throughout the twelve 
months of the year. 


The program is thirty-six weeks 
in length and provides theory 

in nursing, biology, and social 
sciences, as well as planned clini- 
cal experience, which is super- 
vised and evaluated by the 
registered nurse-teacher faculty. 
The clinical practicum is provided 
in a variety of community health- 
care settings. The curriculum 
guidelines reflect the Standards 
of Nursing Practice for Registered 
Nursing Assistants of the College 
of Nurses of Ontario. Graduates 
are recommended for admission 
to the provincial examination 
conducted by the college, which 
leads to initial registration and 
certification as nursing assistants. 


The regional schools for nursing 
assistants are administered by the 
Ministry of Education and funded 
by the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities. 
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ds RANCO-ONTARIAN 
EDUCATION 


During the 1983-84 fiscal year, 
the Ministry of Education made 
further advances in areas dealing 
with French-language education. 
Following the approval of the 
report Elementary and Secondary 
French-Language Education in On- 
tario, the Assistant Deputy Minis- 
ter, Franco-Ontarian Education, 
was requested to establish and 
chair four standing ministry com- 
mittees to review and evaluate 
on a permanent basis all aspects 
of French-language education, 
including the allocation of funds. 


In October 1983, the circular On- 
tario Schools, Intermediate and Sen- 
ior Divisions, 1984, which outlines 
the policies and diploma require- 
ments of the new secondary 
school system, was distributed to 
all elementary and secondary 
schools. In French-language 
schools, five credits in francais 
(including two in the Senior Divi- 
sion) and one credit in anglais/ 
English will be required for 
diploma purposes. 


A Proposal in Response to the Report 
of the Joint Committee on the Gover- 
nance of French-Language Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Schools was 
released in March 1983. The pro- 
posal outlined the government’s 
intention to: 


— recognize the right of every 
French-speaking student to an 
education in the French lan- 


guage; 


— require boards of education 
under certain conditions to es- 
tablish minority-language sec- 
tions consisting of trustees 
elected by minority-language 
electors; 


— enable the Minister of Educa- 
tion to take appropriate action 
when a school board does not 
accept the recommendations 
of the Languages of Instruction 
Commission of Ontario. 


Under the proposal, local school 
boards will be required, on the 
request of students or parents, 
either to offer French-language 
instruction in their own classes or 
schools or to provide for instruc- 
tion through arrangements with 
other boards. The government 
will provide grants towards the 
cost of transportation or of board 
and lodging where these services 
are necessary. 


On November 30, 1983, following 
a meeting of Premier Davis and 
Dr. Stephenson with the repre- 
sentatives of the twenty boards 
affected by the proposal, a com- 
mittee was established to explore 
further the government's position 
on minority-language gover- 
nance. This Minority Language 
Governance Study Committee to 
the Government of Ontario sub- 
mitted its report to the Premier 
on February 14, 1984. It outlines 
several models, including a modi- 
fied model of the government’s 
initial proposal. Since the govern- 
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ment believes that the proposal 

_ can also apply to separate school 
boards, it invited them to indi- 
cate the basis on which the aspi- 
rations of the French-language 
members of that community can 
be accommodated within the in- 
tent of the proposal. The Ontario 
Separate School Trustees’ Associ- 
ation and the Association fran- 
caise des conseils scolaires de 
Ontario reached an “Entente”’ 
on the applicability of the 
government’s proposal to the 
minority-language sector of the 
Ontario Catholic separate school 
system. 


The Ministry of Education is pre- 
paring draft legislation that will 
require boards of education to 
establish, under certain condi- 
tions, minority-language sections 
consisting of trustees elected by 
minority-language electors. In 
addition, it is examining the pos- 
sibility of developing legislation 
related to the principles contained 
in the ‘Entente’” between the 
two associations. The Premier 
had indicated his intent to intro- 
duce legislation on minority- 
language governance in the pres- 
ent session of the legislature. 


Regarding the right of every 
French-speaking student to an 
education in the French language, 
an act to amend the Education 
Act was introduced in the third 
session of the thirty-second legis- 
lature, but it received only a first 
reading. However, this legislation 
will be introduced again in the 
present session. On Septem- 

ber 30, 1983, there were in Onta- 
rio 286 elementary schools and 

32 secondary schools in which 
French was the language of com- 
munication, administration, and 
instruction. In addition, there 
were 30 secondary schools that 
had French-language instructional 
units for the 1983-84 school year. 
The enrolment of these units to- 
talled 25 385 students at the sec- 
ondary level and 68 200 at the 
elementary level. 


It is standard practice in the Min- 
istry of Education to ensure that 
the needs of French-speaking 
students are taken into considera- 
tion in the development of pro- 
grams. Continued efforts are also 
made to produce and distribute 
French-language versions of all 
ministry documents, such as the 
Education Act, the regulations, 
and curriculum documents, con- 
currently with English-language 
versions. 


In 1983-84 the ministry continued 
to encourage boards of education 
operating mixed secondary 
schools to review the programs 
available to its minority-language 
students. Such reviews have re- 
sulted not only in an expansion of 
course offerings for students en- 
rolled in such settings, but also in 
the planning for the establish- 
ment of a new French-language 
secondary school entity with its 
own French-speaking principal 
and personnel. The ministry will 
maintain its review activities with 
respect to the mixed secondary 
schools that continue to exist, in 
keeping with the wishes of the 
local population. 


A student-council leadership 
seminar held entirely in French 
was Offered again this year to 
French-speaking members of stu- 
dent councils of French-language 
instructional units at the second- 
ary school level. 


French-language programs of past 
years were maintained during 
the present year. 


Guzen 
EDUCATION 


In 1983-84, 47 000 new applicants 
were added to correspondence 
education’s active student body. 
On an average day the staff 
handled 600 telephone inquiries, 
mailed 800 packages of materials, 
and evaluated 2000 assignments. 


Adults who require a flexible, 
self-paced program make up ap- 
proximately 88 per cent of the 
enrolments. Of the remaining 

12 per cent, over 11 per cent are 
day-school students studying 
courses not available at their sec- 
ondary schools and less than 
half of 1 per cent are elementary 
pupils unable to attend school. 


As well as enrolling day-school 
students in courses not available 
locally, correspondence education 
supports local school boards by 
making its learning materials 
available to them. During 
1983-84, 100 boards purchased 
over 18 000 course modules. The 
materials are used in the devel- 
opment of curriculum and the 
local administration of independ- 
ent study programs. Correspond- 
ence education staff assists local 
delivery by providing workshops 
on distance education. 


The technologically enhanced 
programs for small secondary 
schools include two computer- 
managed courses in electronics, 
and components of computer- 
assisted instruction (CAI) are cur- 
rently under development. Seven 


computer studies courses with 
CAI components and two adult- 
basic-education courses with 
audio cassettes are also being 
produced. Several adult-basic- 
education courses — developed 
for adults with Grade 5 to 8 
reading skills — will be of interest 
to school boards involved in con- 
tinuing education and agencies 
working in adult literacy. 


Applications for enrolment in 
correspondence courses are pro- 
cessed and materials mailed 
within two working days. Over 
800 part-time teachers evaluate 
assignments and give tutorial 
service by mail. A centralized 
telephone tutorial service pro- 
vides students with immediate 
access to teachers. In the first 
year of operation, over 5000 stu- 
dents received telephone tutorial 
assistance on Tuesday evenings. 


A secondary school program 

of 105 English-language courses 
and 53 courses for those who 
speak French are now available. 
Eighteen new courses were re- 
leased during 1983-84; 24 new 
courses are being prepared for 
next year. 


The correspondence education 
calendar in English and French 
provides information about the 
courses and services offered to 
Ontario residents. 


deen AND 
INFORMATION 


The new Research and Informa- 
tion Branch combines the former 
Research Branch and the statisti- 
cal services unit of the former 
Management Information Sys- 
tems Branch. The new branch is 
responsible for planning and ad- 
ministering educational research, 
collecting and disseminating sta- 
tistical information, supporting 
the ministry’s strategic-planning 
activities, and operating the In- 
formation Centre of the ministry. 


Priorities for education research 
included studies dealing with 
microtechnology, special educa- 
tion, the graduate-employment 
survey, and staff-performance ap- 
praisals. Research pertinent to 
the needs of the francophone 
community dealt with special edu- 
cation, assessment instruments, 
and language development. Re- 
search on French as a second 
language focused on the effective 
implementation of modes of in- 
struction in the schools. 
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The branch has become the focal 
point for the collection and dis- 
semination of statistical informa- 
tion used for the operational, 
planning, and policy functions of 
the ministry. Education statistics 
are made available through peri- 
odic reports, regular publications, 
and other releases. The statistical 
services unit also provides con- 
sultation on survey design and 
methods to regional office per- 
sonnel conducting provincial re- 
views in the schools. 


An important part of the work of 
the branch is its various contribu- 
tions to the ministry’s strategic- 
planning process. In this role, the 
branch helps senior managers to 
consider policy development and 
priority setting in the light of 
information on trends and an 
analysis of their long-term impli- 
cations for education. 


The branch’s Information Centre 
provides an extensive range of 
information and reference ser- 
vices for the ministry. 
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The Communication Services 
Branch provides a wide variety of 
information and public relation 
services relating to all ministry 
activities. A major function of the 
branch is to disseminate informa- 
tion about ministry programs and 
policies to the educational com- 
munity of Ontario and to stu- 
dents, parents, and the general 
public. 


During the year the branch’s five 
information officers answered 
more than 50 000 telephone and 
written inquiries that were re- 
ceived from the public. Staff 

also answered inquiries from 
members of the legislative press 
gallery and from media represen- 
tatives across the province. 
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With the publication of Education 
for Tomorrow, the ministry em- 
barked on a major communica- 
tions program to inform parents 
of the changes in the secondary 
school system that will take place 
this fall. More than two million 
copies of the brochure were dis- 
tributed throughout the elemen- 
tary and secondary schools of the 
province. The brochure was also 
included in the fact-sheet racks 
at more than 1500 retail outlets 
across the province. The fact 
sheets, known as the Education 
and You program, continued to 
retain their popularity with edu- 
cators and the public. More than 
1.6 million fact sheets were dis- 
tributed through the retail outlets 
and through the schools at parent- 
teacher nights. The fact-sheet 
series contains eleven brochures 
that deal with different aspects of 
Ontario’s educational system. 


During the year exhibits were 
staged at educational conferences, 
seminars, and workshops. The 
branch’s print production unit, 
which is responsible for the de- 
sign, editing, and printing of 
publications from all ministry 
branches, produced more than 
eighty documents during 1983-84. 
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The Learning Materials Develop- 
ment Plan and the French- 
Language Fund (Learning Ma- 
terials) continued to provide 
funding to publishers, media pro- 
ducers, non-profit organizations, 
and individuals for the develop- 
ment and production of needed 
Canadian learning materials. To 
date, many different types of 
learning materials (books, kits, 


_ films, sound filmstrips, mono-

graphs, records, and an atlas for 
partially sighted children) have 
been produced in such diverse 
subject areas as the arts, special 
education, Canadian studies, 
multiculturalism, technological 
and business education, educa- 
tion of and about Native peoples, 
values, French as a first or sec- 
ond language, women’s studies, 
Franco-Ontarian heritage, social 
studies, law, and mathematics. 


Through the 1983 Learning Mate- 
rials Development Plan competi- 
tion, thirty-five (twenty-seven 
English-language and five French- 
as-a-second-language) projects 
were funded for the development 
of print and non-print materials. 
The French-Language Fund com- 
petition provided funding for 
about thirty-five projects for On- 
tario students enrolled in French- 
language schools. 


Circular 14, the annual publica- 
tion listing all textual materials 
that have been reviewed and 
approved for use in Ontario 
schools, contained 119 new 
English-language and 55 new 
French-language titles in 1983. In 
selecting textual materials for use 
in a subject area, a school must 
choose from those listed in Circu- 
lar 14, unless permission to use 
unlisted materials has been 
granted by the Minister of Educa- 
tion. Over 95 per cent of the 
materials currently listed in 
Circular 14 are of Canadian au- 
thorship and manufacture. 


Under the Book Purchase Plan 
each school and board office in 
the province has an opportunity 
to order sample copies of Cana- 
dian books listed for the first time 
in Circular 14. During 1983, schools 
and boards were provided with 
191 551 copies of 140 titles under 
the plan. 
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S TUDENT EXCHANGES AND 
EDUCATIONAL TRIPS 


During the 1983-84 school year 
over 7400 Ontario students parti- 
cipated in exchange or travel 
programs designed to provide 
language and cultural enrich- 
ment. Three-month international 
student-exchange programs were 
conducted with France, Italy, 
Switzerland, and West Germany. 
Under the terms of these ex- 
changes 274 European students 
were the guests of their Ontario 
partners and attended Ontario 
schools. The Ontario students 
then travelled to their European 
partners’ homes and attended 
French, Italian, Swiss, and Ger- 
man schools. 


A four-week German-language 
immersion course was Offered to 
fifteen Ontario secondary school 
students during the summer of 
1983. The course was held in 
Kulmbach, Bavaria, with the last 
week spent in Berlin. A three- 
week French-language immersion 
course was held near Montreux, 
Switzerland, and was attended 


by twenty-three Ontario students. 


One hundred and fifty Ontario 
students participated in a three- 
month exchange with Quebec 
students. The Ministry of Educa- 
tion provided financial assistance 
for 868 students from French- 
language schools in Ontario to 
travel to Quebec for short educa- 
tional visits. The ministry also 
provided financial assistance 

for 994 students from French- 
language schools to participate in 
educational visits and exchanges 
within Ontario. Over 7600 stu- 
dents participated in bilingual ex- 
changes between Ontario and 
other provinces. These exchanges 
were arranged by a non-profit 
organization called the Society for 
Educational Visits and Exchanges 
in Canada (SEVEC) and were par- 
tially funded by the Ministry of 
Education. 


desmene EXCHANGES 


In 1983-84, one Ontario teacher 
and a teacher from Switzerland 
exchanged places. A pilot pro- 
gram between Ontario and New 
Zealand is continuing. Also dur- 
ing the year, twenty-six Ontario 
teachers travelled to the United 
Kingdom, and one Ontario 
teacher travelled to the United 
States under educator-exchange 
programs co-ordinated by the 
league for the Exchange of Com- 
monwealth Teachers and the 
Department of Education of the 
United States. These programs 
are conducted annually. Forty- 
two Australian teachers are on 
exchange in Ontario this year, 
with the same number of Ontario 
teachers in Australia. 


During the year, three Ontario 
teachers exchanged teaching as- 
signments with teachers from 
other provinces. At a time of de- 
clining enrolment, when promo- 
tion and mobility are restricted, 
intraprovincial exchanges for 
teachers and administrators are 
being encouraged by the minis- 


try. 


Ox TARIO STUDENT 
LEADERSHIP CENTRE 


The Ontario Student Leadership 
Centre on Lake Couchiching, 
near Longford Mills, again hosted 
courses in student leadership de- 
velopment, which ran from June 
to September. In 1983 there were 
nine courses in seven separate 
programs. All programs had full 
enrolment, and some received 
applications from more students 
than they could accept. The ath- 
letic courses, which in 1982 oper- 
ated with 432 girls and 384 boys, 
accepted only 336 girls and 

336 boys as a result of salary- 
budget restrictions. The total 
number of students attending all 
of the courses was 1289. Pro- 
grams are staffed by qualified 
teachers from school boards, uni- 
versities, and the Ministry of Ed- 
ucation. In addition to the 
ministry programs, youth and 
adult groups used the centre 
during May, September, and 
October. 
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G@); TARIO YOUNG 
TRAVELLERS 


Toronto has a concentration of 
provincially sponsored educa- 
tional and cultural resources — the 
Ontario legislative buildings, the 
Ontario Science Centre, the 
McLaughlin Planetarium, the 
Royal Ontario Museum, the Art 
Gallery of Ontario, and Ontario 
Place — that make a visit to To- 
ronto a valuable experience for 
any student. However, for stu- 
dents who live far from the city, 
the costs of such a visit can be 
high. The Ontario Young Travel- 
lers program, under which such 
visits fall, is available to Grade 
8, senior elementary, special edu- 
cation, and mixed Grade 7 and 

8 classes, as well as to Grade 7 
classes that are the last grade 

in an elementary school. 


The program provides financial 
assistance to students from 
Northern Ontario whose educa- 
tion might be enhanced by a visit 
to the provincial capital. This 
assistance is used to help defray 
transportation costs from the 
school to Toronto and to cover 
the cost of meals and accommo- 
dation for students who attend 
schools that are located more 
than 800 km from Toronto. Each 
school must provide evidence 
that its students’ visit is inte- 
grated with the school curricu- 
lum, outline follow-up activities, 
and provide assurance of ade- 
quate adult supervision. During 
the year approximately 6000 stu- 
dents from Northern Ontario

visited the provincial capital un- 
der the auspices of the Ontario 
Young Travellers program. 


Paws CANADA 


This national class-twinning pro- 
gram — initiated, financed, and 
administered by the Ministry of 
Education — is conducted in co- 
operation with the ministries of 
education of the other provinces 
(Quebec excepted) and the north- 
ern territories. It continues to 
provide young people with the 
opportunity to develop a sense of 
national pride. Through the ex- 
change of correspondence and 
classroom projects, Ontario stu- 
dents gain a broader understand- 
ing of the multicultural character 
of Canada. During the year, 

496 Ontario classes were twinned 
with classes from other prov- 
inces. 


@ecssmeure CLASS 
TWINNING PROGRAM 


The Ontario-Quebec Class Twin- 
ning Program is a correspond- 
ence program that provides 
opportunities for students at the 
elementary, secondary, and col- 
lege levels to exchange ideas and 
information with similar students 
in the other province. Participa- 
tion in the program increases 
learning about another region and 
the people who live there and 
can foster friendships between 
students of different communi- 
ties. During the 1983-84 school 
year approximately 1200 Ontario 
students participated in this pro- 
gram. 


S UMMER EMPLOYMENT 
PROGRAMS FOR STUDENTS 


The ministry’s Experience Pro- 
gram in the area of summer em- 
ployment for students is run in 
co-operation with the school 
boards. The boards are invited to 
submit applications for projects 
of an educational nature, such as 
monitoring or tutoring programs 
or the preparation of educational 
kits. Applications are considered 
on the basis of merit and geo- 
graphic distribution. In 1983 the 
ministry approved 246 projects. 
Through grants from the ministry 
(the funds for which come from 
the Ontario Youth Secretariat), 
school boards hired 1548 students 
to work on their projects. An 
additional 74 students were em- 
ployed by the ministry under 
the program. 
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Qscnc GUAGE 
MONITORS PROGRAM 


This program, co-ordinated by 
the Council of Ministers of Edu- 
cation, Canada, and financed by 
the federal Department of the 
Secretary of State, is designed to 
encourage bilingual postsecond- 
ary students who are attending a 
university or college in a prov- 
ince or area where their mother 
tongue is the second language 
to act as second-language teach- 
ing monitors to teachers of 
French or English as a second 
language. 


Three hundred and thirty-eight 
students at seventeen Ontario 
universities and colleges of ap- 
plied arts and technology are 
being paid $3000 each to act as 
monitors in the schools of forty- 
one Ontario boards. The students 
usually work with small conver- 
sation groups. Approximately 
three hundred of these monitors 
are French-speaking postsecond- 
ary students from across Canada 
who work with English-speaking 
students studying French as a 
second language; the remainder 
are English-speaking university 
students from various parts of 
Canada who are helping French- 
speaking students with their 
study of the English language. In 
addition, thirty-six francophone 
students are acting as French 
monitors in French-language in- 
structional units. For centres dis- 
tant from a university, there are 
twenty-two monitors. 
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There are also ten full-time fran- 
cophone monitors in Ontario 
schools that are not close to a 
university centre. All of these 
monitors are from Quebec. They 
work twenty-five hours a week 
with small groups of students; 
eight work under the direction of 
teachers of French as a second 
language and two with the staff 
of French-language instructional 
units. Each monitor receives 
$7000. 


Each summer the ministry orga- 
nizes two two-week seminars 

in Canadian studies for educators 
from Western Europe. These pro- 
grams are offered in reciprocation 
for seminars that are open to 
Ontario educators in thirteen 
European countries. 


Candidates pay a nominal course 
fee; the ministry provides the 
staff and program organization; 
and the federal Department of 
External Affairs provides a gener- 
ous living-allowance subsidy. The 
academic and cultural program 
includes lectures designed to give 
visiting educators an overview 

of Canada and our education sys- 
tem, numerous cultural excur- 
sions, and contact with Ontario 
educators. 


Twelve seminars in seven West- 
ern European countries were 
open to Ontario educators. These 
programs, of two-to-four-weeks’ 
duration, include both academic 
and cultural activities designed to 
broaden an educator’s knowledge 
of the country, its education sys- 
tem, politics, economics, history, 
culture, and arts, and in some 
cases to increase his/her language 
fluency. Some seminars are par- 
tially subsidized by the host 
country; others are fully subsi- 
dized and are offered at no cost 
to Ontario teachers. 


The 1983 conference was held in 
Whitehorse, Yukon. Each prov- 
ince and territory was repre- 
sented by a delegation of fifteen 
students, who participated in 

a forum on northern issues that 
are important to all Canadians. 
The fifteen Ontario students then 
were hosts to a Yukon student 
each during the summer of 1983. 
The Grade 12 students represent- 
ing Ontario were selected by the 
ministry’s regional offices. 


The Special Projects Branch ar- 
ranges for the hosting of Educa- 
tion Week. Education Week 1983 
was co-operatively hosted by the 
Sudbury Board of Education and 
the Sudbury Roman Catholic 
Separate School Board. The open- 
ing ceremonies in Sudbury were 
attended by educators from the 
elementary, secondary, and post- 
secondary levels. “Education for 
Tomorrow/Préparons l'avenir’ 
was the theme of Education Week 
1983, and the celebration was 
intended to apply to the develop- 
ment and growth of education 
from today into the future. 
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Details of the 1984 General Legis- 
lative Grants were released in 
January. Provincial grants to 
school boards for 1984 will total 
$3041.8 million, an increase of 
$144.8 million over the 1983 allo- 
cation of $2897 million. 


The grants for special education 
were based on a fixed dollar 
amount per pupil, adjusted by 
the board’s grant-weighting factor 
and then applied to the board’s 
day-school enrolment. The dollar 
amounts were increased in 1984 
to $166 per pupil at the elemen- 
tary level ($147 in 1983) and $119 
at the secondary level ($106 in 
1983). The per-pupil amount for a 
trainable-retarded pupil was in- 
creased from $3740 in 1983 to 
$3930 in 1984. 


The declining-enrolment pro- 
visions introduced in 1981 were 
continued in 1984. Thus, the de- 
clines in enrolment experienced 
by a board between 1984 and 1983 
and between 1983 and 1982 were 
recognized for grant assistance 

in 1984. 


Funding for Heritage Languages 

programs was increased to $30.50 
per classroom hour, up from $29 

in 1983. 


The expenditure for continuing 
education programs in driver edu- 
cation, secondary school credit 
courses, and adult basic educa- 
tion were recognized for grant 


purposes at the same level as 
day-school programs in terms of 
full-time equivalent enrolment. 


Funding for students in Grades 9 
and 10 in the Roman Catholic 
separate schools was again in- 
creased. 


The additional allowance to help 
boards replace technical and vo- 
cational equipment was contin- 
ued. 


Grants for the teaching of French 
both as a first and as a second 
language were increased by 5 per 
cent over the 1983 level. 


The maximum ordinary expendi- 
tures per pupil recognized by 
the ministry for grant purposes 
were also increased. The ceiling 
for elementary school pupils was 
raised to $2297, up from $2171 

in 1983. The ceiling for secondary 
school pupils was raised to $3140, 
up from $2978 in 1983. These 
basic grant-ceiling figures were 
adjusted upwards by weighting 
factors to give boards extra grants 
to compensate for unusually high 
costs related to the provision of 
certain programs and to local fac- 
tors such as sparse population 
and the geographical location of 
the boards. 
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The amounts paid to school 


boards out of the Ministry of Edu- | 
cation’s General Legislative Grants | 


varied from board to board, de- 


pending on the individual board’s | 


ability to raise revenues from lo- 
cal assessment. The equalizing 

of assessment for this purpose 
was based on a four-year average 
of the assessment-equalization 
factors published by the Ministry 
of Revenue. For 1983, a three- 
year average was used. 


The priority for the capital fund- 
ing of projects providing school 
accommodation in new housing 
developments continued. Funds 
were made available for emer- 
gency projects involving health, 
fire safety, roofing, and heating- 
equipment replacements. 


\ 


The ministry’s six regional offices 
promote the implementation of 
provincial policies related to edu- 
cation. They provide encourage- 
ment and information to school 
systems, which have the primary 
responsibility for implementing 
those policies. 


The regional office personnel are 
the ministry’s ‘eyes and ears”: 
they become aware of new devel- 
opments and, in a very real sense, 
monitor, review, and evaluate 
both policy and the implementa- 
tion of policy. They also assist 
school boards with the means of 
evaluating and improving school 
programs. For example, in 1983 
they helped eight school boards 
in carrying out co-operative re- 
views of activities and in prepar- 
ing comprehensive reports to 
guide further development and 
improvement. 


In addition, the regional offices 
perform a variety of direct ser- 
vices, particularly in Northern 


Ontario. They distribute films and 


books to small schools, supervise 
instruction, and provide a variety 
of consultative services to schools 
and boards, in both English and 
French. 


Bill 157, An Act to Amend the 
Education Act, which received 
first reading only, contained 
several amendments of a house- 
keeping nature. It also proposed 
amendments to part XI of the 
Education Act, which would im- 
plement the proposals of the 
Ministry of Education’s White 
Paper respecting minority- 
language education rights and 
enable the Minister of Education 
to act where a school board and 
the Languages of Instruction 
Commission of Ontario are in 
disagreement. Reaction to the bill 
has produced valuable comments 
that will be taken into account 

in the preparation of a future 
Education Amendment Act. 
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The Teachers’ Superannuation 
Act, 1983, a revision of an exist- 
ing act, was passed by the legis- 
lature during the period covered 
by this report. Some of the 
changes include an increase in 
contribution rates; the computa- 
tion of allowances on the basis of 
the average salary for the five 
years (rather than the seven 
years) during which a person’s 
salary was highest; changes in re- 
spect of survivor allowances; the 
expansion of entitlements to re- 
funds; and provisions for the 
election of the chairperson of the 
Teachers’ Superannuation Com- 
mission and a reduction in the 
number of its members. 
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The Ministry of Education contin- 
ues to consult with a wide range 
of groups and organizations in 
the development of its policies 
and procedures. Much of this 
consultation is done through 
committees and councils that in- 
clude representatives from the 
groups most affected. 


/Viges OF EDUCATION 
ADVISORY COUNCIL ON 
SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The purpose of the Ministry of 
Education Advisory Council on 
Special Education is to assist the 
ministry in ensuring that its work 
in the area of special education 

is tailored to the specific needs in 
that field. Represented on the 
council are the Ontario Alliance 
for Children, the Council for Ex- 
ceptional Children, the Ontario 
Council of Administrators of Spe- 
cial Education, the Ontario Advi- 
sory Council on the Physically 
Handicapped, the Ontario 
Psychological Association, the 
Ontario Catholic Supervisory Of- 
ficers’ Association, the Ontario 
Association of Education Admin- 
istrative Officials, the Ontario 
School Trustees’ Council, the On- 
tario Teachers’ Federation, and 
the pediatricians of the Ontario 
Medical Association. 


Connson TO INQUIRE 
INTO THE DISCRETIONARY 
LOCAL LEVY FOR EDUCATION 
IN METROPOLITAN TORONTO 


In July, Bruce Bone was ap- 
pointed as a one-man commission 
to examine the discretionary-levy 
provisions available to school 
boards in Metropolitan Toronto. 
The appointment of Mr. Bone, 
Vice-President and Associate 
Treasurer of Noranda Mines Ltd. 
and a former chairperson of the 
Metropolitan Toronto School 
Board, was the result of a com- 
mitment made earlier in the year 
during the passage of Bill 127. 

G. Douglas Spry, former Execu- 
tive Co-ordinator of the Ministry 
of Natural Resources’ Finance, 
Planning, and Evaluation Group 
and former director of the Minis- 
try of Education’s School Busi- 
ness and Finance Branch, acted as 
executive secretary to the com- 
mission. Mr. Bone met with rep- 
resentatives of the Metropolitan 
Toronto School Board and the 
boards within Metro Toronto 
prior to reporting in February. 


Ls: PROVINCIAL 
SCHOOLS AUTHORITY 


The School Management Com- 
mittee was established in 1975 to 
act as the bargaining agent for 
the Ministries of Correctional 
Services, Education, and Health, 
all of which employed teachers. 
The decision to give provincially 
employed teachers the same bar- 
gaining rights as school-board- 
employed teachers has, under the 
School Boards and Teachers Col- 
lective Negotiations Act, 1975, 
necessitated the creation of the 
Provincial Schools Authority. The 
authority is the official employer 
of the provincial teachers and 
negotiates on behalf of the minis- 
tries with the organization estab- 
lished by the teachers to repre- 
sent them. It has also dealt with 
problems arising out of the ad- 
ministration of the agreements 
reached. 


The OESC was established in the 
| latter part of 1980. Its goal is to 

| enhance Ontario’s position in in- 
ternational business by: 


— supporting the private sector 
by facilitating the inclusion of 
educational or training compo- 
nents into international capital 
projects; 


| — undertaking educational activi- 
ties directly; 


— seeking government-to- 
government relationships that 
encourage contracts that in- 
volve education or training. 


Mr. D.C. McGeachy of London, 
Ontario, was appointed chairper- 
son of the corporation’s board. 


On March 1, 1984, the OESC was 
merged with the Ontario Interna- 
tional Corporation. 


The Languages of Instruction 
Commission of Ontario was es- 
tablished in 1973 to help resolve 
conflicts between school boards 
and parents over the provision of 
educational programs in the lan- 
guage of the minority group, 
whether it be English or French. 
The commission meets monthly 
to consider matters referred to 

it by English-language or French- 
language advisory committees, 
including recommendations sub- 
mitted by such committees, or, 
in the case of boards that have no 
formal committee to deal with 
such matters, by groups of rate- 
payers. 


Since its inception the commis- 
sion has been able to bring most 
issues referred to it to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion and continues 
to work on those that have not 
yet been resolved. 


The following agencies and com- 
missions, which report through 
the Ministry of Education, have 
tabled their annual reports before 
this assembly: the Teachers’ Su- 
perannuation Commission, the 
Education Relations Commission, 
and the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education.

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Introduction 


Without doubt the past year has been one 
of the most historic in the history of 
education in Ontario. The announcement 
on June 12 by Premier William Davis that 
funding would be made available for 
Grades 11 to 13 for the Roman Catholic 
separate school system was a landmark 
decision for education in Ontario. That 
decision, coupled with the appointment of 
commissions to review the financing of 
elementary and secondary education in 
the province and the role of private schools 
in the education system, will result in the 
most comprehensive review of education 
administration ever undertaken in Ontario. 


While much public attention was devoted 
to these undertakings, several other 
major initiatives were launched. Two of 
the most significant were in the area of 
French-language education. 


The first was the passage of Bill 119, 
which guarantees the right of a student to 
education in either French or English. The 
bill eliminated the ‘“where numbers war- 
rant’’ provision of the earlier legislation 
and guarantees the right of an individual 
student to an education in his/her official 
language. 


The second piece of legislation, Bill 160, 
was presented to the legislature on De- 
cember 13. It called for the establishment 
of a panel of French-language trustees on 
certain school boards that have schools 


and classes in which education is provided 
in French for French-speaking pupils. This 
bill also applies to school boards in which 
English is the minority language. 


The bill, which died on the order paper, 
was introduced before the close of the 
session to allow widespread consideration 
of the legislation during the recess. It is 
the commitment of the government to 
reintroduce the bill as a high-priority item 
at the earliest opportunity in the spring 

so that it will become law in time to affect 
municipal elections in November 1985. 


The Ministry of Education and the Secre- 
tary of State of Canada signed a three- 
year agreement for French-language 
education and French-as-a-second-official- 
language instruction. Over the three years 
of the agreement, 1983-84 to 1985-86, 
Canada will contribute more than 

$137 million towards the costs incurred 
by Ontario in providing opportunities for 
the members of its French-language 
community to be educated in their own 
language and for members of its English- 
language community to learn French as a 
second official language. In 1983 close to 
91 000 students were enrolled in French 
first-language programs in Ontario and 
over 900 000 students in French second- 
language programs. In 1983-84, the first 
year of the agreement, Canada’s contribu- 
tions to Ontario totalled $45.2 million, an 
increase of $1 million over 1982-83. 
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Curriculum 


English- and French-language curriculum 
documents are developed under the pro- 
grams of the Curriculum Branch. At pres- 
ent, there are twenty-one documents in 
support of The Formative Years being 
produced. In addition, the Curriculum 
Branch is continuing to consolidate ap- 
proximately one hundred Intermediate and 
Senior Division guidelines into a set of 
about twenty subject documents. This 
renewal of curriculum guidelines accom- 
modates the policy requirements stated in 
Ontario Schools: Intermediate and Senior 
Divisions, 1984 (osIs). Osis outlines pro- 
gram and diploma requirements for Grades 
7 to 12 and includes provisions for offering 
Ontario Academic Courses (OACs).

Arts in Education 


The Arts in Ontano Schools/Les arts et les 
écoles ontaniennes, a discussion paper 
prepared by the ministry’s arts group, 
was released in October 1984. The paper 
highlights the role of the arts in a balanced 
curriculum and draws attention to current 
issues and concerns with respect to pro- 
gramming in all areas of the arts. A dis- 
cussion of the issues raised in the paper 
will be promoted in a series of regional 
conferences to be held throughout the 
province during the 1984-85 school year. 


Awareness in Action, a pilot project in 
distance professional development for 
teachers, was explored with a group of 
teacher volunteers. This non-credit 
course in the basic elements of visual 
awareness proved to be useful, and oppor- 
tunities will be provided for other teachers 
in the province to take part in the course.

A document on adult continuing education 
is in draft form. It contains sections on 
adult basic education, English/French 

as a second language, general-interest 
programming, and meeting the needs of 
the adult learner. 


Co-operative Education

Co-operative education programs integrate 
classroom theory with on-the-job exper- 
ience. Traditionally, the areas of co- 
operative education have been business 
education, community programs, and 
technological education. However, co- 
operative education programs in French, 
English, theatre arts, science, mathe- 
matics, and geography are expanding 
rapidly. 


Students at all academic achievement 
levels are benefiting from co-operative 
education programs. The advantages of 
these programs, in addition to students’ 
acquisition of first-hand knowledge and 
experience, include the development of 


An interministerial task group is reviewing 
continuing education policies related to 
schools, colleges, and universities. It is 
expected that the task group will report its 
findings and recommendations in the fall of 
1985. 


important life skills, such as those related 
to interpersonal relationships and self- 
discipline. These skills, along with an 
understanding of the world of work, 
greatly facilitate students’ transition from 
school to the workplace. 


The co-operative education programs are 
receiving enthusiastic support from stu- 
dents, parents, employers, and educators.

Anglais/English. A curriculum guideline 
for the teaching and study of English in 
French-language schools is expected to be 
released in the fall of 1985. 


Business studies. The business studies 
guideline is at the validation stage. It is 
expected that it will be completed and 
released by the spring of 1986. The 
implementation of parts of the guideline 
will be possible in the school year 
1986-87. 


Discipline. The validation of a support 
document to osis on authority and disci- 
pline has been completed. The document 
will enter the initial stages of production in 
the early spring and should be distributed 
to schools and school boards early in the 
fall of 1985. The document offers sugges- 
tions regarding fair and just discipline 
policies and practices in schools. It also 
gives specific suggestions concerning the 
development of codes of student beha- 
viour as required by osis. 


English. Copies of a document outlining 
the three oacs in English were distributed 
to schools in the fall of 1984. A document 
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in support of basic-level programs, Basic- 
ally Right, was also distributed to schools. 


Family studies. The initial draft of the 
family studies guideline for Grades 7 to 
12 and the oac will be available for 
validation in the spring of 1985. 


Francais. A project team is preparing a 
new guideline in francais for Grades 7 to 
12 and the oac. It is anticipated that a 
validation draft will be distributed to the 
schools in the fall of 1985 and that the 
guideline will be released in 1986. 


French as a second language. A validation 
draft of the oacs in French as a second 
language, core, extended, and immersion 
French, has been distributed to school 
boards for their reaction by June 30, 1985. 


Geography. As a result of the analysis of 
responses to a working paper released in 
November 1984, work has begun on the 
revision of curriculum guidelines in geo- 
graphy for Grades 7 to 12 and the oacs. It 
is anticipated that a draft guideline will be 
available for validation in the fall of 1985. 


History and contemporary studies. The 
guideline in history and contemporary 
studies is being validated by school boards, 
professional associations, and others in- 
terested in the document. Validation will 
be completed by June 1985. 


Mathematics. The production of the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Division mathematics 
guideline is nearing completion, and the 
guideline will be distributed to the schools 
in the fall of 1985. 


Modern languages. A new languages guide- 
line is being developed. It will provide 
general principles for teaching and learn- 
ing German, Italian, and Spanish, as well 
as other European, Eastern, Oriental, and 
Native languages, which until now have 
been offered only as experimental courses. 


Music. The draft of the music guideline for 
the Intermediate and Senior Divisions is 
nearing completion. The guideline will be 
distributed for validation in the spring of 
1985. It is expected that the document will 
be released for distribution early in 1986. 


Personal life management. A curriculum 
guideline for courses in personal life man- 
agement should be released for distribu- 
tion to schools and school boards in the 
spring of 1985. These courses are in- 
tended to enable students in the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Divisions (Grades 9 to 
12) and continuing education students to 
acquire the knowledge and competencies 
they require to manage their personal 
lives with satisfaction and meaning. 


Science. A team of educators is engaged in 
revising all of the science courses for 
Grades 7 to 12 and the oacs in preparation 
for the publication of a single Intermediate 
and Senior Division science curriculum 


Drug Education

An ongoing priority for the ministry is the 
provision of drug education information to 
schools. During the 1984-85 fiscal year, 
the ministry co-operated with the Addic- 
tion Research Foundation in providing 
drug education resource materials to 
schools. Further, the ministry continues 
to work with an interagency group, the 
Drug Education Co-ordinating Council, to 
sponsor one-day seminars on drug abuse 
for parents, educators, and other involved 
professionals. The ministry also continues 
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guideline. It is planned that this document 
will include the following courses: 


— General Science for Grades 7 to 10; 


— Environmental Science for Grades 10 
to 12: 


- Biology, Chemistry, Physics, Geology, 
and Technological Science for Grades

The guideline courses will be designed at 
the various levels of difficulty — basic, 
general, and advanced. 


Technological studies. The technological 
studies guideline has been developed in 
three parts and will be released to schools 
in stages. Part A: Policy for Program 
Planning provides policy statements and 
an overview of the requirements for the 
technological studies curriculum. This 
document has now been distributed to 
schools and boards. Part B, which pro- 
vides the new subject guidelines for tech- 
nological courses in Grades 7 to 12, will be 
released in stages during the coming 
months as modules corresponding to the 
ten subject groupings. Part C, which 
outlines three oacs in technological stud- 
ies — Analog and Digital Electronics, Fluid 
Power and Control, and Computer Tech- 
nology (Interfacing), will be released as a 
final document later in the year. All twelve 
documents have received extensive valid- 
ation across the province. 


Visual arts. The production of the visual 
arts curriculum guideline for the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Divisions is nearing 
completion. Both the English and French 
documents are expected to be released 
for distribution in the fall of 1985.

Early Primary Education Project

The Early Primary Education Project has 
focused on the four- to eight-year-old child 
and the fact that he or she has many 
educators - the family, the school, and the 
community. The project’s long-term goal 
has been to give parents, through their 
continuous and direct association with the 
schools, the support and guidance they 
require to provide their children with 
healthy and enriching experiences. 


Ms. Frances Poleschuk has led the work 
of a secretariat of ministry officials and a 
forty-five member advisory committee, 
representing some twenty organizations 
and government agencies. The project 
team has had four work groups: one to 
explore program expectations in early 
Primary education, one to devise ways of 


French as a Second Language 
ag SE ES NEED SE EEE SEE 


Since 1977, when new initiatives in French 
as a second language (FSL) were an- 
nounced, Ontario elementary school FSL 
programs have increased in depth and 
variety. Between 1977 and 1984 the num- 
ber of school boards offering core French 
starting in Grade 4 or earlier increased 
from 71 to 119. The number of boards 
offering immersion French increased from 
28 to 61, while those offering extended 
French decreased from 10 to 8. Eighty- 
seven per cent of all school boards now 
begin core French by Grade 4; 45 per cent 
offer immersion French. 


Two significant provisions encourage sec- 
ondary school programs to build on the 
foundation laid by elementary FSL pro- 


linking all providers of services and pro- 
grams for young children, one to focus on 
teacher education and the qualifications of 
persons working in early Primary educa- 
tion, and one to ensure public awareness 
and input for the project. 


More than 600 respondents have made 
submissions to the project, and over 5000 
persons have attended study sessions and 
community forums across the province. 
The suggestions and recommendations 
received to date have recognized that 
quality home or day-care and preschool 
experiences, articulated with later Kinder- 
garten and Primary programs, can have a 
long-term, positive impact on the learning 
and development of children, particularly 
high-risk, disadvantaged children. The in- 
put received in letters and briefs and from 
study sessions and community forums has 
reinforced awareness of the need for 
Junior Kindergarten and extended and 
full-day Kindergarten programs for young 
children in ‘‘areas of need’’ in communi- 
ties across the province. 


The work of the project will culminate in a 
report which will recommend policies and 
priorities in early Primary education, to be 
submitted to the Minister of Education in 
the spring of 1985.

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A companion resource document to the 
guideline, One Step at a Time: Educational 
and Career Explorations, Intermediate 
Division (Grades 7 and 8), 1984, was sent 
to the schools in the fall of 1984. It is 
aimed at Grade 7 and 8 students and is 
part of a career-education continuum from 
Kindergarten to Grade 12/oacs. A fact 
sheet for the parents of younger children 
entitled A Parent’s Guide to Career Plan- 
ning for Children was also prepared and 
widely distributed in the province. The 
1985 edition of After 8? was provided to 
school boards for all Grade 8 students and 
their parents. 


A new guidance resource document for 
Grades 9 and 10 is being developed. It will 
stress relating effectively to others and 
developing appropriate educational plans. 


The Linkage I program aligns the contents 
of ten secondary school subjects in 
technological studies with the in-school 
components of apprenticeship and 
modular-training programs. Graduates of 
the program who continue their training in 
these occupations receive recognition for 
the learning that they achieve while in 
secondary school. Approximately 12 000 
students were involved in the program 
during the 1984-85 school year.

A Native-as-a-second-language program 
will be implemented in the schools by 
September 1986. The new policy will 
legitimize the status and function of Native 
languages within the school systems and 
incorporate the teaching of Native lan- 
guages into the regular school day at the 
elementary school level.

As part of the program the ministry will

The Student Guidance Information Service 
(SGIS) is a computer-based information- 
retrieval system that provides career 
information. It is available to students in 
the Intermediate and Senior Divisions in 
both English and French. 


SGIS has an extensive data base, which 
consists of descriptions of approximately a 
thousand occupations. As well, it includes 
information on educational requirements, 
postsecondary institutions, and other 
guidance-related information such as sum- 
mer employment, Linkage and apprentice- 
ship programs, résumé writing, job inter- 
views, and occupational trends. The scis 
data base is updated on an ongoing basis 
so that it provides current information in 
the area of career education. 


A recent survey of sGis users and an 
examination of the contents of the data 
base revealed that scis is an integral part 
of the guidance program in schools. The 
SGIS team is implementing some of the 
recommendations that resulted from the 


Values Education

The French version of Personal and Soct- 
etal Values is under development. This 
document is intended to help teachers 
implement the values-education policy 
outlined in The Formative Years. 


Another Ministry of Education initiative in 
values education is Values, Influences, and 
Peers. This initiative, also known as 
Project vip, was completed in 1984, and 
the document was released in 1985. 


vip was developed in co-operation with the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General. The 
program is designed for Grade 6 pupils 
and is intended to be used in a team- 
teaching mode involving a classroom 
teacher and a police officer. 


Since its first pilot phase in 1982, more 
than seventy Ontario school boards have 
become involved with vip, either on a pilot 
basis or as part of the approved learning 
programs within school board curricula. 
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survey in preparation for the next school 
year. A new poster and new artwork for 
the scis publications, as well as revisions 
to the master list of occupational titles, are 
being completed. 


SGIS is available through Telidon in a 
number of selected sites across the prov- 
ince, including secondary schools, librar- 
ies, and Youth Employment Centres. A 
survey of Telidon users showed that scis 
was the most popular of the data bases. 


As students have come to expect the 
immediate feedback of information made 
possible by the availability of micro- 
computers in the classroom, the batch- 
processing mode of delivering scis career 
information has become outdated. How- 
ever, it continues to be the most economi- 
cal computerized service of its kind, and 
statistics show an increase in its use. The 
search for new technological develop- 
ments to provide an interactive mode of 
delivery continues. 


The Ontario Provincial Police and munici- 
pal police forces are co-operating in pro- 
viding officers to support the program. 


VIP encourages positive social behaviour. 
It deals with topics such as values, peer 
pressure, authority, law, friendships, drug 
abuse, vandalism, shoplifting, and telling 
the truth. The program helps students to 
enhance their self-esteem and to gain the 
ability to recognize and cope with negative 
peer pressure. viP also assists students to 
improve their moral decision-making skills 
and to understand the value of being good 
citizens.

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The Communication Services Branch 
provides a wide variety of programs and 
services in fulfilling its role of disseminat- 
ing information to the education system of 
Ontario and to students, parents, and the 
general public. During the year the branch’s 
information staff answered more than 

50 000 telephone and written enquiries 
from the public, members of the legisla- 
tive press gallery, and media representa- 
tives across the province. Close to three 
million information brochures and booklets 
explaining different aspects of Ontario’s 
educational system were distributed to 
parents and other taxpayers through school 
boards, parent-teacher groups, and by 
direct marketing to households. 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Educa- 
tion is an advisory body to the Minister of 
Education and the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities. Its purpose is to pro- 
vide advice on all matters concerning the 
education of Franco-Ontarians from the 
elementary to the post-secondary level. 
The council is composed of eight regular 
members and two ex-officio members: the 
Assistant Deputy Minister, Franco-Ontarian 
Education, and the Provincial Co-ordinator 
of the French-Language Services. 


During 1984-85 the council submitted 
several reports to the Minister of Educa- 
tion including one on the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs and another on 
school governance. The council has also 
presented briefs to the Planning and 
Implementation Commission and the Com- 
mission on the Financing of Elementary 
and Secondary Education in Ontario. 


During the 1984-85 fiscal year the Minis- 
try of Education made further advances in 
areas dealing with French-language educa- 


Ontario’s thirteen goals of education were 
highlighted during the year in the form of 
wall plaques, which were presented to the 
chairpersons of school boards and direc- 
tors of education for public display in board 
offices and meeting rooms. 


Numerous exhibits were staged at educa- 
tional conferences, seminars, and work- 
shops. A major public exhibit in the Future 
Pod pavilion at Ontario Place, demonstrat- 
ing the classroom uses of high-technology 
equipment, attracted more than half a 
million visitors. The branch also arranged 
for the designing, editing, and printing of 
the more than one hundred publications 
produced by the ministry during 1984-85. 


tion. The Assistant Deputy Minister, 
Franco-Ontarian Education, chaired four 
standing ministry committees that were 
reviewing and evaluating different aspects 
of Franco-Ontarian education. 


As a result of the deliberations of these 
committees, some modifications were 
made to existing programs, especially in 
the area of French-language professional- 
development funding. 


Bill 119, An Act to Amend the Education 
Act, received Royal Assent on Decem- 
ber 14, 1984. This bill was the successor 
to Bill 157, which died on the order paper 
in December 1983. The bill was reintro- 
duced following the receipt of the opinion 
of the court of appeal in respect of the four 
questions put to it under the Constitu- 
tional Questions Act. 


The main feature of the bill was the 
provision of the right to a French-speaking 
person (as defined under section 23 of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Free- 


doms) to have his or her children receive 
elementary and secondary school instruc- 
tion in the French language in Ontario, 
regardless of numbers. A comparable 
right exists for education in the English 
language, where English is the language of 
the minority. The bill also contained 
legislation to empower the Minister of 
Education to resolve disputes over the 
provision of French-language education by 
school boards. 


On December 13, 1984, the Minister 

of Education introduced Bill 160, An Act 
to Amend the Education Act. This bill 
provides for the governance of French- 
language schools and classes under 

part XI of the Education Act by elected 
French-speaking trustees, who would 
qualify for minority-language educational 
rights under section 23 of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. It gives, 
for the first time, direct control of 
schools and classes in which education is 
provided in French for French-speaking 
pupils to elected trustees representing 
the Francophone community. 


While the legislation is written in terms of 
French-language schools and classes, it 
applies equally to English-language schools 
and classes in areas where English is the 
language of the minority. The legislation 
also applies to boards of education and to 
urban, county, or district combined 
Roman Catholic separate school boards 
that meet certain criteria specified within 
the bill. 


The bill, which died on the order paper, 
was introduced before the close of the 
session to allow for its widespread consid- 
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eration during the recess. It is the com- 
mitment of the government to reintroduce 
the bill as a high-priority item at the 
earliest opportunity in the spring so that it 
will become law in time to affect municipal 
elections in November 1985. 


On September 30, 1984, there were in 
Ontario 283 elementary schools and 33 
secondary schools in which French was 
the language of communication, adminis- 
tration, and instruction. In addition, there 
were 31 secondary schools operating 
French-language instructional units for the 
1984-85 school year. The total number of 
students enrolled in these units was 23 050 
at the secondary level and 68 690 at the 
elementary level. 


It is standard practice in the Ministry of 
Education to ensure that the needs of 
French-speaking students are taken into 
consideration in the development of pro- 
grams. Continued efforts are also made to 
produce and distribute French-language 
versions of all ministry documents, such 
as the Education Act, the regulations, and 
curriculum documents, concurrently with 
English-language versions. 


A student-council leadership seminar held 
entirely in French was offered again this 
year to French-speaking members of stu- 
dent councils of French-language instruc- 
tional units at the secondary school level. 


French-language programs previously 
established were maintained during the 
present year. 


Independent Learning Centre 
a 


The Independent Learning Centre (ILc), 
formerly called Correspondence Educa- 
tion, is one of Canada’s largest educational 
facilities. The new name more accurately 
reflects the services presently offered. 
Over the years people have come to 
associate the term correspondence education 
with the exchange of written lessons by 
mail. Although this exchange is still impor- 
tant, the written approach has been aug- 
mented with the latest technology. A 
computerized record-keeping and scoring 
system has improved efficiency, and a 
toll-free electronic phone system provides 
greater access to assistance. The courses 
themselves rely on a host of media, 
including audio cassettes and computers. 


During 1984-85, 48 000 new applications 
for enrolment were received. The major- 
ity of the applicants were adults. Work and 
family commitments prevent some of them 
from participating in a more structured 
classroom program. Others enjoy working 
at their own pace, at their convenience, 
and in the privacy of their own homes. 


The services of ILc are also available to 
school boards. Day-school students may 
enrol in courses that are unavailable at 
their secondary schools. Boards may pur- 
chase courses on a cost-recovery basis for 
use in curriculum development or in the 
local administration of independent-study 
programs. In addition, ILc has developed 
technologically enhanced courses for small 
secondary schools where a qualified teacher 
is not available. These courses require 
equipment and facilities that are not avail- 
able in the home. 


Provincial Schools 
DE Se Se 


The Provincial Schools Branch is respon- 
sible for the general planning, leadership, 
direction, and supervision of the direct 
educational services offered by the ministry 
to residents of the province for whom local 
provision is not made. The branch pro- 
vides day and residential education pro- 
grams in Demonstration Schools for the 
Learning Disabled and in schools for the 
blind, the deaf, and the deaf-blind; and 
educational programs in Training Schools, 
Developmental Centre Schools, and Re- 
gional Schools for Nursing Assistants. The 
branch also provides teacher-education 
programs at the Demonstration Schools 


Over half a million assignments were 
submitted during 1984-85. Twenty-four 
new courses were released during the 
year, including Introduction to Com- 
puters, Integrated Office Systems, Elec- 
tronics, Mechanical Drafting, Consumer 
Studies, Basic English, and English as a 
Second Language. As well, fifty-six out- 
standing students and sixteen teachers 
were recognized at awards receptions 
held during the year in Toronto, Hamilton, 
Windsor, London, Barrie, Ottawa, and 
North Bay. 


Increasingly, the telephone has become a 
vital link with students. Up to 1000 calls per 
day are received on the toll-free system. 
As well, the telephone tutorial service has 
been expanded to two evenings per week 
and has provided over 1400 hours of 
tutorials to students during 1984-85. Taped 
telephone conversations with teachers are 
an integral part of the English as a Second 
Language course. 


The Independent Learning Centre Course 
Selection Guide in English and French 
provides information about the courses 
and services offered to Ontario residents. 


and at the schools for the blind and the 
deaf. These schools also serve as re- 
source centres for local school boards 
offering programs for exceptional students. 


Demonstration Schools 


The Ministry of Education provides the 
services of three Demonstration Schools 
for Ontario children with severe learning 
disabilities. These schools include the 
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Trillium School in Milton, Centre Jules- 
Léger in Ottawa, and Sagonaska School in 
Belleville. Although the primary responsi- 
bility for providing appropriate educational 
programs for students with learning disa- 
bilities remains with school boards, the 
ministry recognizes that some students 
require a residential school setting. These 
Demonstration Schools were established 
to provide special residential education 
programs for students between the ages of 
five and twenty-one years. The activities 
associated with the residential compo- 
nents of the programs are designed to 
enhance the development of each stu- 
dent’s academic and social skills. One of 
the basic objectives of each of these 
schools is to develop the abilities of the 
students enrolled to the point where they 
will be able to return to programs oper- 
ated by local school boards. 


Both the Trillium and the Sagonaska schools 
are operated directly by the Ministry of 
Education. The Trillium program has 

an enrolment of forty students, whose 
language of instruction is English. The 
Sagonaska program is designed to meet 
the needs of Anglophone students with 
specific language-learning disabilities, and 
currently thirty-nine such students are 
enrolled. 


The Centre Jules-Léger is funded by the 
Ministry of Education under a contractual 
agreement with the Faculty of Education, 
University of Ottawa. The Faculty of 
Education is responsible for the delivery 
of the total program at the centre. The

current enrolment of thirty-four Franco- 
phones includes mainly students with 
general learning disabilities and, as of 
September 1983, students who have been 
diagnosed as having a specific language- 
learning disability (aphasia). 


An in-service teacher-education compo- 
nent is provided at each Demonstration 
School. This service is designed so that 
methodologies and materials can be shared 
with locally operated programs across the 
province. 


Schools for the Blind 


The W. Ross Macdonald School in Brant- 
ford is one of the most modern schools for 
the blind in the world. It currently has an 
enrolment of 234 students. The school 
program, which provides a high standard 
of education tailored to the needs of blind 
students, prepares these students to live 
independently in an environment that is 
not artificially sheltered. The curriculum is 
based on the general programs developed 
for all students in the province and offers a 
full program from Grade 1 to secondary 
school graduation. A training program for 
teachers of the blind and the deaf-blind is 
provided at the school in association with 
the Faculty of Education, University of 
Western Ontario. 


Comprehensive, personalized life-skills pro- 
grams are designed to train students to 
function competently in many of the same 
work environments as non-handicapped 
persons. Concerted efforts are also 

being made to promote higher levels of 
educational and social integration of visu- 
ally handicapped students within the com- 
munity. In order that students may also 
continue to experience the benefits of a 
family setting, weekly transportation home 
is provided where feasible. Students from 
Northern Ontario have the opportunity to 
travel home at least once a month for 
extended weekends. 


Through workshops, seminars, special 
courses, and increased distribution of free 
large-print textbooks to schools, the 

W. Ross Macdonald School has expanded 
its role as a provincial centre for the visually 
handicapped. The school is also assuming 
the co-ordinating role in providing audio 
and braille materials to school-age and 
postsecondary students throughout the 
province, and it offers professional ser- 
vices and guidance to other provincial 
ministries of education on an interprovin- 
cial, co-operative basis. 


The W. Ross Macdonald School provides 
one of the leading programs in North 
America for multihandicapped deaf-blind 
students. The program serves the Prov- 
ince of Ontario and also offers education to 
deaf-blind students from British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Manitoba. 
There are currently forty-eight such 
students in the program. 


Schools for the Deaf 


The ministry operates three schools 
for the hearing-impaired: the Sir James 
Whitney School in Belleville, the Ernest 
C. Drury School in Milton, and the Robarts 
School in London. All three are regional 
resource centres for the hearing-impaired 
and provide a broad range of services 

to local school boards and agencies, in 
addition to their programs for their 

own students. These services include 
audiological and psychological assessment, 
educational programming, consultation in 
support of local programs, preschool vis- 
its, family-counselling courses, and the 
provision of information to the public. 


The Robarts School, with an enrolment 
of 66 residential and 61 day students, 
and the Ernest C. Drury School, with an 
enrolment of 87 residential and 217 day 
students, offer five-day-a-week resi- 
dential programs, with all residential 
students returning home each weekend. 
The Sir James Whitney School, with 164 
residential and 66 day students, provides 
a seven-day-a-week residential program 
throughout the school year, since the 
school serves the distant northern areas 
of the province. It makes provision for 
weekly trips home for more than half of its 
students; all students manage to return 
home every third week on average. 


These schools provide educational pro- 
gramming from Kindergarten to second- 
ary school graduation, encompassing a 
comprehensive range of elementary, sec- 
ondary, vocational, and occupational course 
options, in addition to the specialized 
teaching and training required in the area 
of hearing impairment. The unique and 
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varied problems resulting from this handi- 
cap have always necessitated small group- 
ings and personalized programming. Such 
programming is being continuously refined 
and extended to provide these children, 
wherever possible, with the same school 
experiences as those available to non- 
handicapped children. These include op- 
portunities for integration at local schools; 
academic, vocational, and occupational 
classes in the provincial schools; and 
programs for those who are multi- 
handicapped. Graduating students can be 
granted Ontario Secondary School Diplo- 
mas. Ongoing liaison with adjacent health 
facilities - the Chedoke-McMaster Family 
Services Centre in Hamilton, the Chil- 
dren’s Psychiatric Research Institute in 
London, and Beechgrove Regional Chil- 
dren’s Centre in Kingston - gives the 
schools considerable access to outside 
expert opinion and increases their capabil- 
ity to create programs for students with 
diverse and sometimes multiple handicaps. 


Four graduates from the schools for the 
deaf were accepted last year at Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D.C., the only rec- 
ognized liberal-arts college for the deaf in 
the world; thirty entered other post- 
secondary programs; twenty-one gradu- 
ates entered regular employment. 


The Teacher Education Centre in Belleville 
provides a one-year postgraduate training 
program for certificated teachers and se- 
lected university graduates with hearing 
impairments. This program prepares train- 
ees to work in schools and classes for the 
hearing-impaired. Twenty trainees are cur- 
rently enrolled at the centre. They will 
receive the Ontario Diploma in Deaf 
Education on the successful completion 
of their studies. 


Developmental Centre Schools 


There are currently some 350 students in 
the seven Developmental Centre Schools 
located in residential facilities operated by 
the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services. These students are mentally 
retarded, developmentally handicapped, 
or emotionally disturbed; many are multi- 
handicapped. Specially trained teachers 
work with multihandicapped retarded chil- 
dren who have hearing, visual, orthopae- 
dic, and, in many cases, behavioural 
problems. Secondary school programs are 
offered in several schools where the need 
for them has been indicated. 


The prime goal of the schools is to provide 
opportunities for each student to acquire 
the basic skills, knowledge, and attitudes 
that he or she needs for participation in 
society. Therefore, programs have been 
designed to encourage student participa- 
tion in social and recreational activities in 
both the school and the community. Com- 
munication skills, motor skills, and life 
skills are included in all of these programs. 
The concept that these students can and 
should be integrated into the community is 
being increasingly accepted by members 
of the host communities, whose positive 
support of the programs has been 
encouraging. 


Negotiations are continuing with local school 
boards to assume responsibility for educa- 
tional programs in the Developmental Cen- 
tre Schools within their jurisdictions. These 
programs would be funded under the 
general legislative grants regulation. Since 
September 1982 five programs have been 
transferred. Negotiations to transfer the 
remaining seven programs are continuing; 
it is expected that most will be transferred 
by September 1985. These transfers fulfil 
the spirit of recent legislation and will 
facilitate staffing, supervision, and pro- 
gramming in these programs. 


Training Schools 


The four Training Schools located in Co- 
bourg, Oakville, Simcoe, and Sudbury 
provide secure care and education for 
approximately 524 wards. These residen- 
tial facilities are operated by the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services under 
the Training Schools Act, 1976. 


Educational programs are operated ona 
co-operative basis in each school. These 
co-educational schools accommodate stu- 
dents from twelve to sixteen years of age 
who have, in most instances, been de- 
clared delinquent by a provincial juvenile 
and family court. 


The Oakville school provides secure de- 
tention and secure treatment in addition to 
secure care. The secure-detention portion 
of the population includes those who have 
been charged with an offence for which 

an adult would be liable to imprisonment 
for more than two years. 
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The secure-treatment population is com- 
posed of children who have been assessed 
as having a mental or emotional disorder. 
Full initial and continuing assessments are 
carried out to establish appropriate indi- 
vidual educational programs. Regular, re- 
medial, and special education programs 
are provided both at the elementary and 
secondary school levels. The students 
generally have a behavioural exceptional- 
ity, although there are some learning- 
disabled students and some slow learners. 
Along with the core subjects, students are 
provided with extensive vocational and 
life-skills courses. Close community liai- 
son is provided for students returning to 
the school system. 


Regional Schools for 
Nursing Assistants 


The five Regional Schools for Nursing 
Assistants are located in Hamilton, Lon- 
don, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, and Toronto 
and have a total enrolment of 448 stu- 
dents. Classes begin in September and 
March, and the schools function through- 
out the twelve months of the year. 


The program is thirty-six weeks in length 
and provides theory in nursing, biology, 
and social sciences, as well as planned 
clinical experience, which is supervised 
and evaluated by the registered nurse- 
teacher faculty. The clinical practicum is 
provided in a variety of community health- 
care settings. The curriculum guidelines 
reflect the Standards of Nursing Practice 
for Registered Nursing Assistants of the 
College of Nurses of Ontario. Graduates 
are recommended for admission to the 
provincial examination conducted by the 
college, which leads to initial registration 
and certification as nursing assistants. 


The Regional Schools for Nursing Assis- 
tants are administered by the Ministry of 
Education and funded by the Ministry of 

Colleges and Universities. 


Research and Information 
OO Le rr 
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The Research and Information Branch 

is responsible for planning and administer- 
ing a program of educational research, 
collecting and disseminating statistical in- 
formation, supporting strategic planning, 
providing corporate advisory and analysis 
services and special-project management 
support, and operating the Information 
Centre. 


The Contractual Research Unit manages 
the branch’s educational-research pro- 
gram, a central research service funded 
by the two ministries. Its current educa- 
tional-research priorities include a com- 
prehensive investigation of the impact 

of technology, particularly of microcom- 
puters, on teaching and learning in the 
classroom; the roles, responsibilities, and 
training of supervisory officials; the effec- 
tive implementation of modes of instruc- 
tion in the schools; and the training and 
in-service needs of teachers. 


The branch is the focal point for the 
collection and dissemination of statistical 
information. Through its Statistical Infor- 
mation Services Unit, it supports the 
operating, planning, and policy functions of 
the Ministries of Education and of Colleges 
and Universities. This unit manages infor- 
mation, carries out special projects, ana- 
lyses and interprets educational statistics, 
and provides consultative services on sur- 
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vey design and methods and on the use 
and application of data. Education statis- 
tics are made available through periodic 
reports, regular publications, and special 
releases. 


An important part of the work of the 
branch is its contribution to the stra- 
tegic-planning process of the ministries. 
Through its Strategic Planning Services 
Unit, the branch provides support and 
guidance to senior managers of the two 
ministries in their development of state- 
ments of corporate direction and in their 
linking of these statements to annual 
planning cycles. 


Through its Policy Advisory Group, the 
branch provides policy advice and support 
services to the deputy minister and the 
minister on a broad range of corporate 
policy matters. The group also provides 
leadership and project-management 
support, on request, to all divisions. 


The branch’s Information Centre delivers 
an extensive range of information and 
reference services to staff at all levels 
within the two ministries. 


In the implementation of the Education 
Amendment Act, 1980 (Bill 82), each 
school board submitted to the ministry in 
May 1984 a report on its review of its 
official special education plan as presented 
in 1982 and as amended in 1983. The 1984 
report outlined the board’s review pro- 
cess and presented the findings of the 
review. It included any amendments to 
the original plan and listed achievements 
in implementation, as well as further 
steps to be taken in 1984-85. Each re- 
gional office of the ministry reviewed the 
report of each school board in its region 
and identified strengths in implementation 
and matters that required further study 
and planning in 1984-85. 


To assist school boards in their review 
and planning in 1984-85, the ministry 
issued Procedures for School Boards in 
the Annual Review and Amendment of 
Special Education Plans and in the Prep- 
aration of a Consolidated Report on the 
Provision of Comprehensive Special Edu- 
cation Programs and Services by Septem- 
ber 1, 1985. These procedures specified the 
areas of special education to be reviewed 
by each school board, the requirements 
in the review and amendment process, 
and the topics and format to be used in 
submitting the 1985 report. The consoli- 
dated report, when fully completed and 
approved by each board, will constitute a 
public record of each board’s compliance 


with the legislation by September 1, 1985. 


The regional offices of the ministry contin- 
ued to provide a consultative service to 
boards both in their planning process and 
in their operation under the new legisla- 
tion. The operation of a board’s Special 
Education Advisory Committee was given 
special emphasis by the regional offices, 
including the provision of leadership work- 
shops for committee members and school 
board officials. 


Memorandum No. 81 announced a special 
agreement among the Ministries of Edu- 
cation, Health, and Community and Social 
Services to ensure that no school-age 
child is deprived of school attendance 
because of the need for health support 
services during school hours. Each of the 
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three ministries has accepted responsibil- 
ity for the provision of a specific area of 
health support services. At the local level, 
the provision of such services is shared 
by school boards, the Home Care Pro- 
gram of the Ministry of Health, and 
agencies funded by the Ministry of Com- 
munity and Social Services. The year 
1984-85 has been a pilot year in the 
implementation of this program. Advisory 
committees have provided feedback and 
recommendations so that any necessary 
refinements to the program can be ef- 
fected before full operation begins in 
September 1985. 


Progress continued on a longitudinal study 
of the Education Amendment Act, 1980 
(Bill 82). This study, covering the de- 
velopment of the special education legis- 
lation, the pilot year (1980-81), and 
program implementation, is designed to 
document the various stages of these 
processes and to provide a record of this 
important period in the history of Ontario 
education. 


The Ontario Special Education (English) 
Tribunal has conducted five leave hearings 
since its establishment in June 1983. In 
four cases leave was granted, and in one 
case leave was denied. One leave hearing 
has been conducted by the Ontario Special 
Education (French) Tribunal. One appeal 
hearing has been conducted by a regional 
tribunal, and the appeal was dismissed.

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Le détail des subventions législatives 
générales pour 1985 a été publié en 

mars. Les subventions provinciales ver- 
sées aux conseils scolaires en 1985 attein- 
dront 3 151,8 millions de dollars, soit une 
augmentation de quatre pour cent 

(121,5 millions de dollars) par rapport ala 
somme de 3 030,3 millions de dollars qui 
avait été calculée pour 1984-1985. 


En 1985, les subventions pour |’éducation 
de |’enfance en difficulté ont été relevées 
a 185 $ par éléve au palier élémentaire 
(166 $ en 1984) et 2132 $ au palier 
secondaire (119 $ en 1984). Le montant 
par éléve déficient(e) moyen(ne) est passé 
de 3 930 $ en 1984 a4 100 $ en 1985. 
Les dispositions relatives a la baisse de 
l’effectif scolaire prises en 1981 ont été 
reconduites en 1985. La baisse de |’ effec- 
tif subie par un conseil scolaire entre 1984 
et 1985 et entre 1983 et 1984 a donc été 
prise en considération dans le calcul des 
subventions pour 1985. 


Le financement des programmes d’ensei- 
gnement des langues d’origine est passé 
de 30,50 $ par heure de classe en 1984 

a 31,75 $. Les frais des cours de conduite 
automobile, des cours a crédits du secon- 
daire et de |’éducation de base des adultes 
relevant des programmes d’éducation 
permanente sont maintenant reconnus aux 
fins de subvention au méme niveau que les 
programmes d’école de jour en termes 
d’effectif équivalent a plein temps. Ona 
alloué, cette année encore, des fonds sup- 
plémentaires aux conseils scolaires pour 
les aider a remplacer |’équipement utilisé 
dans l’enseignement technique et profes- 
sionnel. Le montant des subventions 
consacrées a |’enseignement du francais

éléves des écoles secondaires est passé 
de 3 140 $en 1984 a3 275 $. Ces 
plafonds ont été rehaussés d’aprés des 
facteurs de pondération; ceci a permis 
d’accorder aux conseils scolaires des sub- 
ventions supplémentaires pour compenser 
le colt exceptionnellement élevé de cer- 
tains programmes ou pour palier des 
situations particuliéres a certains conseils, 
comme la faible densité de la population 
ou l’emplacement géographique. 


Les sommes versées aux conseils sco- 
laires par le ministére de |’ Education sous 
forme de subventions générales ont varié 
d’un conseil a |’autre, selon les revenus 
locaux tirés de l’impot foncier.

des services régionaux 


Les six bureaux régionaux du ministére 
sont chargés de la mise en application des 
politiques provinciales en matiére d’édu- 
cation.

Les bureaux régionaux constituent littéra- 
lement «ies yeux et les oreilles» du minis- 
tére. En effet, ils se tiennent au courant 
des faits nouveaux et contrdlent, exami- 
nent et évaluent les politiques du minis- 
tere et leur mise en application tout en 
aidant les conseils scolaires a évaluer et a

Ainsi, en 1984, ils ont collaboré a quatre 
études provinciales et a quatre études 
conjointes ainsi qu’a des rapports détaillés 
permettant de poursuivre et d’améliorer 
les travaux entrepris. 


Les bureaux régionaux offrent des ser- 
vices supplémentaires, en particulier dans 
le Nord de |’ Ontario.

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Introduction 


The introduction of Bill 30, to provide 
for the extension of the Roman Catholic 
separate school system, was a major 
policy undertaking of the past year. Intro- 
duced on July 4, 1985, the bill received 
second reading on July 11 and was re- 
ferred to the Standing Committee on 
Social Development. During the following 
five months the committee received more 
than 800 briefs and presentations. 
Reinforced by several favourable court 
decisions on this policy during the past 
year, the government anticipated that 
Bill 80 would be passed by the legisla- 
ture in the spring session of 1986. 


Another significant policy initiative of 
this past year has been the governance 
of minority-language education. After 
consultation with all interested sectors 
of the educational community, Bill 75 
was introduced on December 12, 1985, 
received second reading on January 27, 
1986, and was referred to the Standing 
Committee on General Government. 
The standing committee has now com- 
pleted public hearings on Bill 75, and the 
government is committed to having this 
policy in place by September 1986. 


Bill 75 is designed to ensure French- 
language representation on school boards 
operating French-language instructional 
units. It provides for French-language 
sections on school boards with exclusive 
jurisdiction over French-language mat- 
ters. The bill contains parallel provisions 
for the English-language governance 

of education in areas where English- 
speaking students are in a minority. The 
measures included in the bill will come 
into effect at the 1988 municipal elec- 
tions. The bill also provides for interim 
measures to be in effect from January 1, 
1987, until the 1988 election. 


As an integral part of this initiative, 
another milestone was achieved with the 
decision to establish a homogeneous 
French-language school board for the 
Regional Municipality of Ottawa-Carleton. 
A committee, headed by Albert Roy, is 


drafting an implementation plan that 
will allow for the creation of such a 
board at the 1988 municipal elections. 


During the year, two major commissions 
submitted their reports. The report of 
Bernard J. Shapiro, who served as sole 
commissioner on the role of private 
schools in Ontario, was released in 
November. The report contained sixty- 
one recommendations, and these were 
presented to the public at a series of 
information sessions across the province 
during the winter of 1985-86. This report 
and public input is being analysed by the 
ministry. 


The Report of the Commission on the 
Financing of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, chaired by H. Ian Macdonald, 
was released in March 1986. It contained 
fifty-four recommendations and has been 
widely circulated to the public and the 
educational community for reaction. 


On September 1, 1985, the provisions of 
the Education Amendment Act, 1980 
(Bill 82) became fully effective. The pro- 
visions of the amendment, which have 
been phased in over the past five years, 
require the province's school boards to 
provide a full range of programs and 
services for their exceptional students. 


In March of 1986 more than 800 educa- 
tors, students, and multicultural com- 
munity representatives met in Toronto 
at a ministry-sponsored conference on 
race and ethnocultural relations. More 
than sixty workshops were held during 
the three-day conference. 


During the year significant steps were 
taken to bolster co-operative education 
and transition-to-employment programs 
operated by the province's school boards. 
A total of $13 million was allocated for 
the next three years in support of these 
initiatives, and it is expected that the 
number of students participating in co- 
operative education programs will dou- 
ble to 44 000 students from the 22 000 
currently participating in such programs. 


Curriculum 


The development of English- and French- 


language curriculum documents is one 
of the functions of the Curriculum 
Branch. At present, some eighteen sup- 
port documents to The Formative Years, 
which states curriculum policy for the 
Primary and Junior Divisions, are in 
production. In addition, the Curriculum 
Branch is consolidating about one hun- 
dred Intermediate and Senior Division 
documents into a set of about twenty 
subject guidelines. The new curriculum 


guidelines will reflect the policy require- 


ments set forth in Ontario Schools, 
Intermediate and Senior Divisions 
(Grades 7-12/OACs): Program and 
Diploma Requirements, 1984 (OSIS). 
OSIS outlines program and diploma 
requirements for Grades 7 to 12 and 
includes provisions for the development 
of Ontario Academic Courses (OACs). In 
all the new guidelines intended for 
Grades 7 to 12, courses will be designed 
at three levels of difficulty — basic, 
general, and advanced.

The Arts in Ontario Schools/Les arts et 
les écoles ontariennes, a discussion paper, 
was circulated by the Ontario Ministry of 
Education Arts Group to stimulate discus- 
sion about the importance of the arts in 
the school curriculum. 


The analysis of written responses and 
summaries of group discussions revealed 
several major recurring themes. Recom- 
mendations were made for the develop- 
ment of the following: 


— strong leadership in, and a dedicated 
commitment to, the improvement of 
existing arts programming and new 
programs to better meet the needs of 
all Ontario students; 


The goals and objectives for continuing 
education are outlined in Continuing 
Education in the Schools, Colleges, and 
Universities of Ontario. 


An interministerial task group has 
reviewed continuing education policies 
related to schools, colleges, and univer- 
sities. Its report has been forwarded to 
the Ministries of Education, Colleges 
and Universities, and Skills Development 
for reaction and distribution. 


— positive attitudes towards the arts as 
an integral part of the curriculum; 

— greater communication and co- 
operation among teachers, boards, 
ministries, agencies, artists, and the 
community, to ensure an ongoing net- 
work of support for the arts; 

— innovative practices in teacher edu- 
cation and professional development. 


Visual Arts, Intermediate and Senior 
Divisions has been released. This guide- 
line outlines the goals and aims for 
visual arts programs for Grades 7 to 12. 


A document on adult continuing educa- 
tion has been validated by educators 
across Ontario and is now in the initial 
stages of production. It contains sections 
on adult basic education, English/French 
as a second language, general-interest 
programming, and meeting the needs of 
adult learners. 


Co-operative

Curriculum 


Co-operative education programs inte- 
grate classroom theory with on-the-job 
experience. Traditionally, the areas of 
co-operative education have been busi- 
ness education, community programs, 
and technological education. However, 
co-operative education programs in 
English, French, theatre arts, science, 
mathematics, and geography are expand- 
ing rapidly. 


Students at all academic levels are bene- 
fiting from co-operative education 
programs. As well as enabling them to 
acquire first-hand knowledge and exper- 
ience, these programs provide students 
with opportunities to develop important 
life skills, such as those related to inter- 
personal relationships and self-discipline. 
These skills, along with an understand- 
ing of the world of work, greatly facili- 
tate students’ transition from school to 
the workplace. 


The co-operative education programs are 
receiving enthusiastic support from stu- 
dents, parents, employers, and educators. 


One hundred and three schools boards 
received financial assistance through the 


Co-operative Education and Transition-to- 
Employment Incentive Fund. The pur- 
poses of this fund are to assist school 
boards to: 


— initiate or expand their co-operative 
education programs; 

— initiate or expand their transition-to- 
employment programs for school- 
leavers. 


Thirteen million dollars will be provided 
by the province on a shared-cost basis 
over a three-year period beginning April 1, 
1986, and ending March 31, 1989. 


Under the provisions of the fund, school 
boards will receive financial assistance 
to: 


— overcome the financial barriers that 
prevent the participation of some 
students in co-operative education 
programs (e.g., the cost of transpor- 
tation, safety equipment, lodging for 
students from remote communities); 

— employ a resource person who will 
assist school-board personnel in the 
areas of co-operative education or 
transition-to-employment programs for 
school-leavers.

Technological studies. The technological 
studies guideline has three parts.

The Linkage I program aligns the con- 
tents of ten secondary school subjects in 
technological studies with the in-school 
components of apprenticeship and 
modular-training programs.

The Ministry of Education continues to 
express in its guidelines and support 
documents, where applicable, the need 
for students to develop an appreciation 
of each other’s culture of origin and to 
understand and appreciate the points 
of view of ethnic and cultural groups 
other than their own. Approximately 
92 000 students are enrolled in the 
Heritage Languages Program for ele- 
mentary school pupils. 


A provincial conference on the topic 
“Race and Ethnocultural Relations” was 
held in Toronto in March 1986. More 
than 800 participants from across the

province shared in the many workshops 
and plenary sessions, which included 
such topics as race-relation policies, cur- 
riculum materials, assessment and place- 
ment procedures, and teacher education. 
This conference provided an opportunity 
for the Ministry of Education to renew 
and strengthen its commitment to the 
principle of equality of status and 
opportunity for all. 


Follow-up activities from this conference 
will include the appointment of an advi- 
sory committee with the mandate to 
establish a generic policy on race and 
ethnocultural relations for school boards. 


Native 
Education 


Curriculum 


A Native-as-a-second-language program 
will be implemented in Ontario schools 
in the 1987-88 school year. A curriculum 
guideline for the teaching of Native 
languages in the Primary, Junior, Inter- 
mediate, and Senior Divisions is under 
development. 


The implementation of the Native-as-a- 
second-language program includes the 
establishment of the Native Language 
Teacher’s Certification Program. This 
three-session program started in 1985 at 
two locations — Lakehead University in 
Thunder Bay for Algonquian-language 
(Cree, Ojibwa, Delaware) teachers and 
the University of Western Ontario in 
London for Iroquoian-language 
(Mohawk, Cayuga, Oneida) teachers. 


The Native Counsellor’s Training 
Program is designed to provide a means 
by which Native counsellors can develop 
the essential skills and knowledge they 
require to counsel Native students in 
elementary and secondary schools. Since 
this three-session program began in 1977, 
100 Native persons have been granted 
the Native Counsellor’s Certificate from 
the Minister of Education. 


An implementation program for the 
People of Native Ancestry series of cur- 
riculum materials, as well as the supple- 
mentary kit “Touch a Child”, continued 
this year. 


Student Guidance 
Information 
Service 


Curriculum 


The Student Guidance Information 
Service (SGIS) is a computer-based 
information-retrieval system that pro- 
vides career information. It is available 
to students in the Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions in both English and 
French. 


SGIS has an extensive data base, which 
consists of descriptions of approximately 
1000 occupations. As well, it includes 
information on educational requirements, 
postsecondary institutions, and other 
guidance-related matters such as sum- 
mer employment, Linkage and appren- 
ticeship programs, résumé writing, job 
interviews, and occupational trends. The 
SGIS data base is updated on an ongoing 
basis so that it provides current informa- 
tion in the area of career education. 


SGIS is available through Telidon in a 
number of selected sites across the 
province, including secondary schools, 


libraries, and Youth Employment Centres. 
A survey of Telidon users showed that 
SGIS was the most popular of the data 
bases being used. 


As students have come to expect the 
immediate feedback of information made 
possible by classroom microcomputers, 
the batch-processing mode of delivering 
SGIS career information has become out- 
dated. However, it continues to be the 
most economical computerized service 
of its kind. A feasibility study, completed 
in March 1986, recommended a new 
storage system for SGIS, which will assist 
in the development of more appropriate 
delivery methods. 


Values 
Education 


Curriculum 


The French version of Personal and 
Societal Values is under development. 
This document is intended to help teach- 
ers implement the values-education pol- 
icy outlined in The Formative Years. 


Another Ministry of Education initiative 
in values education is Values, Influences, 
and Peers. This resource document, also 
known as Project VIP, was completed in 
1984 in co-operation with the Ministry of 
the Solicitor-General. The document was 
released in English and French in 1985. 


The VIP program is designed for Grade 6 
pupils for use in a team-teaching mode 
involving a classroom teacher and a police 
officer. Since its pilot phase in 1982, 
more than 125 Ontario school boards 
have become involved with VIP, either on 
a pilot basis or as part of the approved 


learning programs within school board 
curricula. The Ontario Provincial Police 
and municipal police forces are co- 
operating in providing officers to 
support the program. 


VIP encourages positive social behaviour. 
It deals with topics such as values, peer 
pressure, authority, law, friendships, drug 
abuse, vandalism, shoplifting, and telling 
the truth. The program helps students 
by enhancing their self-esteem and teach- 
ing them how to recognize and cope with 
negative peer pressure. VIP also assists 
students to improve their moral decision- 
making skills and to understand the 
value of being good citizens.

Services for Education 


The role of the Communication Services 
Branch is to disseminate information to 
the numerous client groups of Ontario’s 
education system — students, parents, 
teachers, trustees, educational adminis- 
trators, and the public in general. 


During the 1985-86 fiscal year, more than 
50 000 telephone and written inquiries 
from the public and from media repre- 
sentatives from across the province were 


During the 1985-86 fiscal year, the 
Ministry of Education made further 
advances in areas dealing with French- 
language education. 


On December 12, 1985, the Minister of 
Education introduced Bill 75, an act to 
amend the Education Act. This bill 
enables Ontario’s French-language popu- 
lation to govern French-language schools 
and classes. The Minister also announced 
the establishment of a special committee 
to recommend a plan for the creation of 
a homogeneous French-language school 
board for the Ottawa-Carleton region in 
time for the 1988 school board elections. 


answered by branch staff. Information 
brochures and booklets explaining vari- 
ous aspects of Ontario’s educational 
system were distributed through school 
boards and parent-teacher groups. 


Exhibits were staged at seminars, work- 

shops, and educational conferences. The 
branch also produced the more than 

100 publications that were issued by the 
ministry during the 1985-86 fiscal year. 


The proposed governance legislation 
allows for the establishment — as an 
interim measure — of French-language 
education councils (FLECs) on boards 
that operate French-language instruc- 
tional units. The FLECs will come into 
force in January 1987 and will remain in 
place until the school board elections in 
November 1988. FLEC members — elected 
to school boards by those having the 
constitutional right to have their chil- 
dren attend French-language schools — 
will have exclusive jurisdiction over 
French-language programs and facilities.

FLEC members will also be able to vote 
on issues and concerns of common in- 
terest, such as the board’s annual budget. 
The FLECs will have three or more 
members each, depending on the number 
of French-speaking students within a 
board’s jurisdiction. Trustees holding the 
necessary qualifications and elected in 
the 1985 municipal elections are eligible 
to become members of the FLECs. 


Boards not operating French-language 
schools or classes but purchasing such 
services from another board will have 
their existing French-language advisory 
committees (FLACs) strengthened. This 
change will allow each FLAC chairperson 
to sit with the board and present, or 
speak to, issues concerning the educa- 
tion of the board’s French-language 
students. 


Beginning with the 1988 municipal elec- 
tions, qualified electors will be able to 
vote for trustees to sit on a French- 
language section (FLS) of a board that 


March 1, 1986, marked the sixtieth anni- 
versary of the Ministry of Education's 
correspondence school, now called the 
Independent Learning Centre (ILC). Since 
1926 more than one million Ontario resi- 
dents have benefited from this free 
home-study service. The sixtieth anniver- 
sary slogan, “Setting a Course for the 
Future’, reflects the commitment that the 
ILC has made to helping meet current 
and projected educational needs and 
ensuring equal access to an education 
for Ontarians. 


operates French-language schools or 
classes or that buys such services for 

10 per cent, or 300, of its resident 
students. The FLS will permanently 
replace the FLEC and will have exclusive 
jurisdiction over French-language 
matters. 


Trustee representation on an FLS will 

be based on the ratio of French-language 
students to the total student population. 
In areas where English-speaking 
students are a minority of the student 
population, parallel provisions will be 
made for English-language governance of 
education. 


A student-council leadership seminar 
held entirely in French was offered again 
this year to members of student councils 
of French-language instructional units at 
the secondary school level. 


French-language programs previously 
established were maintained during the 
present year. 


In 1985-86 seventeen new courses were 
released. An emphasis was placed on the 
preparation of a variety of effective basic 
level courses for adults. Audio cassette 
tapes provide additional resource and 
instructional material to supplement the 
print-based lessons for most of these 
courses. 


A course in adult basic literacy was a 
new addition to the non-credit adult 
basic education program which started

in 1984-85 with a course in English as a 
second language. These courses are 
unique in that the assistance of a volun- 
teer tutor and taped telephone conversa- 
tions between students and teachers 
play important roles. Two adult basic 
English courses, which do not require 
the services of volunteer tutors, round 


out the non-credit program. New second- 


ary courses include basic level Canadian 
Geography, Law, Peoples of Native 
Ancestry, English, and French. 


While course enrolment in 1985-86 
remained stable, the ILC outreach service 
to specific client groups grew. The num- 
ber of courses sold on a cost-recovery 
basis to school boards and other pur- 
chasers increased by 58 per cent from 
1984 to 1985. 


Seven small secondary schools offered 
the ILC service as an option to young 
people registered in the youth-training 
program of the Ministry of Skills 
Development. The ILC helped community 
and volunteer organizations across the 
province to adapt and utilize the adult 
basic education courses. In addition, the 
service to secondary day-school students 
and institutionalized persons continued. 


The total number of courses available to 
ILC students increased to 223 in 1985-86. 
The province-wide, toll-free telephone 


service continued to be an important 
part of the independent learning process. 
Requests for information, enrolment, and 
counselling exceeded 190 000. The use 
of the telephone tutoring service by 
students requiring assistance with their 
courses increased by 50 per cent to 

2100 hours. 


Receptions were held in Peterborough, 
Ottawa, Hamilton, Windsor, London, 
Toronto, Barrie, North Bay, and Thunder 
Bay to honour those who achieved 
excellence in the ILC program in 1985. 
Sixty-five outstanding students received 
awards. They ranged in age from a 
seventeen-year old female student, who 
completed Grade 12 through the ILC in 
an isolated Northern Ontario community 
that had no secondary school, to an 
eighty-nine-year-old great-great- 
grandmother, who studied basic math 
with the ILC because she had not finished 
elementary school. Eighteen teachers 
and five day-school co-ordinators also 
received awards. 


The ILC’s Student Guide in English and 
French provides information about the 
courses and services offered to Ontario 
residents. 


Provincial 
Schools 


Services for Education 


The Provincial Schools Branch is respon- 
sible for the general planning, leadership, 
direction, and supervision of the direct 
educational services offered by the 
ministry to residents of the province for 
whom local provision is not made. The 
branch provides day and residential edu- 
cation programs in Demonstration Schools 
for the Learning Disabled, in schools for 
the blind and the deaf, in Training 
Schools, and in Developmental Centre 
Schools. The branch also provides 
teacher-education programs at the 
Demonstration Schools and at the schools 
for the blind and the deaf. These schools 
also serve as resource centres for local 
school boards offering programs for 
exceptional students. 


Demonstration Schools 

The Ministry of Education provides the 
services of three Demonstration Schools 
for Ontario children with severe learning 
disabilities — the Trillium School in 
Milton, Centre Jules-Léger in Ottawa, and 
Sagonaska School in Belleville. Although 
the primary responsibility for providing 
appropriate educational programs for 
students with learning disabilities 
remains with school boards, the ministry 
recognizes that some students require a 
residential school setting. These 
Demonstration Schools were established 
to provide special residential education 
programs for students between the ages 
of six and twenty-one years. The activities 
associated with the residential com- 
ponents of the programs are designed 

to enhance the development of each 


student’s academic and social skills. 
One of the basic objectives of each of 
these schools is to develop the abilities 
of its students to the point where they 
will be able to return to local programs 
operated by school boards. 


Both the Trillium and the Sagonaska 
schools are operated directly by the 
Ministry of Education. The Trillium pro- 
gram has an enrolment of forty students, 
with English as the language of instruc- 
tion. The Sagonaska program is designed 
to meet the needs of English-speaking 
students with specific language-learning 
disabilities; currently forty such stu- 
dents are enrolled. 


The Centre Jules-Léger is funded by the 
Ministry of Education under a contrac- 
tual agreement with the Faculty of 
Education, University of Ottawa, which 
is responsible for the delivery of the 
total program at the centre. The current 
enrolment of thirty-four French-speaking 
students includes students with learning 
disabilities, some of whom have been 
diagnosed as having a specific language- 
learning disability. 


An in-service teacher-education compo- 
nent is provided at each Demonstration 
School. This service is designed so that 
methodologies and materials can be 
shared with locally operated programs 
across the province.

Schools for the Blind 

The W. Ross Macdonald School in 
Brantford is one of the most modern 
schools for the blind in the world. 

It currently has an enrolment of 

234 students. The school program, which 
provides a high standard of education 
tailored to the needs of blind students, 
prepares these students to live indepen- 
dently in an environment that is not 
artificially sheltered. The curriculum is 
based on the general programs devel- 
oped for all students in the province and 
offers a full program from Grade 1 to 
secondary school graduation. A training 
program for teachers of the blind and 
the deaf-blind is provided at the school 
in association with the Faculty of 
Education, University of Western Ontario. 


Comprehensive, personalized life-skills 
and mobility programs are designed to 
train students to function competently 
in many of the same work environments 
as non-handicapped persons do. Con- 
certed efforts are also being made to 
promote higher levels of educational and 
social integration of visually handi- 
capped and deaf-blind students within 
the community. In order that students 
may also continue to experience the 


benefits of a family setting, weekly trans- 
portation home is provided, where fea- 
sible. Students from Northern Ontario 
have the opportunity to travel home 

at least once a month for extended 
weekends. 


Through workshops, seminars, special 
courses, and the increased distribution 
of free, large-print textbooks to schools, 
the W. Ross Macdonald School has ex- 
panded its role as a provincial centre for 
the visually handicapped. The school 
has also assumed the co-ordinating role 
in providing audio and braille materials 
to school-age and postsecondary stu- 
dents throughout the province, and it 
offers professional services and guidance 
to other provincial ministries of educa- 
tion on a co-operative basis. 


The W. Ross Macdonald School provides 
one of the leading programs in North 
America for multihandicapped deaf-blind 
students. The program serves the prov- 
ince of Ontario and also offers education 
to deaf-blind students from British 
Columbia, Alberta, and Manitoba. There 
are currently fifty-one students in the 
program. 


Services for Education 


Schools for the Deaf 

The ministry operates three schools for 
the hearing-impaired: the Sir James 
Whitney School in Belleville, the Ernest 
C. Drury School in Milton, and the 
Robarts School in London. All three are 
regional resource centres for the hearing- 
impaired and provide a broad range of 
services to local school boards and agen- 
cies in addition to their programs for 
their own students. These services 
include audiological and psychological 
assessment, educational programming, 
consultation in support of local programs, 
preschool visits, family counselling, and 
the provision of information to the public. 


The Robarts School, with an enrolment 
of 64 residential and 49 day students, 

and the Ernest C. Drury School, with an 
enrolment of 64 residential and 220 day 


students, offer five-day-a-week residen- 
tial programs, with all residential stu- 
dents returning home each weekend. 
The Sir James Whitney School, with 

150 residential and 64 day students, 
provides a seven-day-a-week residential 
program throughout the school year, since 
the school serves the distant northern 
areas of the province. It makes provision 
for weekly trips home for more than 
half its students; all students manage to 
return home every third week on average. 


These schools provide educational pro- 
gramming from Kindergarten to second- 
ary school graduation, encompassing a 
comprehensive range of elementary, 
secondary, vocational, life-skills, and co- 
operative education course options; in 
addition, they offer the specialized train- 
ing and help required to meet the spe- 
cial needs of the hearing-impaired. 


Services for Education 


The unique and varied problems result- 
ing from this handicap have always neces- 
sitated small groupings and personalized 
programming. Such programming is being 
continuously refined and extended to 
provide these children, wherever pos- 
sible, with the same school experiences 
as those available to non-handicapped 
children. These include opportunities 
for integration at local schools; academic, 
vocational, and life-skills classes in the 
provincial schools; and programs for those 
who are multihandicapped. Graduating 
students may earn an Ontario Secondary 
School Diploma. Ongoing liaison with 
adjacent health facilities — the Chedoke- 
McMaster Family Services Centre in 
Hamilton, the Children’s Psychiatric 
Research Institute in London, and 
Beechgrove Regional Children’s Centre in 
Kingston — gives the schools considerable 
access to outside expert opinion and 
increases their capability to create pro- 
grams for students with diverse and 
sometimes severe additional handicaps. 


Five graduates from the schools for the 
deaf were accepted last year at Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D.C., the only recog- 
nized liberal-arts college for the deaf in 


the world; twenty-eight entered other 
postsecondary programs; thirty-one 
graduates entered regular employment, 
and four found sheltered employment. 


The Teacher Education Centre in 
Belleville provides a one-year post- 
graduate training program for certificated 
teachers and selected university gradu- 
ates with hearing impairments. This 
program prepares trainees to work in 
schools and classes for the hearing 
impaired. Twenty trainees are currently 
enrolled at the centre; they will receive 
the Ontario Diploma in Deaf Education 
on the successful completion of their 
studies. 


Developmental Centre Schools 

There are currently eighty-five students 
in the three Developmental Centre 
Schools located in residential facilities 
operated by the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services. Students are men- 
tally retarded, developmentally handi- 
capped, or emotionally disturbed; many 
are multihandicapped. Specially trained 
teachers work with multihandicapped 
children, who may have hearing, visual, 
orthopaedic, and, in many cases, be- 
havioural problems. A secondary school 
program is offered in one school for 
emotionally disturbed/socially malad- 
justed adolescents. 


Services for Education 


The prime goal of the schools is to 
provide opportunities for each student 
to acquire the basic skills, knowledge, 
and attitudes required for participation 
in society. Programs, therefore, have been 
designed to encourage student participa- 
tion in social and recreational activities 
in both the school and the community. 
The concept that these students can and 
should be integrated into the community 
is being increasingly accepted by mem- 
bers of the host communities. Communi- 
cation skills, motor skills, and personal- 
life-management skills are a part of all 
programs. 


Negotiations are continuing with local 
school boards to have them assume 
responsibility for the education programs 
in the Developmental Centre Schools 
within their respective jurisdictions. 
These programs would be funded under 
the general legislative grants regulation. 
Since September 1982 eight programs 
have been transferred. Negotiations to 
transfer two of the remaining three pro- 
grams are continuing; one program will 
be closed as the result of declining enrol- 
ment. These transfers fulfil the spirit of 
recent legislation, which supports staff- 
ing, supervision, and administration by 
local school boards. 


Training Schools 

Training Schools, located in Cobourg, 
Oakville, Simcoe, and Sudbury, provide 
secure care/treatment and education to 
a population of approximately 160. 

The residential component is operated 
by the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services under the Young Offenders Act 
or the Children’s Mental Health Act. 


Educational programs are operated on a 
co-operative basis with other facility- 
based programs. These co-educational 
schools accommodate students from 
twelve to seventeen years of age who 
have been charged and are awaiting trial, 
have been charged and sentenced, or 
have been admitted for specific 
treatment. 


The secure-treatment population is com- 
posed of children who have been assessed 
as having a mental or emotional disorder. 
Full initial and continuing assessments 
are carried out to establish appropriate 
individual educational programs. Regular, 
remedial, and special education pro- 
grams are provided both at the elemen- 
tary and secondary school levels. 
Students generally have behavioural 
exceptionalities; some are learning- 
disabled, and others are slow learners. 
Along with the core subjects, students 
are provided with extensive vocational 
and life-skills courses. Close community 
liaison is provided for students returning 
to the school system. 


Research and 
Information 


Services for Education 


The Research and Information Branch 
provides a variety of information ser- 
vices to the ministry, the educational 
community, and the general public. One 
of its most important functions is to 
gather information that is useful to the 
ministry in its planning and policy 
development activities. 


The branch manages the contractual 
research program, through which the 
ministry provides funding for educa- 
tional research in Ontario. Examples of 
research projects include an investiga- 
tion of the impact of technology on 
teaching and learning in the class- 
room, studies on the use of performance 
appraisal in the education system, and 
an examination of the role of the trustee. 
Significant findings and related informa- 
tion are widely distributed. 


The branch provides support services 
and policy analysis for the deputy 
minister and the minister on a wide 
range of corporate policy matters. It also 
assists staff within the ministry with 
their planning and policy development 
activities. 


The branch’s Strategic Planning Services 
Unit makes an important contribution to 
the effectiveness of the ministry’s stra- 
tegic planning by identifying relevant 
trends and developments in society. This 
information assists senior management 
in considering options and formulating 
long-term goals in the course of the 
ministry’s annual planning process. 


To assist ministry staff in investigating 
and analysing topics related to education, 
the branch’s Information Centre pro- 
vides an extensive range of information 
and reference services, supported by a 
comprehensive resource collection. 


The branch is also responsible for the 
collection and analysis of statistical infor- 
mation on the education system through 
its Statistical Information Services Unit. 
In addition, it assists ministry staff to 
determine what information they need 
for a particular project and to intepret 
the data collected for the purpose. Statis- 
tical information on education is made 
available to the public through a variety 
of publications. 


The branch’s Public Inquiries Unit per- 
forms another important information 
function by answering questions from 
the public on education programs and 
opportunities in Ontario. 


Special 
Education 


Services for Education 


September 1, 1985, was a very significant 
day in the history of special education in 
Ontario, for on that date the provisions 
of the Education Amendment Act, 1980 
(Bill 82) became fully effective. 


In May 1985, in accordance with the 
Education Act and the pertinent regula- 
tions, each Ontario school board sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Education a 
report on its annual review of its official 
special education plan, as presented in 
1982 and amended in 1983 and 1984. In 
addition, each school board submitted 
its Consolidated Report on the Provision 
of Comprehensive Special Education 
Programs and Services, to indicate 
compliance with the requirements of the 
Education Act. The board reports were 
reviewed by the ministry’s regional 
offices, and each board was informed of 
the results of the review. 


Each school board is now expected to 
observe fully and practise the require- 
ments of the legislation. The regional 


offices will continue to play a vital role 
in ensuring that all exceptional students 
in Ontario have available to them appro- 
priate special education programs and 
services. The operation of a board’s 
Special Education Advisory Committee 
continues to be given special emphasis, 
and the ministry has assisted in provid- 
ing leadership workshops for committee 
members and school board officials across 
the province. 


In order to ensure that the special educa- 
tion plan of each school board remains 
in effect after the school year 1985-86, 
amendments were filed to Regula- 

tion 274, “Special Education Programs 
and Services”. These amendments require 
school boards to review their special 
education plans annually and to amend 
them where necessary. In addition, each 
board is required to submit a report that 
details its provision of special education 
programs and services to the Minister of 
Education every second year, commenc- 
ing in the spring of 1987. 


During the implementation phase of 
Bill 82, ministry officials monitored the 
various operations under the special 
education legislation, including identi- 
fication, placement, review, appeal, and 
tribunal processes. As a result, it was

evident that some refinements to the 
legislation were warranted. Proposals for 
amendments have been developed, and a 
discussion paper is being circulated 
widely for public consultation until 
June 27, 1986. In developing these pro- 
posals, the ministry has paid particular 
attention to the principles of natural 
justice and procedural fairness. 


Parents continue to avail themselves of 
the services of the Ontario Special 
Education Tribunal. Since its establish- 
ment in 1983, the tribunal has con- 
ducted a total of fifteen hearings. This 
number includes eight leave hearings 
and seven appeal hearings. 


A longitudinal study of the implementa- 
tion of the Education Amendment Act, 
1980 (Bill 82) is nearing completion. 
This study addresses the development of 
special education programs and services 
in Ontario prior to Bill 82 and will pro- 
vide an outline of the pilot year (1980-81) 
and of the effects of program implemen- 
tation. The resulting document will 
provide a record of this important period 
in the history of special education in 
Ontario. 


Program/ Policy Memorandum No. 81 was 
implemented in September 1985. This 
special agreement among the Ministries 
of Education, Health, and Community 
and Social Services provides school-age 


children requiring health-support ser- 
vices during school hours with access to 
educational programs in school settings. 
The provision of specific health-support 
services is shared by school boards, the 
Home Care Program of the Ministry of 
Health, and agencies funded by the Minis- 
try of Community and Social Services. 


The ministries announced agreement on 
their guidelines for the provision of 
speech and language services, which are 
designed to assist local officials to 
identify which service provider has the 
primary responsibility for a communica- 
tion disorder. While school boards are 
providing the service for the largest 
number of students with special support 
needs, the Home Care Program of 

the Ministry of Health is providing 
specialized services for approximately 
3000 students. 


School boards, service agencies, and par- 
ent groups are to be commended for 
their excellent co-operation in the imple- 
mentation of this initiative. 


On August 21, 1985, the Minister of 
Education announced the establishment 
of the Review Committee for Vocational 
Rehabilitation Services/Learning Disabi- 
lities Placements to receive applications

for review of those pupils whose place- 
ment in private schools during 1984-85 
was funded under the Vocational Rehabi- 
litation Services Act. The review com- 
mittee received applications for review, 
met with parents and students, and made 
recommendations to the Ministers of 
Education and Community and Social 
Services. The decision of the ministers 
indicated to the parents that, for 1985-86, 
the appropriate educational placement 
to meet the needs of these students 
could be provided by either the local 
school board, a provincial demonstration 
school for the learning-disabled, a treat- 
ment centre, or a private school. Where 
placement in a private school was recom- 
mended and approved, parents were 
compensated by the Ministry of Commu- 
nity and Social Services. This activity 
represented a one-year-only provision to 
accommodate the needs of a small num- 
ber of severely learning-disabled children. 


In the area of curriculum development, a 
resource document entitled Programming 
Jor the Gifted was released for distribution 
to schools in December. Orientation work- 
shops were held across the province to 
assist teachers and administrators to 
develop appropriate special education 
programs for gifted students. This 
in-service activity will culminate in a 


provincial conference scheduled for 
October 1986. The conference will focus 
on exemplary programs in gifted educa- 
tion from across the province and will 
consolidate the network of educators of 
the gifted that is developed during the 
orientation process. 


The major revision and extension of the 
Handbook for Teachers of Students With 
Learning Disabilities, as well as of 
resource documents with a focus on 
behaviour and vision, are nearing com- 
pletion. These publications will encom- 
pass all divisions and will provide teach- 
ers with suggestions for the development 
and implementation of instructional 
programs. 


A revision of the resource book Designing 
Schools for the Physically Handicapped 
has been completed and will be published 
in the next fiscal year. This document is 
one example of the ministry’s efforts to 
ensure that the needs of exceptional 
students are met in the local community 
school wherever possible. To further 
enhance this effort, the ministry co- 
sponsored with the Secretariat for Disa- 
bled Persons a tour of Northern Ontario 
secondary schools by Beryl Potter, a 
multiple amputee. 


Affirmative

Services for Education 


Teacher education in the area of special 
education continued to receive consider- 
able attention. In co-operation with the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities, 
the Special Education Additional Qualifi- 
cations Course Guidelines were reviewed 
and revised. They are designed to facili- 
tate modifications in the format of the 


Ontario’s school boards have shown great 
leadership in the area of affirmative 
action/employment equity. They were, in 
fact, the first public-sector field to be- 
come involved in the Affirmative Action 
Incentive Fund. 


This program, co-sponsored by the 
Ontario Women’s Directorate and the 
Ministry of Education, reimbursed school 
boards for up to 75 per cent of the cost 
of hiring an affirmative-action co- 
ordinator to a maximum of $38 000 over 
a two-year period. Boards were also eligi- 
ble for a $3000 grant for special projects. 


The response to the Affirmative Action 
Incentive Fund for school boards 

has been tremendous. By the end of 
March 1986, more than $2 million had 
been sent to school boards for affirmative 
action projects operating between 
January 1, 1985, and December 31, 1986. 


courses and to provide teachers with 
increased opportunities for training in 
special areas. The revised guidelines 
have been approved for implementation 
in the summer of 1987. Resource materi- 
als are being developed to assist the staff 
of the faculties of education in the design 
of the courses. 


The seventy-nine participating school 
boards have in place resource people 
responsible for a variety of affirmative 
action/employment equity initiatives. 
Those boards that already had an 
employment-equity resource person prior 
to the inception of the incentive fund 
program are using incentive funding to 
establish special projects (e.g., the cre- 
ation of data bases) and to conduct 
research. 


Many boards participate in a co- 
ordinators’ network organization. 

The Employment Equity Network for 
School Boards provides an opportunity 
for those involved in affirmative action/ 
employment equity to exchange program 
information and identify significant 
issues to be addressed.

Services for Education 


Since the incentive fund was announced 
in December 1984, school boards have 
seen a great deal of progress in the area 
of affirmative action/employment equity: 


— Two school boards, North York and 
Toronto, have been singled out for 
distinction through the Employment 
Equity Awards of the Ontario Women’s 
Directorate. 

— School boards in Windsor, Lanark, 
and Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry 
are offering innovative “job- 
shadowing” programs, designed for 
women who want experience and 
training at a more senior level. 

— The Carleton Board of Education is 
developing a computer program to 
assist in employment targetting. 


In the 1985-86 fiscal year, major accom- 
plishments in the field of evaluation 
services were made in three general 
areas: assessment pools, provincial 
reviews, and Ontario Academic Courses 
(OACs). Contracts were finalized and 
subject-advisory groups were established 
for six new pools in the Ontario Assess- 
ment Instrument Pool (OAIP)/ Banque 
dinstruments de mesure de l'Ontario 
(BIMO). Pools will also be developed in 
English, arts, sciences, and mathematics. 


— Other boards across the province are 
forming regional networks in which 
affirmative action co-ordinators 
meet to discuss significant issues 
pertaining to their regions. 

— The Lakehead Board of Education 
and the Lakehead District Roman 
Catholic Separate School Board, in 
co-operation with Confederation 
College and Lakehead University, or- 
ganized an awareness seminar for 
trustees, governors, and senior admin- 
istrators. The school boards are also 
participating in a newly established 
Northwestern Ontario Employment 
Equity Network along with other 
public sector employers. 


In addition, a policy/program memoran- 
dum on the development and uses of the 
pools was issued. Work is continuing on 
the junior mathematics, OAC in biology, 
and histoire pools, while field-trial 
reports for the pools in physics, chemis- 
try, and francais will soon be distributed. 


A standard operating procedure was pro- 
duced for conducting provincial reviews 
in 1985-86. Four provincial review reports 
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on enrolment auditing, transportation 
auditing, senior history/social sciences, 
and family studies were released. 


The OAC teacher in-service program, de- 
signed to develop consistency in assess- 
ment at the classroom level by reviewing 
the design format and marking of OAC 
examinations, was piloted in English with 
“OAC I: Language and Literature’. More 
than forty workshops focusing on evalua- 
tion criteria and strategies were held for 
senior English teachers and curriculum 
leaders in both secondary and private 
schools. 


Three research studies on the perfor- 
mance appraisal of certificated educa- 
tion staff in Ontario — teachers, princi- 
pals, and supervisory officers — were 
completed in 1985. A committee is cur- 
rently using the reports to develop recom- 
mendations for Ministry of Education 
policy regarding performance appraisal. 


The Supervisory Services Unit continued 
to make progress in the area of certifica- 
tion of professionals. Six faculties or 
institutions made arrangements to offer 
the principal’s certification course, and 
advisory committees have been estab- 
lished for each site. In addition, a three- 
part research contract now under way 
will study the role, training, and certifi- 
cation of supervisory officers. A final 
report is expected in March 1987. 


In the last fiscal year the Registrar 
Services Unit completed bilateral agree- 
ments for the certification of teachers 
with two provinces; talks are continuing 
with four others. Registrar Services also 
developed the comprehensive design of a 
Student Information System, which will 
collect data on the progress of students 
in secondary schools. The system will 
provide a data base for decision making 
regarding diploma and program require- 
ments. In addition, approximately 

$1.2 million was awarded to Ontario 
Scholarship recipients in 1985.

Each year the Special Projects Branch 
works with school boards to prepare for 
the annual Education Week celebration. 
In 1985 the official opening ceremonies 
for Education Week were jointly hosted 
by the Prescott and Russell County Board 
of Education and the Prescott and 
Russell County Roman Catholic Separate 
School Board. 


Students and teachers in Prescott and 
Russell County worked together to pres- 
ent a delightful opening ceremony held 


The educator-exchange program contin- 
ued to thrive in 1985-86. At the interna- 
tional level, twenty-eight exchanges were 
made with the United Kingdom, four 
with the United States, one with 
Germany, and thirty-five with Australia. 


At the interprovincial level, five 
exchanges were completed, three with 
British Columbia, one with Alberta, and 
one with the Northwest Territories. 


Financial assistance was provided to 
schools boards and other educational 
agencies for the organization of, and 
teacher participation in, professional 
development seminars and workshops 


in Plantagenet High School. The lively 
songs and skits presented by the stu- 
dents stressed the co-operative nature 
of education and highlighted the com- 
munity’s commitment to the Education 
Week theme, “Education, It’s You and 
I—Léducation, c’est toi et moi.” 


Two new programs for administrator ex- 
changes were introduced this year. Four 
Ontario superintendents took advantage 
of a one-month exchange with the United 
Kingdom, and two Ontario principals 
exchanged places with principals in 
Quebec for a two-week period.

Grants were awarded to school boards to 
help them acquire, through full-time 
study-leave programs, the expertise re- 
quired to meet the needs of French- 
language schools.

for winter courses were awarded to teach-

The Interchange on Canadian Studies is 
a week-long forum on national issues for 
students from across Canada. It is held 
in a different province or territory each 
year in late April or early May and is 
funded by Open House Canada. Its pur- 
pose is to provide students with an 
opportunity to examine issues pertinent 
to Canada and to increase their under- 
standing of our cultural diversity and of 
our identity as a nation. 


The Special Projects Branch provided a 
co-ordinator for the International Youth 
Year (IYY) activities of the Ministry of 
Education and the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities. The co-ordinator’s activ- 
ities involved providing liaison for the 


the Student Awards Branch of the Minis- 
try of Colleges and Universities. The 
summer bursaries are entirely funded by 
the Department of the Secretary of State 
of Canada. 


The Secretary of State of Canada also 
provided the government of Ontario with 
financial assistance for the Winter 
Bursaries Program and other programs 
in support of French-language 
instruction. 


In 1985 twenty Ontario students were 
given a two-day orientation in Toronto by 
the Special Projects Branch. They then 
travelled to Edmonton for the conference, 
where their Edmonton partners acted as 
hosts. During the summer the Ontario 
students reciprocated when their 
Edmonton partners came to Ontario for 
an exchange visit.

The Learning Materials Development Plan 
and French-Language Fund (Learning 
Materials) continued to provide funding 
assistance to publishers, media pro- 
ducers, non-profit organizations, and 
individuals for the development and pro- 
duction of needed Canadian learning 
materials. Many different types of learn- 
ing materials have been produced (books, 
kits, films, videotapes, filmstrips, 
cassettes, and records) in such varied 
subject areas as the arts, guidance, spe- 
cial education, environmental studies, 
English, French as a second language, 


This program is co-ordinated by the 
Council of Ministers of Education, 
Canada, and financed by the federal 
Department of the Secretary of State. It 
is designed to encourage bilingual post- 
secondary students who are attending a 
university or college in a province or 
area where their mother tongue is the 
second language to act as teaching moni- 
tors of French or English as a second 
language. 


A total of 406 students — 370 Franco- 
phones and 36 Anglophones — at fifteen 
Ontario universities and four community 
colleges are being paid $3000 each to act 
as part-time monitors in the schools of 
forty-five Ontario boards, five commu- 
nity colleges, and thirteen universities. 
The students work eight hours per week 
with small conversational groups. 


drama, education of and about Native 
peoples, social studies, health education, 
music, Canadian literature, and family 
studies. 


Through the 1985-86 Learning Materials 
Development Plan competition, twenty- 
eight (twenty-one English-language and 
seven French-as-a-second-language ) pro- 
jects were funded for the development of 
print and non-print materials. Twenty- 
seven projects for French-language 
schools were funded through the French- 
Language Fund (Learning Materials). 


Thirty-four Francophone students are 
also acting as part-time French monitors, 
providing cultural and linguistic re- 
inforcement, in the French-language in- 
structional units of nine school boards. 


The program also serves centres that are 
distant from a university by providing 
Francophone monitors for twenty-five 
hours per week. Twenty-nine of these 
former university students are in French- 
language instructional units, and twenty- 
one are working in the classrooms of 
French-as-a-second-language teachers in 
a total of thirty-five school boards. These 
monitors receive $8000 for ten months of 
full-time work. 


Approximately 75 per cent of all the 
monitors in Ontario are from other prov- 
inces, and some 25 per cent are Franco- 
Ontarians.

The Ontario-Quebec Class Twinning Pro- 
gram provides opportunities for students 
to exchange ideas and information with 
similar students in the other province 
through correspondence.

The Ontario Secondary School Students’ 
Association (OSSSA) is a provincial organi- 
zation run by and for students involved 
in student-council activities. Its objec- 
tive is to promote communication and 
co-operation among student councils in 
Ontario, to provide leadership training, 
and to represent the interests of student 
councils in dealing with the Ministry of 
Education and other organizations. The 
Special Projects Branch provides an 
adviser to the association. 


A twelve-member cabinet, each member 
from a different region of Ontario, is 
elected each year at the Ontario Student 
Leadership Course—Student Council, 
which is held in September at the Ontario 
Student Leadership Centre on Lake 
Couchiching, near Longford Mills. The 
cabinet holds four weekend meetings a 
year in Toronto. Each cabinet member is

The Ontario Student Leadership Centre 
on Lake Couchiching hosted nine student- 
leadership courses in seven separate 
programs from June to September. The 
total number of students in all courses 
was 1390. All programs had full enrol- 
ment, and some received applications 
from more students than they could 
accept. 


Participants in the courses included one 
hearing-impaired boy and one hearing- 

impaired girl from provincial schools, as 
well as their interpreters. As part of the 


The Ontario Young Travellers program 
provides financial assistance to classes 
from Northern Ontario to enable them to 
visit the provincial capital and benefit 
from the cultural and educational re- 
sources available there. In 1985-86 a 
total of 7400 students from 200 schools 
in Northern Ontario were involved in the 
program. 


Grade 8, senior elementary, special edu- 
cation, and mixed Grade 7 and 8 classes, 
as well as Grade 7 classes that are the 


International Youth Year activities, two

Project Canada is a national class- 
twinning program conducted in co- 
operation with the ministries of educa- 
tion of the other provinces (Quebec 
excepted) and the northern territories. 
Through the exchange of correspon- 
dence and classroom projects, Ontario 


Twenty seminars in thirteen Western 
European countries were open to Ontario 
educators. These programs, of two- 


to four-weeks’ duration, include both aca- 


demic and cultural activities designed to 
broaden an educator’s knowledge of the 
country and its education system, politics, 
economics, history, culture, and arts, 


Three-month international student- 
exchange programs were conducted with 
France, Switzerland, Italy, West Germany, 
and Spain. All European students were 
hosted by their Ontario partners and 
attended Ontario schools. The Special 
Projects Branch conducted three-day 
orientation seminars for the European 
students immediately on their arrival 
and offered a five-day educational/ 
cultural excursion throughout Ontario 
and Quebec midway through the program. 


The Ontario exchange students travelled 
to France, Switzerland, Italy, West 
Germany, and Spain, where they were 
hosted by their European partners and 
attended school for three months. 


A four-week German-language immer- 
sion course was offered to twenty-five 
Ontario secondary school students dur- 
ing the summer of 1985. The students 


students gain a broader understanding 
of Canada and a sense of national pride. 
A total of 706 Ontario classes were 
twinned with classes in other provinces 
in 1985-86. 


and in some cases to increase his/her 
language fluency. Some seminars are 
partially subsidized by the host country; 
others are fully subsidized and are offered 
at no cost to Ontario teachers. During 
the 1985-86 school year, more than 

550 educators attended these seminars. 


spent the first three weeks of the course 
in Kulmbach, Bavaria, and the last week 
in Berlin. A three-week French-language 
immersion course was held near 
Montreux, Switzerland, and was attended 
by thirty-nine Ontario students in 1985. 


A three-month exchange with Quebec 
students was arranged for 185 Ontario 
students. Over 1500 students from 
French-language schools and immersion 
classes in Ontario travelled to French- 
speaking centres in Quebec for short 
educational visits. As well, funding assis- 
tance was provided for more than 

900 students from French-language 
Ontario schools to participate in short- 
term visits or exchanges with other 
Ontario schools. 


Summer

The Experience Program, run in co- 
operation with school boards and funded 
by the Ministry of Skills Development, 
provides summer employment for stu- 
dents. The boards submit applications to 
the ministry for educational projects, 
such as tutoring or the preparation of 
educational kits. The projects are con- 
sidered on the basis of merit and geo- 
graphical distribution. Two hundred and 
two projects were approved by the 
ministry in 1985-86, and, through grants 
from the ministry, 972 students were 
hired by school boards to work on the 
projects. An additional 37 students were 
employed by the ministry under the 
program. 


The Campus Employment for Native Stu- 
dents Program offers approximately 

170 Native secondary students an oppor- 
tunity to work with academic and admin- 
istrative departments of various universi- 
ties and colleges in Ontario. The project 
is intended to provide an orientation to 
the campus environment and to encour- 
age Native secondary school graduates 
to continue their education. During the 
1985 Summer Experience Program eleven 
community colleges and four universi- 
ties participated. 


Details of the 1986 general legislative 
grants were released in March. Provin- 
cial grants to school boards for 1986 will 
total $3331.5 million. This is an increase 
of 5.4 per cent over the 1985 base. It 
includes an addition of $107.3 million to 
cover the cost of the extension of the 
separate school system and a reduction 
of $98.7 million resulting from the write- 
down of the grant component of school 
board debentures held by the Ontario 
Education Capital Aid Corporation. 


The grants for special education were 
increased in 1986 to $195 per pupil at 
the elementary level ($185 in 1985) and 
$139 at the secondary level ($182 in 
1985). The per-pupil amount for trainable- 
retarded students was increased to 
$4320 in 1986 from $4100 in 1985. 


The declining-enrolment provisions intro- 
duced in 1981 were continued in 1986. 
Thus, the declines in enrolment experi- 
enced by a board between 1984 and 1985 
and between 1985 and 1986 were recog- 
nized for grant assistance in 1986. 


Funding for Heritage Language programs 
was increased to $33.00 per classroom 
hour, up from $31.75 in 1985. 


The expenditure for continuing educa- 
tion programs in driver education, 
secondary school credit courses, and 
adult basic education was recognized 

for grant purposes at the same level as 
day-school programs in terms of full-time 
equivalent enrolment. 


The additional allowances to help boards 
replace technical and vocational equip- 
ment were continued. 


Grants for the teaching of French both 
as a first and as a second language were 
increased by approximately 5.4 per cent 
over the 1985 levels. 


The maximum ordinary expenditures 
per pupil recognized by the ministry for 
grant purposes were also increased. The 
ceiling for elementary school pupils was 
raised to $2534 from $2396 in 1985. The 
ceiling for secondary school students 
was raised to $3445 from $3275 in 1985. 
These basic grant-ceiling figures were 
adjusted upwards by weighting factors to 
give boards extra grants to compensate 
for unusually high costs related to the 
provision of certain programs and to 
local factors such as sparse population 
and geographical location. 


The amounts paid to school boards out 
of the Ministry of Education’s general 
legislative grants varied from board to 
board, depending on the individual 
board’s ability to raise revenues from 
local assessment. The equalizing of 
assessment for this program was based 
on a five-year average of the assessment- 
equalization factors published by the 
Ministry of Revenue. 


The capital funding of projects providing 
school accommodation in new housing 
developments remained a priority. Funds 
were also made available for projects 
involving health, fire safety, roofing, and 
heating-equipment replacements. Twenty- 
five million dollars was provided in addi- 
tion to the $67 million previously made 
available for capital purposes in 1986. A 
further $17 million in capital funds was 
provided for additions, alterations, or 
renovations to existing facilities and new 
schools specifically related to the exten- 
sion of the Roman Catholic separate 
school system. 


Regional Services 


Division 


The six regional offices of the Ministry of 
Education provide leadership, direction, 
and services to school systems in three 
functional areas — review, development, 
and implementation. The personnel in 
the regional offices develop a variety of 
strategies for reviewing programs and 
policies in school jurisdictions in rela- 
tion to ministry guidelines and regula- 
tions. This review activity also evaluates 
the effectiveness of ministry policy and 
may lead to policy amendment. 


Regional office staff also contribute to 
the development and revision of policy 
in the curriculum, financial, and legisla- 
tive areas. The application of their knowl- 
edge and understanding of what is cur- 
rently happening in schools, boards, and 
communities in their region is essential 
to the development process. 


The third major function of regional 
offices is implementation. Although im- 
plementation is primarily a board respon- 
sibility, regional offices have a significant 
and important support role to perform. 
Their activities include the clarification 
and interpretation of policy; the monitor- 
ing of the boards’ review, development, 
and implementation processes; the pro- 


‘vision of direct services in the areas of 


curriculum, supervision, and business 
and finance to small boards lacking such 
services; the issuance of a variety of 
approvals; and the inspection of private 
schools.

Legislation

The Legislation Branch provides legal 
and legislative services and counsel to 
the Ministry of Education and its 
agencies, including the provision of 
information on statutes and regulations 
and the preparation and review of pro- 
posed legislation, regulations, and other 
legal documents. In addition, the branch 
provides consultation and advice to 
branches, task groups, and committees 
whose activities will lead to new or 
altered legislation or regulations, as well 
as analyses of, and advice on, proposed 
policy changes. 


The Legislation Branch also liaises with 
legislative counsel, the Cabinet Commit- 
tee on Legislation, the Cabinet Commit- 
tee on Regulations, the Ministry of the 
Attorney-General, standing committees 


of the Legislature, and other ministries 
and agencies whose legislation or legisla- 
tive proposals impinge on educational 
matters. 


Two particularly significant pieces of 
proposed legislation, Bill 30 and Bill 75, 
received first and second readings in the 
Legislative Assembly. Bill 30 would ex- 
tend full funding to Roman Catholic 
separate school boards, and Bill 75 would 
enable Francophones to govern French- 
language schools and classes. Public hear- 
ings on both bills were conducted by 
standing committees of the Legislature. 
Legislation Branch personnel partici- 
pated in all aspects of the development 
of, and debate on, these two bills.

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Introduction 


During the past year several important changes took place, 
including the passage of two pieces of legislation of significant 
importance to Ontario’s educational system, a major reorganization 
of the Ministry of Education’s corporate structure, and the devel- 
opment of policy to support the renewed emphasis on education in 
the Primary and Junior Divisions. In addition, the ministry devel- 
oped a set of draft priorities designed to guide it in the formula- 
tion of policy and the planning and operation of programs. 

Bill 30, which extends full funding to Roman Catholic separate 
school boards, became law on June 24, 1986. Bill 75, which 
became law on July 10, 1986, enables French-speaking or English- 
speaking ratepayers to govern French-language or English-language 
schools and classes, respectively, in areas where either group is a 
minority. Special support groups were set up within the ministry 
to advise school boards on, and assist them with, the implementa- 
tion of the new legislation. Additional information is provided in 
the sections on legislation and Franco-Ontarian education. 

The ministry’s corporate reorganization, which came into effect 
on January 21, 1987, was designed to accommodate the need to 
focus on policy development. Among the structural changes that 
resulted from the reorganization was the creation of the Centre 
for Early Childhood and Elementary Education, which is responsible 
for curriculum development from Kindergarten through Grade 8. 
The responsibilities of this new branch also include those of the 
Centre for Primary and Junior Education which had been estab- 
lished in September 1986, when responsibility for the Primary 
and Junior Divisions had been removed from the former Curriculum 
Branch. 

The draft priorities, which were adopted in March 1987, 
are designed to help senior staff plan for the long-term goals 
and objectives of the ministry. The articulation of these priorities 
on a trial basis is the first step towards the development of an 
integrated strategic planning capability within the ministry. Such 
a capability will more closely relate long-term educational objec- 
tives with policy development and budgetary priorities. 


These priorities are as follows: 


a Learning Skills in the Early Years 
To place a new emphasis on learning skills in elementary 


education. 


gw Preparation for Adulthood 
To help youth prepare for adulthood and employment through 
curriculum renewal at the general and basic levels, improved 
linkages between school and work, and new approaches to the 


drop-out problem. 


mg An Extended Role for Schools in Support of Children, Their 
Families, and the Community 
To encourage school boards to participate, as partners, in 
initiatives to address a number of family and community 
related activities, including day care and adult basic and 


continuing education. 


a Improved Partnerships 
To broaden the range of partnerships within government, 
education, and Ontario society so as to increase sensitivity 
to diverse needs and the requirement to demonstrate the 


effectiveness of Ontario education. 


a Funding of the School System 
To adopt a proactive approach to the operating and capital 
funding needs of school boards over the medium term. 


a Integrated Management 
To improve the functioning on an integrated basis of the 
ministry’s planning, policy development, technology, and human 


resource management processes. 
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Centre for Early Childhood 
and Elementary Education 


On September 1, 1986, the Centre for Primary and Junior Education 
was set up to create policy for the Primary and Junior Divisions. 
In January 1987, a ministry reorganization resulted in an expansion 
of the functions of the centre to include policy development for 
Grades 7 and 8. At that time, the centre was renamed the Centre 
for Early Childhood and Elementary Education. 

The centre works closely with the Centre for Secondary and 
Adult Education on the development of policy and support docu- 
ments in both English and French. It also maintains ongoing liaison 
with other government ministries and agencies that are concerned 
with the care and well-being of young children and adolescents. 

Outlined below are the activities in which the Centre for Early 
Childhood and Elementary Education was involved during the 
1986-87 fiscal year. 


Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome Project 


On January 27, 1987, it was announced that education about 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) will be com- 
pulsory in Ontario health education programs beginning in 
September 1987. 

The Centre for Early Childhood and Elementary Education 
assisted members of the Centre for Secondary and Adult Education 
in developing materials for two units of study on AIDS, which 
are to be used in the health education program in Grade 7 or 8 
and in secondary schools. The materials will be available to 
schools early in the 1987-88 school year. 


Ages 9 Through 12 


Ages 9 Through 12: A Resource Book for Teachers is a support 
document to The Formative Years, released in the spring of 1986. 
This document was produced in co-operation with the Ontario 
Public School Teachers’ Federation. Ages 9 Through 12 provides 
teachers in the Junior Division with strategies designed to assist 
them in working with groups of various sizes — large and small

groups and individuals — and to promote the active involvement 
of students in the learning process. Workshops were presented 
by the authors throughout the province to familiarize participants 
with the document. 


The Arts in Ontario Schools 


In May 1986, a provincial seminar was held to examine the 
responses to The Arts in Ontario Schools: A Discussion Paper, as 
well as a draft of The Arts in Ontario Schools: Action Paper. 
Participants at the seminar selected areas for planning, improve- 
ment, and future co-operation in the arts and suggested amend- 
ments to the draft of the action paper. 

A portion of the seminar was also devoted to a study of the 
Regional Arts Advisory Committees and their potential role with 
respect to the action paper initiative. These committees recom- 
mended that regional representation be strengthened and that the 
work in the arts area begin by creating awareness of what is 
required. 

The action paper was released in final form to the Regional 
Arts Advisory Committees during February and March 1987. 

The action paper suggests that a co-operative effort be made 
to act on the recommendations and that leadership and specific 
action be considered the responsibility of all arts educators. 

The recommendations should be viewed as the basis for policy 
development by school boards and the Ministry of Education. 


Child Care 


The Ministry of Education began collaborating with the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services on a review of child care ser- 
vices for school-aged children (including four- and five-year-old 
children who may attend Junior Kindergarten and Kindergarten) 
and of the use of school facilities for child care. The review is 
intended to look at existing child care services and to make 
recommendations for planning and implementation of future 
services. Currently, approximately 27 per cent of all licensed child 
care centres — a total of 598 centres — can be found in schools. 
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Computers in the Curriculum 


In February 1987, the Ministry of Education issued its first policy 
memorandum (Policy/Program Memorandum No. 91, “Integration 
of Computers Into Elementary and Secondary Curriculum”) on the 
integration of computers into the curriculum in all the divisions 
of elementary and secondary school. Henceforth, the ministry 
expects educators who develop curriculum for children in the 
Primary and Junior Divisions to include computer applications, 
where appropriate, in the areas of study defined in The Formative 
Years. Computer applications are also to be incorporated, where 
appropriate, in the courses of study for all subjects offered in the 
Intermediate Division. 

Students should be given opportunities to use computers 
in a variety of activities such as drawing, writing, composing, 
calculating, analysing, role-playing, and accessing information 


resources. 


Early Primary Education Project 


Responses to The Report of the Early Primary Education Project 
were received and analysed, and a report of these findings was 
prepared for the ministry’s use. The information provided by these 
findings, along with other kinds of information such as current 
knowledge about how young children learn, the ministry’s strategic 
directions and priorities for the future, and various initiatives of 
other ministries, were considered in formulating plans for primary 


education for the next five to eight years. 


Science in Primary and Junior Education 


A plan of action for the renewal of science education in the Primary 
and Junior Divisions was announced in October. Science in 
Primary and Junior Education: A Statement of Direction contains 
twenty-four initiatives that are intended to revitalize science 
teaching and learning in the context of a balanced, integrated 
program. 
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The initiatives are presented in five categories, including 
curriculum, support for teachers, materials and equipment, public 
awareness, and leadership, implementation, and evaluation, and, 
within each category, a variety of audiences are addressed and roles 
defined. 

The plan of action includes initiatives for the development of 
a new curriculum policy document for science in the Primary and 
Junior Divisions, the provision of special grants to school boards 
for innovative projects in in-service teacher education relating 
to science, and the development of a program to provide science 
kits for student use. 
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Centre for Secondary and 
Adult Education 


The Centre for Secondary and Adult Education, established at the 
time of the ministry reorganization, is responsible for the develop- 
ment of curriculum and related documents, programs, and assess- 
ment instruments for the secondary panel. In addition, the centre 
has more general responsibilities in the areas of Native education 
and of continuing education for adults. 


Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome Project 


On January 27, 1987, it was announced that education about 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) will be com- 
pulsory in Ontario health education programs beginning in 
September 1987. 

The Centre for Secondary and Adult Education, in co-operation 
with the Centre for Early Childhood and Elementary Education, 
began developing materials for two units of study on AIDS, which 
are to be used in the health education program in Grade 7 or 8 
and in secondary schools. The materials will be available to schools 
early in the 1987-88 school year. 


Continuing Education 


The goals and objectives for continuing education are outlined in 
Continuing Education in the Schools, Colleges, and Universities 
of Ontario. 

The Continuing Education Review Project, an interministerial 
committee established in September 1984, distributed its report 
For Adults Only and requested responses from the field. In its re- 
port, the review project made recommendations on future policy, 
organization, and funding for continuing education programs that 
are supported by the Ministries of Education, Colleges and Uni- 
versities, and Skills Development. An interministerial committee 
composed of one representative from each of the three ministries 
will analyse the responses from the field. 


“Continuing Education: A Resource Document”, a document 
on continuing education for adults, was in the final stages of 
production. It contains sections on meeting the needs of adult 
learners, adult basic education, English/French as a second 
language, and general-interest programming. 
A new grant formula was announced for school boards that 
offer continuing education. For 1987, the fixed dollar amount for 
grant-eligible continuing education programs will be $1900 for 
each full-time equivalent pupil enrolled in the program. This new 
formula was designed to cover the full cost of providing continuing 
education programs and should not require any taxes from the 
local ratepayer. This full funding by the province will allow public 
boards to offer continuing adult education programs to separate 
school supporters. [11 


Co-operative Education 


Co-operative education programs integrate classroom theory with 
on-the-job experience. Traditionally, the areas of co-operative 
education have been business education, community programs, and 
technological education. However, co-operative education 
programs in English, French, theatre arts, science, mathematics, 
and geography have been expanding rapidly in recent years. 

Students at all academic levels benefit from co-operative 
education programs. As well as enabling them to acquire first-hand 
knowledge and experience, these programs provide students with 
opportunities to develop important life skills, such as those related 
to interpersonal relationships and self-discipline. These skills, 
along with an understanding of the world of work, greatly facilitate 
students’ transition from school to the workplace. 

One hundred and three school boards have received financial 
assistance through the Co-operative Education and Transition- 
to-Employment Incentive Fund, which was established on April 1, 
1986. Thirteen million dollars will be provided by the province 
on a shared-cost basis over the three-year span of the program, 
which will end on March 31, 1989. 
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The purposes of this fund are to assist school boards to initiate 
or expand their co-operative education programs and their 
transition-to-employment programs for school-leavers. 

Under the provisions of the fund, school boards receive financial 


assistance to: 


w overcome the financial barriers that prevent the participation 
of some students in co-operative education programs (e.g., the 
cost of transportation, safety equipment, lodging for students 
from remote communities); 

mg employ a resource person who will assist school board personnel 
in the areas of co-operative education or transition-to- 
employment programs for school-leavers. 


The goals of the fund are to increase the number of students 
participating in co-operative education programs to 44 000 from 
the present 22 000 participants and to assist 9000 students in 
finding full-time employment on leaving school. 


Document Development 


The development of English- and French-language curriculum 
documents is one of the functions of the Centre for Secondary and 
Adult Education. Several support documents were released during 
the 1986-87 fiscal year, and others were in production. In addition, 
the centre continued the consolidation of about one hundred Inter- 
mediate and Senior Division documents into a set of about twenty 
subject guidelines. All the new curriculum guidelines will reflect 
the policy requirements set forth in Ontario Schools, Intermediate 
and Senior Divisions (Grades 7-12/OACs): Program and Diploma 
Requirements, 1984 (OSIS). OSIS outlines programs and diploma 
requirements for Grades 7 to 12 and includes provisions for the 
development of Ontario Academic Courses (OACs). In all the new 
guidelines, courses intended for Grades 9 to 12 will be designed 
at three levels of difficulty — basic, general, and advanced. OACs 
are to be at the advanced level only. 
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Business studies. This guideline consists of eleven sections outlining 
the policy and the courses that may form part of a business stud- 
ies program. Business studies courses may be offered in Grades 9 
to 12 and as OACs. 

Six of the eleven sections were released during the 1986-87 
fiscal year; four sections were in production and will be released 
later in 1987. They include: 

a System Support Programs, which contains descriptions of 
courses in office services, information processing, shorthand, 
and notemaking; 

= Marketing, which describes courses in merchandising, 
marketing, and stockkeeping and warehousing; 

w Organizational Studies, which outlines two courses in the Senior 
Division in management studies and the Ontario Academic 
Course, Administrative Studies; 

w Integrated Business Programs, which contains descriptions of 
the following courses: Introduction to Business, Machine 
Applications, Integrated Business, and Transition to Business 


Employment. 


The one remaining section, “Development of Entrepreneurs”, will 
be released in draft form to school boards for validation in the 


spring of 1987. 


Dietary supervisors. The revision of the guideline for dietary 


supervisors was under way. 


English. A revised guideline for the Intermediate and Senior 
Divisions was in production, and publication by the summer of 1987 


was anticipated. 


Family studies. The production of the guideline for this area was 


near completion. 
Fashion arts. A revision of the 1967 guideline was under way. 


Francais. The guideline for francais was in the production stage. 
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Geography. The recommendations received through the validation 
of the draft guideline for geography at the Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions, including the Ontario Academic Courses, were 
considered, and revision of the guideline was initiated. 


Mathematics. The revised mathematics guideline for the Interme- 
diate and Senior Divisions is being phased in, with total 
implementation of the Ontario Academic Courses scheduled for 
September 1989. 

In addition, workshops for teachers of the calculus OAC 
were held to assist them in preparing appropriate evaluation 
instruments. 


Modern languages. The development of a new language guideline 
continued. It will include German, Italian, and Spanish, as well 
as other European, Eastern, and Oriental languages that until now 
have been offered only as experimental courses. 


Music. The production of the music guideline for the Intermediate 
and Senior Divisions has begun. 


Science. The revision of all the science courses continued during 
the past fiscal year, and the production of several sections of the new 
Intermediate and Senior Division science guideline was initiated. 


Technological studies. Part B of the technological studies guide- 
line, which contains the new subject guidelines for technological 
courses in Grades 7 to 12, is composed of ten separate sections 
corresponding to the ten subject groupings. Eight of the ten sections 
have now been distributed to schools and boards, and one was 
nearing completion. Part C, which outlines the Ontario Academic 
Courses in technological studies, was in the final stage of 
production. 
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French As a Second Language 


Since 1977, when new initiatives in French as a second language 
(FSL) were announced, Ontario elementary school FSL programs 
have increased in depth and variety. Between 1977 and 1986, 

the number of school boards offering core French starting in 
Grade 4 or earlier increased to 139 from 71. The number of boards 
offering immersion French increased to 76 from 28 during the 
same period, while those offering extended French remained at 10. 
Ninety-five per cent of school boards with English-language schools 
now begin core French by Grade 4; 52 per cent offer immersion 
French. 

Local support for core French programs in the Junior Division 
is now widespread. To further the equality of educational opportu- 
nity across the province, it has been decided that English- 
speaking students will study French in Grades 4 to 8 and accu- 
mulate a minimum of 600 hours of French instruction by the end 
of Grade 8. 

The decision to introduce core French programs before 
Grade 4 remains with the local school board. 

Two significant provisions encourage boards to build secondary 
school programs on the foundation laid by elementary FSL pro- 
grams. One credit in FSL is compulsory for the Ontario Secondary 
School Diploma, and start-up funds are available in the general 
legislative grants to encourage the continuance of immersion French 
and extended French programs at the secondary school level. 
Information on FSL is available to parents, educators, and the public 
in a booklet entitled Ontario’s FSL Programs: Teaching and 
Learning French as a Second Language in the 1980s. 


Guidance 


The provision of learning opportunities and experiences that focus 
on the acquisition of skills and attitudes required for an effective 
transition from school to employment and/or to postsecondary 
education is an essential component of the school guidance program. 
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The guidance curriculum guideline sets out the requirements of 
the guidance program for Grades 7 to 12. 

Regional guidance seminars were conducted across Ontario 
with guidance counsellors and school administrators. Their purpose 
was to determine the extent of the need for program resources 
to assist in the equitable implementation of guidance program 
requirements in all Ontario schools. 

The Job Search Skills Program package, which will consist of 
computer and video resource units designed to provide information 
and skill development for students seeking part-time or full-time 
employment, was being developed. The package is intended to 
support the learning objectives of the guidance program. 

Expansion in guidance co-operative education programs pro- 
vided increased numbers of students with the opportunity to explore 
their occupational interests in the world of work. 


The Linkage I Program 


The Linkage I program aligns the contents of ten secondary school 
subjects in technological studies with the in-school components 

of apprenticeship and modular-training programs. Graduates 

of the program who continue their training in these occupations 
receive recognition for the learning that they achieve while in 
secondary school. Approximately 10 000 students were involved 
in the program during the 1986-87 school year. 


Native Education 


A Native-as-a-second-language program will be implemented in 
Ontario schools in the 1987-88 school year. A curriculum guide- 
line for the teaching of Native languages in the Primary, Junior, 
Intermediate, and Senior Divisions was in production. 

The implementation of the Native-as-a-second language pro- 
gram will result in the need for an increasing number of qualified 
Native-language instructors. To meet this future need, the Native- 
Language Teacher’s Certification Program was established in 1985. 
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The three-session program is held in two locations — Lakehead 
University in Thunder Bay for Algonquian-language teachers 
(Cree, Ojibwe, Delaware) and the University of Western Ontario 
in London for Iroquoian-language teachers (Mohawk, Cayuga, 
Oneida). 

The Native Counsellor’s Training Program continued providing 
Native counsellors with the essential skills, knowledge, and expe- 
rience they require to counsel Native students in elementary 
and secondary schools. Since this three-session program began 
in 1977, about 120 participants have been granted the Native 
Counsellor’s Certificate by the Minister of Education. 

An implementation program for the People of Native Ancestry 
series of curriculum materials, as well as the supplementary kit 
“Touch a Child”, continued during the fiscal year. 


Student Guidance Information Service 


The Student Guidance Information Service (SGIS) is a computer- 
based information retrieval system that provides career informa- 
tion. It is available to students in the Intermediate and Senior 
Divisions in both English and French. 

SGIS has an extensive data base, which consists of descriptions 
of approximately 1000 occupations. It also includes information 
on educational requirements, postsecondary institutions, and 
other guidance-related matters such as summer employment, 
Linkage and apprenticeship programs, résumé writing, job inter- 
views, and occupational trends. The SGIS data base is updated 
on an ongoing basis so that it provides current information in the 
area of career education. 

As students have come to expect the immediate feedback 
of information made possible by classroom microcomputers, the 
batch-processing mode of delivering SGIS career information has 
become outdated. However, it continues to be the most economical 
computerized service of its kind. A feasibility study, completed 
in March 1986, recommended a new storage system for SGIS, which 


will assist in the development of more appropriate delivery methods. 
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The SGIS data base will be updated for microcomputer delivery 

in stages. Beginning in the fall of 1987, a pilot project will provide 
students with microcomputer access to the data on occupations 
and educational requirements. The portion of the data base 
containing the information on institutions will be updated later. 


Visual Arts 


The guideline Visual Arts, Intermediate and Senior Divisions, 1986, 
which was released during the 1985-86 fiscal year, outlines the 
goals and aims for a visual arts program for Grades 7 to 12 and 
the Ontario Academic Course (OAC). To ensure consistency in 
evaluation of the OAC across the province, a teacher’s handbook 
for evaluation was prepared in draft form. Workshops based on 
this handbook are being held in all parts of the province. 

In addition, a support document to the visual arts guideline, 
entitled “Viewing Art for the Intermediate and Senior Divisions”, 
has been under development. Designed to enhance the history 
component of the guideline, this document will focus on Canadian 
artists, women as artists, and teaching strategies. 
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The Special Projects Branch was renamed the Education Liaison 
and Exchange Branch in the January 1987 ministry reorganiza- 
tion. The activities in which the Education Liaison and Exchange 
Branch was involved during the 1986-87 fiscal year are outlined 


below. 


Book Purchase Plan 
Under the Book Purchase Plan each school and board office in the 
province has an opportunity to order sample copies of Canadian 


books listed for the first time in Circular 14. 


Circular 14 

The 1987 edition of Circular 14, the annual publication listing all 
textual materials that have been reviewed and approved for use 
in Ontario schools, contained 117 new English-language and 44 new 
French-language titles. In selecting textual materials for use 

in a subject area, a school must choose from those listed in 
Circular 14, unless permission to use unlisted materials has been 
granted by *he Minister of Education. Approximately 95 per cent 
of the materials currently listed in Circular 14 are of Canadian 


authorship and manufacture. 


Education Week 
Each year the Education Liaison and Exchange Branch works 
with school boards to prepare for the annual Education Week 
celebration. In 1986 the official opening ceremonies for Education 
Week were hosted by the Kirkland Lake Board of Education, the 
Kirkland Lake District Roman Catholic Separate School Board, and 


Northern College of Applied Arts and Technology. 
The students and teachers in the Kirkland Lake district worked 


together to present a delightful opening ceremony at the Northern 


College auditorium. The lively songs, skits, and speeches 
presented by the students highlighted the community’s commitment 


to the Education Week theme, “Refining Our Gold: Valorisons 


nos richesses”. 


Educator Exchanges 


The educator exchange program continued to thrive in 1986-87. 
At the international level, twenty-four exchanges were made with 
the United Kingdom, two with the United States, three with West 
Germany, one with Switzerland, and thirty-six with Australia. 
Exchanges with New Zealand numbered eight, representing a very 
successful second year for this program. 

At the interprovincial level, nine exchanges were completed, 
three with British Columbia, two with Alberta, two with New 
Brunswick, one with Nova Scotia, and one with Prince Edward 
Island. 

Two other exchange programs continued to be successful. Three 
Ontario superintendents exchanged with their counterparts in 
the United Kingdom for one-month to six-week periods, and two 
Ontario principals exchanged with principals from Quebec for one- 


week periods. 


French-Language Professional 
Development Programs 


Financial assistance was given to school boards and other educa- 
tional agencies for the organization of, and for teacher participa- 
tion in, professional development seminars and workshops for 
teachers in French-as-a-first-language or French-as-a-second- 
language programs. Over 740 grants were allocated through this 
professional development program. 

Grants were awarded to school boards to assist them in 
acquiring, through full-time study-leave programs, the exper- 
tise required to meet the needs of French-language schools. 

Ten school boards received these grants. 

Bursaries for summer courses were provided, through the 
Teachers’ Summer Bursary Program, for French-as-a-second- 
language teachers and for teachers in French-language schools. 
In addition, bursaries for winter courses were awarded under 
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the Teachers’ Winter Bursary Program to teachers in French- 
language schools. These bursary programs were administered by 
the Student Awards Branch of the Ministry of Colleges and Uni- 
versities. The Department of the Secretary of State of Canada 
contributed the entire funding for the summer bursaries and also 
provided the Government of Ontario with financial assistance for 
the Teachers’ Winter Bursary Program and for other programs in 


support of French-language instruction. 


Interchange on Canadian Studies 


The Interchange on Canadian Studies is a week-long forum on 
national issues for students from across Canada. It is held in a 
different province or territory each year in late April or early May 
and is funded by the Open House Canada program of the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State. Its purpose is to provide students 
with an opportunity to examine issues relevant to Canadian 
concerns and to increase their understanding of Canada’s cultural 
diversity and its identity as a nation. 

In 1986, fifteen Ontario students were given a two-day orien- 
tation in Toronto; they then travelled to Halifax for the confer- 
ence, where they were hosted by local students. During the summer 
the Ontario students reciprocated by hosting their Halifax part- 


ners on an exchange visit. 


Learning Materials Development Plan 
and French-Language Fund 


The Learning Materials Development Plan and French-Language 
Fund continued to provide funding assistance for publishers, 
producers of media, non-profit organizations, and individuals, for 
the development and production of Canadian learning materials. 
Many different types of learning materials have been produced 
(including books, kits, films, videotapes, filmstrips, cassettes, and 
records) in such varied subject areas as the arts, guidance, special 
education, environmental studies, English, francais, French as a 
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second language, drama, Native studies, Native education, social 
studies, health education, music, Canadian literature, and family 
studies. 

Through the 1986-87 Learning Materials Development Plan 
competition, eighteen projects (twelve English-language and six 
French-as-a-second-language) were funded for the development 
of print and non-print materials. Thirty-two projects for French- 
language schools were funded through the French-Language 
Fund. 


Official-Language Monitor Program 


The Official-Language Monitor Program, which consists of both a 
part-time and a full-time program, is co-ordinated by the Council 
of Ministers of Education, Canada, and financed by the federal 
Department of the Secretary of State. 

The Part-Time Monitor Program is designed to encourage 
bilingual postsecondary students, who are attending a university 
or college in a province or area where their mother tongue is the 
second language, to act as part-time teaching monitors of French 
or English as a second language. 

A total of 440 students from fifteen Ontario universities and 
four community colleges, of whom 404 were Francophones, were 
paid $3200 each to act as part-time monitors in the schools of 
forty-five Ontario boards, four community colleges, and thirteen 
universities. The students worked with small conversational 
groups eight hours per week. 

Forty Francophone students also acted as part-time French 
monitors, providing cultural and linguistic reinforcement in the 
French-language instructional units of nine school boards. 

The Full-Time Monitor Program encourages Francophones 
who have completed at least one year of university to work as full- 
time monitors for twenty-five hours per week in centres that are 
distant from a university. Thirty-two full-time Francophone moni- 
tors worked in French-language instructional units, and thirty-one 
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worked in the classrooms of French-as-a-second-language teachers 
in forty-three school boards. These monitors received $8000 for 
ten months of work. 

Approximately 75 per cent of all the Francophone monitors in 
Ontario were from other provinces, and some 25 per cent were 
Franco-Ontarians. 


Ontario French Assistants Program 


This exchange program is administered co-operatively by the French 
consulate and the Ministry of Education. By providing opportuni- 
ties for graduate students from France and Ontario to work as 
full-time second-language assistants, the program encourages an 
exchange of culture and language. Students are also able to take 
one university course during the exchange. 

Three university students from France worked as French-as- 
a-second-language assistants in the elementary and secondary 
schools of two school boards. They worked with small groups for 
twelve hours per week throughout the school year, assisting 
FSL teachers and students with the conversational and cultural 
aspects of French. They received $8000 for their work. 

In exchange, three students from Ontario worked as English- 
as-a-second-language assistants in schools in France. 


Ontario-Quebec Class-Twinning Program 


The Ontario-Quebec Class-Twinning Program provides opportunities 
for students to exchange ideas and information through corres- 
pondence with their peers in the other province. This exchange 
increases students’ understanding of one another and fosters 
friendships. More than eighty Ontario classes were twinned with 
classes in Quebec in 1986-87. 
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The Ontario Secondary School 
Students’ Association 


The Ontario Secondary School Students’ Association (OSSSA) is a 
provincial organization run by and for students involved in stu- 
dent council activities, with the objectives of promoting communi- 
cation and co-operation among student councils in Ontario, 
providing leadership training, and representing the interests of 
student councils in dealing with the Ministry of Education and other 
organizations. The Education Liaison and Exchange Branch 
provides the association with an adviser. 

A twelve-member cabinet, with each member from a different 
region of Ontario, is elected each year during the Ontario Student 
Leadership Course — Student Council, held in September. The 
cabinet holds four weekend meetings a year. Each cabinet member 
is responsible for forming a regional council and for planning and 
holding a regional leadership conference for secondary school 
students in his or her region. In 1986-87, almost 900 students from 
200 secondary schools attended the conferences. 


Ontario Student Leadership Centre 


Nine student leadership courses in seven different subject areas 
were held, from the last week of May until the end of the first week 
in October, at the Ontario Student Leadership Centre on Lake 
Couchiching, near Longford Mills. The total number of students who 
took part in the courses was 1365 and included two hearing im- 
paired students from ministry-operated provincial schools and their 
interpreters. 

The programs were staffed by qualified teachers from school 
boards, universities, the Ministry of Education, and professional 
organizations. In addition to the participants in the ministry 
programs, youth and adult groups used the centre during May, 
September, and October. 
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Ontario Young Travellers 


The Ontario Young Travellers program provides financial assistance 
to students from Northern Ontario whose education might be 
enhanced by a visit to the provincial capital and who might benefit 
from the cultural and educational resources available there. In 
1986-87 a total of 7600 students from 198 schools in Northern 
Ontario visited Toronto. 

The program is available to Grade 8, senior elementary, special 
education, and mixed Grade 7 and 8 classes, as well as Grade 7 
classes (if Grade 7 is the last grade in an elementary school). 

The program provides financial assistance to help defray 
transportation costs from the school to Toronto and accommodation 
costs for students from schools located more than 800 km from 
Toronto. Each school must provide evidence that the students’ visit 
is integrated into the school curriculum. An outline of follow-up 
activities and assurance of adequate adult supervision must also 
be provided. 


Project Canada 


Project Canada, a national class-twinning program initiated, 
financed, and administered by the Ministry of Education, is con- 
ducted in co-operation with the ministries of education of the 
other Canadian provinces (Quebec excepted) and the northern 
territories. Through the exchange of correspondence and 
classroom projects, Ontario students can gain a broader under- 
standing of the multicultural character of Canada and develop a 
sense of national pride. A total of 827 Ontario classes were 
twinned with classes in other provinces in 1986-87. 


Seminars for Educators From 
Western Europe 


Each summer the ministry organizes two two-week seminars in 
Canadian studies for educators from Western Europe. These pro- 
grams parallel seminars open to Ontario educators in European 


countries. 
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Candidates pay a nominal course fee. The Ministry of Education 
provides the staff and organizes the program, and the federal 
Department of External Affairs provides a generous living-allowance 
subsidy. The academic and cultural program includes lectures 
designed to give visiting educators an overview of Canada and the 
Canadian education system, numerous cultural excursions, and 
contact with Ontario educators. 

A similar program with a focus on Canadian literature is 
organized in co-operation with the University of Toronto’s Faculty 
of Education. In 1986-87 twenty-five teachers of English as a 
second language from France took part in a four-week program. 


Seminars in Europe for 
Ontario Educators 


Eighteen seminars in nine Western European countries were open 
to Ontario educators in the March and summer vacation periods. 
Over 440 educators took part in these programs of two- to four- 
weeks’ duration. Seminars included both academic and cultural 
activities designed to broaden participants’ knowledge of the host 
country and its education system, politics, economics, history, 
culture, and arts, and, in some cases, to increase their language 
fluency. Some seminars were partially subsidized by the host 
country; others were fully subsidized and were offered to Ontario 
teachers free of charge. Two specialized seminars were also 
conducted: one on vocational education for educators from the 
colleges of applied arts and technology, and one for a school 
board’s principals’ association. 


Student Exchanges and Educational Trips 


A record number of Ontario secondary school students participated 
in international exchanges. Four hundred and forty Ontario 
students exchanged with students from France, Switzerland, 
Germany, Italy, Spain, and, for the first time, Belgium. All were 
three-month exchanges except for the Belgium program, which 
was for two months. Each student lived with the exchange partner’s 
family and attended a local school. 


Education Liaison and Exchange 


A four-week German-language enrichment program involving 
twenty-five Ontario secondary school students took place during 
the summer of 1986. The students spent the first three weeks of the 
course in Kulmbach, Bavaria, and the last five days in Berlin. 

A three-week French-language enrichment program near Montreux, 
Switzerland, was attended by forty Ontario students. 

During the 1986-87 school year, 200 Ontario students were 
twinned with 200 Quebec students. The Quebec students resided 
with their Ontario partners and families and attended Ontario 
schools for three months, from September to December 1986. 

The Ontario students returned the visit the following February, 
residing with their Quebec partners and families and attending 
Quebec schools until April 1987. 

Over 1900 students from French-language schools and 
immersion classes in Ontario travelled to French-speaking centres 
in Quebec for short education visits in 1986-87. In addition, fund- 
ing assistance was provided so that more than 980 students from 
French-language Ontario schools could participate in short-term 
visits or exchanges with other Ontario schools. Financial assist- 
ance was also given to school boards to help them organize French 
cultural activities for students from French-language schools and 
French-immersion classes. 

The Ontario Student Exchange Subsidy Program provides 
financial assistance for travel involving student exchanges that 
have been incorporated into the curriculum. Teachers must make 
their own arrangements for the exchange, which must meet the 
stated educational objectives of specific courses. In 1986-87 a total 
of 1094 students from 27 schools participated in this exchange 
subsidy program. 
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Summer Experience ’86 


The Summer Experience program, administered by the Ministry 
of Education and funded by the Ministry of Skills Development, 
provides summer employment for students. 

The Educational Projects portion of the program is run in 
co-operation with school boards. The boards are invited to submit 
applications to the ministry for projects of an educational nature, 
such as tutoring or the preparation of educational kits. These 
projects are considered on the basis of merit and geographical 
distribution. Two hundred projects were approved by the ministry 
in 1986-87, and, through grants from the ministry, 950 students 
were hired by school boards to work on the projects. An additional 
sixteen students were employed by the ministry under this part 
of the program. 

The Campus Employment for Native Students portion of the 
program offered approximately 170 Native secondary students 
an opportunity to work with the academic or administrative 
departments of various universities and colleges in Ontario. 

The project is intended to provide an orientation to the campus 
environment and to encourage Native secondary school grad- 
uates to continue their education. In the summer of 1986, thirteen 
community colleges and five universities participated in the 
Campus Employment for Native Students program. 
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Program Implementation 
and Review 


The responsibilities and activities of the Program Implementation 
and Review Branch encompass three areas: evaluation services, 
supervisory services, and registrar services. 

The Program Implementation and Review Branch was created 
in January 1987, and incorporates many of the functions of the 
former Evaluation and Supervisory Services Branch. 

In the 1986-87 fiscal year, the Evaluation Services Unit pro- 
duced a chart displaying the range of evaluation activities involving 
the Ministry of Education. The chart outlines seventeen evaluation 
programs or activities in which the ministry participated, within the 
following categories: student achievement program evaluations, 
system reviews, and personnel performance appraisals. 

Four provincial reviews were completed and released in 
1986-87: “Senior Division English”, “Early and Ongoing Identifi- 
cation of Children’s Learning Needs”, “Alternative Schools and 
Programs in the Public System”, and “Classics: Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions”. In addition, in the latter part of 1986-87 a new 
type of provincial review, incorporating student achievement data, 
was designed and initiated. Twenty-eight school boards volunteered 
to participate in a pilot project designed to assess student achieve- 
ment and program implementation in Intermediate Division 
Canadian studies geography. The procedures for the project were 
defined and the contracts and screening of instruments were 
completed by the end of the fiscal year. Some of the instruments 
used for the assessment of student achievement will be chosen 
from the Ontario Assessment Instrument Pool. Questionnaires will 
also be used to gather information on instructional practices 
and resources from teachers. 

The Ontario Academic Course Teacher In-Service Program, 
designed to develop consistency in the assessment of student 
achievement in OACs by providing common criteria, strategies, 
and standards for classroom teachers, continued in 1986-87. The 
workshops for teachers of English OAC I: Language and Litera- 
ture were completed. Studies of current methods of assessment in 


visual arts and calculus were made in the spring of 1986; work- 


shop materials were developed in the fall of 1986, and workshops 
for all secondary schools teaching these OAC credits were begun 
in March 1987. 

In the Ontario Assessment Instrument Pool (OAIP), contracts 
for the development of instruments continued in seven pools: 
Junior Division language arts, Junior Division science, Intermediate 
Division mathematics, Intermediate Division science, Senior 
Division mathematics, Senior Division English, and Senior Division 
biology. In the Banque d’instruments de mesure de l'Ontario 
(BIMO), the French equivalent of OAIP, development continued 
in Senior Division biology, Junior Division mathematics, and 
Intermediate Division history. During 1986-87, three packages of 
the OAIP Junior Division mathematics were distributed and more 
than thirty workshops were held across the province in order to 
introduce the pool to teachers and administrators. Also in 
1986-87, requests were made for the development of OAIP pools 
for basic level programs in mathematics, English, and science. 
Requests for proposals were also made for BIMO pools for basic 
level programs in mathematics, francais, anglais, and science and 
for Intermediate and Senior Division frangais. 

During the 1986-87 fiscal year, seven research reports and a 
research brief on performance appraisal of certificated educational 
staff in Ontario were released and distributed. In addition, a 
discussion paper and a questionnaire on performance appraisal were 
developed and distributed throughout the province. Responses to 
the questionnaire were analysed and summarized in March and 
were to be considered by the ministry prior to any decisions con- 
cerning future ministry action. 

In 1986-87, the ministry embarked upon the first year of the 
three-year School Improvement Program. Volunteer participants 
from forty schools and sixteen boards will develop, share, and doc- 
ument plans and strategies designed to increase the schools’ ability 
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to manage curriculum. The objective of the program is the devel- 
opment of an inventory of models, strategies, and practices that 
will enhance the ability of individual schools to develop, implement, 
and review curriculum. 

The Supervisory Services Unit of the Program Implementation 
and Review Branch continued to perform its liaison functions during 
the year. Four meetings with the Minister and five meetings with 
senior ministry staff, were convened for each of the provincial 
organizations of trustees and teachers. In addition, meetings were 
scheduled between the Minister or Deputy Minister and the asso- 
ciations of supervisory officials, parent groups, and principals’ 
organizations. These regularly scheduled meetings permitted 
ongoing consultation and frequent opportunities for the expression 
of needs and concerns. 

Seven faculties of education or other institutions offered 
principal’s certification courses: Part I, Part II, or the refresher 
course. The ministry directly operated courses at Kingston and 
Sudbury only. In addition, written and oral examinations for the 
certification of supervisory officers were conducted. One hundred and 
twenty supervisory officers received their certificates in 1986-87. 
Liaison with the supervisory officers’ associations was maintained 
throughout the year. 

In the area of school safety and health, numbered safety 
memoranda developed and distributed during 1986-87 dealt with 
topics such as playground equipment and precautions to be taken 
when viewing an eclipse. A resource booklet on safety in physical 
education has been developed by the Ontario Physical and Health 
Education Association, with ministry support and encouragement. 

Three research reports and a research brief on trustee repre- 
sentation and distribution were released in the fall of 1986. A 
joint committee of the presidents of the trustee associations and 
ministry personnel was established to study reaction to the research 
and to propose a plan of action to the Deputy Minister relating 
to the election of trustees. 
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In the 1986-87 fiscal year, the Registrar Services Unit 
completed bilateral agreements for certification with three more 
provinces, which brought to five the number of provinces with 
which Ontario now has agreements concerning portability of 
teacher certification. 

The Registrar Services Unit has also put into place the first 
stage of implementation of the Student Information System. This 
system will include information on the accumulation of individual 
student secondary school credits. In addition, the unit administers 
the Ontario Scholar Award program. In 1986, approximately 
12 921 students received Ontario Scholar Awards. 


Program Implementation and Review 


Special Education and 
Provincial Schools 


The former Special Education and Provincial Schools branches OT a wa. 
were combined in January 1987. The new branch is responsible 
for the planning and development of provincial policies relating to 
the education of exceptional pupils in Ontario. It is involved as 
well in the development of special education curriculum support 
documents. Education programs are provided in schools for the 
visually impaired and hearing impaired, in Demonstration Schools 
for the learning disabled, in Ontario Youth Centres, and in one 
Developmental Centre School. Teacher education programs are 
offered at the Demonstration Schools and the schools for the visually 
impaired and hearing impaired. These schools also serve as 
resource centres for local school boards. 
The Special Education and Provincial Schools Branch also 
performs the important role of co-ordinating with provincial parent 
and professional associations on matters relating to special 
education. 


Special Education 


Although the Education Amendment Act, 1980 (formerly Bill 82) 
became fully effective on September 1, 1985, each school board 
in Ontario continues to review and refine its delivery of special 
education programs and special education services in order 

to meet the identified needs of exceptional pupils within its 
jurisdiction. 

Regulation 274, “Special Education Programs and Services”, 
as amended by Ontario Regulation 77/86, requires each school 
board to review its special education program annually and to 
amend it where necessary. In May 1986, each Ontario school 
board submitted its annual review report to the Ministry of 
Education. Each submission was then reviewed by ministry officials 
and each board was informed of the results of the review. 

Regulation 274 also requires that, beginning in the spring of 
1987 and every second year thereafter, all school boards submit 
to the ministry detailed reports on their delivery of special education 


programs and special education services. In November 1986, 
guidelines were forwarded to all school boards regarding the 
procedures to be used in developing the first report to be submitted. 

During 1986, the Ministry of Education developed a discussion 
paper on special education legislation, which was circulated 
widely for public review. The response to the discussion paper has 
been carefully analysed. 

Activity before the Ontario Special Education Tribunal con- 
tinues; four hearings were conducted during the past year. This 
brings the total number of hearings conducted by the tribunal 
since 1983 to nineteen. 

The Ministry of Education recently distributed copies of the 
resource guide Behaviour to schools across the province. This doc- 
ument is a revision and extension of Children With Behavioural 
Exceptionalities, published in 1979. On request, the regional 
offices of the Ministry of Education, in collaboration with the Special 
Education and Provincial Schools Branch, arranged special pres- 
entations for school boards on the application of this document. 

Three project committees have been established for the purpose 
of revising and extending three new resource documents: one for 
pupils with physical disabilities, one for pupils with moderate and 
severe intellectual disabilities, and one for pupils who are hearing 
impaired. Revised versions of the Handbook for Teachers of Students 
With Learning Disabilities and of Vision, a resource document for 
teachers of the visually impaired, are nearing completion. These 
publications deal with students from all four divisions of the 
school system and provide teachers with suggestions for the devel- 
opment and implementation of instructional programs. 

A revision of the resource document Designing Schools for the 
Physically Handicapped was completed and distributed this year. 
This document exemplifies the ministry’s efforts to ensure that 
the needs of exceptional pupils are met in community schools 
wherever possible. 


Special Education and Provincial Schools 


Orientation workshops were held across the province to assist 
teachers and administrators in developing appropriate special 
education programs for gifted students. A significant number of 
in-service teacher education sessions were conducted in French 

in order to acquaint French-language teachers with the new support 
document Elaboration des programmes pour l’éléve surdouée) 
(Programming for the Gifted). This publication was also used as the 
focus for English-language workshops. 

The in-service teacher education activity culminated in a 
provincial forum organized by the Planning Committee for the 
Gifted and held in Toronto on October 16, 17, and 18, 1986. Com- 
mittee members and forum participants included staff from school 
boards and faculties of education, parents, and students. In total, 
182 attended the event. The principal concerns of the forum were 
the sharing of exemplary programs in gifted education from across 
the province, the consolidation of the network of educators of the 
gifted, and the delineation of issues and plans of action for future 
programming. 

The Giftednet Directory, available from the Special Education 
and Provincial Schools Branch, is a useful by-product of the forum. 

Special education teacher education continued to receive 
considerable attention. In co-operation with the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities, guidelines for the special education additional 
qualifications courses were reviewed and revised. Designed to 
facilitate modifications in course format and to provide teachers 
with increased opportunities for specialized training, the new 
guidelines have been tested in several areas of the province. 

Full implementation is scheduled for the summer of 1987. 
A resource document has been developed to assist the staff 
of the faculties of education in designing the courses. 

The Ministry of Health, through its Home Care Program, has 
co-operated with the Ministry of Education to provide access for 
students with special health support needs to educational programs 
in school settings. While school boards provide services for the 
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largest number of students with special health support needs, in 
the 1986-87 fiscal year, the Home Care Program provided specialized 
treatment services for approximately 5000 students. 


Provincial Schools 


Demonstration Schools 

Although the primary responsibility for providing appropriate 
educational programs for students with learning disabilities remains 
with the school boards, the ministry recognizes that some students 
require a residential school setting. The ministry provides the 
services of three Demonstration Schools for students with severe 
learning disabilities: the Trillium School in Milton, the Centre 
Jules-Léger in Ottawa, and the Sagonaska School in Belleville. 
These Demonstration Schools provide special residential education 
programs for students between the ages of six and twenty-one. 
The activities associated with the residential components of the 
programs are designed to enhance the development of each student’s 
academic and social skills. One of the basic objectives of these 
schools is to develop the abilities of the students to the point 
where they will be able to return to the local programs operated 
by school boards. 

Both the Trillium and the Sagonaska schools are operated 
directly by the Ministry of Education, with English as the language 
of instruction. The Trillium School has an enrolment of forty 
learning disabled students; the Sagonaska program accommodates 
forty students with specific language-learning disabilities. 

The Centre Jules-Léger is funded by the Ministry of Education 
under a contractual agreement with the Faculty of Education of 
the University of Ottawa. The Faculty of Education is responsible 
for the delivery of the program at the centre. In 1986-87, thirty- 
nine French-speaking students with learning disabilities were 
enrolled in the program, and a unit was established for hearing 


impaired students from French-speaking families. 
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An in-service teacher education component is provided at all 
three Demonstration Schools. This service is designed so that 
methodologies and materials can be shared with locally operated 
programs across the province. 


Developmental Centre Schools 

Developmental Centre Schools, operated by the Ministry of Com- 
munity and Social Services, provide for developmentally disabled, 
emotionally disturbed, and multihandicapped students. The prime 
goal of the program is to provide opportunities for students to 
acquire appropriate skills for community living. 


Ontario Youth Centres 

Ontario Youth Centres, located in Cobourg, Oakville, Simcoe, and 
Sudbury, provide treatment and education for a population of 
approximately 160 in detention. The residential component of the 
youth centres is operated by the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services under the Young Offenders Act or the Children’s 
Mental Health Act. 

Educational programs are operated on a co-operative basis 
with other facility-based programs. The Ontario Youth Centres 
accommodate students of both sexes from twelve to seventeen 
years of age who have been charged and are awaiting trial, have 
been charged and sentenced, or have been admitted for specific 
treatment. 

Initial and continuing assessments are made in order to tailor 
educational programs to the needs of individual students. Regular, 
remedial, and special education programs are provided both at the 
elementary and secondary school levels. Many of the students have 
behavioural exceptionalities; some are learning disabled, and 
others are slow learners. In addition to the core subjects, extensive 
vocational and life-skills courses are offered. 
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Schools for the Blind and Deaf 

The W. Ross Macdonald School in Brantford had an enrolment of 
218 students for the 1986-87 school year. The school program, 
which provides education of a high standard tailored to the needs 
of visually impaired students, prepares these students to live 
independently in an environment that is not artificially sheltered. 
The curriculum is based on the programs developed for all stu- 
dents in the province. The school offers a full elementary and 
secondary program, from Grade 1 to Grade 12 (including Ontario 
Academic Courses). The Faculty of Education of the University 
of Western Ontario, in association with the Ministry of Education, 
offers a training program at the school for teachers of both 
English- and French-speaking visually impaired students. 

Comprehensive and personalized, programs in life skills and 
orientation and mobility are designed to train students to function 
competently in many work environments. Concerted efforts are 
also being made to promote higher levels of educational and social 
integration for visually impaired and deaf/blind students. In order 
that students may continue to experience the benefits of a family 
setting, transportation home is provided weekly, if feasible. Students 
from Northern Ontario have the opportunity to travel to their 
homes at least once a month for extended weekends. 

Through workshops, seminars, special courses, consultations, 
and the increased distribution of free large-print textbooks to 
schools, the W. Ross Macdonald School has expanded its role as a 
provincial centre for the visually impaired. It has also assumed 
a co-ordinating role in providing audio and braille materials to 
school-age and postsecondary students throughout the province. 
The school also offers professional services and guidance in the 
field of education for the visually impaired to other provincial 
ministries of education. 
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The W. Ross Macdonald School provides one of the leading 
programs in North America for multihandicapped deaf-blind 
students. The program serves deaf-blind students from British 
Columbia, Alberta, and Manitoba as well as Ontario. In 1986-87, 
there were forty-five students in the resident program. Extensive 
resource services were also provided by the school to maintain an 
additional eighty preschool and school-aged deaf-blind children 
in their home communities throughout Ontario. 

The ministry operates three schools for the hearing impaired: 
the Sir James Whitney School in Belleville, the Ernest C. Drury 
School in Milton, and the Robarts School in London. All three are 
regional resource centres for the hearing impaired and provide 
a broad range of services to families, school boards, and agencies. 
These services include audiological and psychological assessment, 
educational programming, consultation in support of local programs, 
preschool visits, family counselling, and the provision of informa- 
tion to the public. 

The Robarts School, with an enrolment of 61 residential and 
53 day students, and the Ernest C. Drury School, with an enrolment 
of 56 residential and 200 day students, offer five-day-a-week 
residential programs, with all residential students returning home 
each weekend. The Sir James Whitney School, which serves the 
distant northern areas of Ontario, has 128 residential and 76 day 
students and provides a seven-day-a-week residential program 
throughout the school year. It makes provision for weekly trips 
home for more than half of its resident students; on average, all 
students manage to return to their homes every third week. 

The schools for the hearing impaired provide educational 
programming from Kindergarten to Grade 12, encompassing a 
comprehensive range of elementary, secondary, vocational, life- 
skills, and co-operative education course options. In addition, the 
schools provide their students with the specialized training and 
help that they require to meet their special needs. 
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In 1986, sixteen graduates from the Ontario schools for the 

deaf were accepted at Gallaudet College in Washington, D.C., the 
only recognized liberal arts college for the deaf in the world. 
Twenty-five graduates entered other postsecondary programs, 
twenty-three entered regular employment, and one entered sheltered 
employment. 

The ministry has recently established a planning and advisory 
committee for the Robarts School, which will provide advice and 
input on matters relating to the future organization, administra- 
tion, and governance of the school. Recommendations from the 
committee will assist the ministry in forming plans for the future 
of all provincial schools. 

The Teacher Education Centre in Belleville provides a one- 
year postgraduate training program for certificated teachers and 
selected university graduates with hearing impairments. This 
program prepares trainees to work in schools and classes for the 
hearing impaired. In 1986-87, sixteen trainees were enrolled 
at the centre and received the Ontario Diploma in Deaf Education 
on completion of their studies. 
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Franco-Ontarian 
Education 


The 1986-87 fiscal year has been a year of great changes in French- 
language education. 

On July 10, 1986, the Government of Ontario adopted Bill 75, 
under the title An Act to amend the Education Act and the Mu- 
nicipality of Metropolitan Toronto Act. This legislation, which 
deals with the governance of French-language schools, came into 
effect on October 1, 1986; it affects twenty-eight boards of educa- 
tion and thirty-nine Roman Catholic separate school boards. Certain 
provisions that affect only the Metropolitan Toronto School Board 
came into effect on December 1, 1986. 

During the past fiscal year, French-language education councils 
were established on boards operating French-language instruc- 
tional units. The members of these councils, who are elected by 
French-speaking ratepayers, have exclusive jurisdiction over 
French-language programs and facilities. Ten French-language 
advisory committees have been maintained on boards of education 
that purchase French-language programs and services. Three 
French-language advisory committees continue to function in 
the Metropolitan Toronto area; they will be replaced, on Decem- 
ber 1, 1988, by the Metropolitan Toronto French-Language School 
Council, which will operate all French-language instructional 
units and programs in the public elementary and secondary schools 
in Metropolitan Toronto. The Metropolitan Separate School Board 
will continue to operate French-language instructional units in 
Roman Catholic Schools. 

English-language education councils were established on nine 
Roman Catholic separate school boards and on two boards of 
education where English-speaking pupils constitute a minority of 
the student population. 

To assist school boards in implementing Bill 75, the Ministry 
of Education established a provincial support group and several 
regional support teams composed of ministry staff members. In 
addition, an incentive fund totalling $1.6 million was set up, in 
the fall of 1986, to provide grants for school boards that wish to 


purchase simultaneous translation equipment to facilitate com- 
munication between French- and English-language trustees and also 
with the community. The grants may also be used to translate 
official board documents. 

A study group was appointed in January 1987 to examine the 
effects of Bill 30 and Bill 75 on school boards in the Prescott- 
Russell area and to recommend both short- and long-term measures 
designed to ensure stable and representative school board 
structures. 

All previously-established French-language programs continued 
operating during the 1986-87 fiscal year. 
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Independent 
Learning Centre 


In 1986, the Independent Learning Centre (ILC) — the Ministry of 
Education’s distance education service — celebrated its sixtieth 
anniversary. Begun in 1926, the service first provided elementary 
school courses by correspondence for 200 isolated children; in 1986, 
it provided 223 elementary and secondary school courses, by 
correspondence and by other means using the latest technology, 
for 90 000 Ontarians of all ages. 

Demand for ILC services continued to be strong in the 
1986-87 fiscal year. Enrolment of students in ILC courses grew by 
30 per cent over the previous fiscal year, and sales of learning 
materials to school boards increased by 39 per cent. 

Twenty-one new courses were released during the fiscal year, 
including Adult Basic Education courses, Ontario Academic 
Courses (OACs), and secondary school courses. The non-credit Adult 
Basic Education program was expanded with the addition of a 
second course in both adult basic literacy and English as a second 
language. OACs to replace Grade 13 courses for independent 
learners in English, history, and mathematics were released 
in 1986-87. Several other OACs were under development. In 
addition, new secondary school courses in English, accounting, 
history, keyboarding, and law were offered. 

The ILC student body is a diverse group. Seventy-seven per 
cent of the students are adults who apply directly to ILC for 
enrolment. They take courses for many different reasons: to com- 
plete secondary school diploma requirements, to upgrade basic 
skills, to pursue a personal interest. They enjoy the flexibility and 
privacy of independent learning. 

Approximately 11 per cent of the students are day-school 
students who enrol through their respective secondary schools to 
obtain courses that are not available to them locally. Ten per cent 
of ILC students enrol through an agency, institution, or FUTURES 
Centre operated by the Ministry of Skills Development. The 
remaining 2 per cent are Ontario residents living temporarily 


outside Ontario. 


In February and March 1987, the annual series of receptions 
were held to honour those who achieved excellence in the ILC 
program. Sixty-two students, nine teachers, and five day-school 
co-ordinators were among those who received awards at receptions 
held in London, Kitchener, Toronto, Hamilton, Ottawa, and 
Iroquois Falls. 

The Independent Learning Centre Student Guide, 1986-87, 
provides information, in both English and French, about the courses 


and services offered to Ontario residents. 
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Communication 
Services 
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The role of the Communication Services Branch is to disseminate 
information to the numerous client groups of Ontario’s education 
system — students, parents, teachers, trustees, educational admin- 
istrators, and the general public. 

During the 1986-87 fiscal year, the branch staged displays 
and exhibits concerning education in Ontario at major exhibitions, 
trade shows, seminars, workshops, and educational conferences 
throughout the province. 

The branch also functions as the ministry’s publisher and has 
a sizeable production staff. All official publications put out by the 
ministry (those that bear the ministry logo and are distributed to 
an external audience) are edited and produced, in English and 
French, by this production team. During the past fiscal year, a total 
of 123 publications were published by the branch, ranging from 
curriculum guidelines and resource guides for teachers to course 
calendars, reports (including the Report of the Minister of Educa- 
tion), and information brochures for parents, students, and the 
general public. A partial list of these publications can be found on 


pages 59 to 60. 


Policy Analysis 
and Research 


The role of the Policy Analysis and Research Branch (formerly 


the Research and Information Branch) is to provide the support 
services required by the ministry in the development of policy. 
These range from policy advice and analysis to information and 
research in areas of corporate priority. 

The units of the branch are divided into two major groups 
according to their function. One group focuses on the provision of 
policy advisory services, while the other is responsible for gather- 
ing and providing access to information. 

Through the Corporate Policy Advisory Group, which consists 
of one unit, the branch provides advice on a range of policy mat- 
ters. In addition, the group provides project-management support 
and policy co-ordination for key policy initiatives for all the divisions 
of the ministry. 

The four remaining units of the branch are involved in pro- 
viding the extensive information needed for policy development, 
analysis, and review. 

Research is conducted in areas of priority to the ministry. 
The Contractural Research Unit manages the research program, 
including co-ordination of the supervision of research contracts, 
publication of the research information, and its dissemination to 
educators and others not only in Ontario but also in North Amer- 
ica and other parts of the world. 

The Corporate Issues Unit co-ordinates the preparation 
of briefing materials for senior management and the Minister. 

In addition, the Public Inquiries Centre, which forms part of this 
unit, provides bilingual information on education to the public. 

The Statistical Information Services Unit collects statistical 
information on education in Ontario and disseminates it through 
regular publications, periodic reports, and special releases. 

In addition, it provides consulting services in the analysis and 
interpretation of statistics and in the design of surveys. 

The fourth unit in the grouping is the Information Centre, 
which contains a comprehensive resource collection. The centre’s 
staff provide up-to-date educational information as well as 


reference and other library services. 


Affirmative Action/ 
Employment Equity 


Ontario’s school boards have shown great leadership in the area 
of affirmative action/employment equity as can be seen by their 
early involvement in the Affirmative Action/Employment Equity 
Incentive Fund. 

The incentive fund, which was launched late in 1984, is co- 
sponsored by the Ontario Women’s Directorate and the Ministry 
of Education. On December 16, 1986, a three-year extension of 
the project was announced. The fund provides grants for school 
boards to assist them in developing and implementing affirmative 
action/employment equity programs for their women employees. 
Each participating school board may receive funding of up to 
$51 000 for a maximum period of three years during the five-year 
term of the incentive fund, from 1985 to 1989. 

In addition to offering financial support by extending the fund, 
the ministry made the following policy commitment: “The govern- 
ment is committed to the principle of employment equity. Nowhere 
is it more important that this principle be observed than in the 
province’s educational system. The role of education and the values 
it reflects in both human resource deployment and curriculum 
is critical. Ministry of Education policy requires that students have 
the opportunity to see men and women in a variety of roles. The 
school system must be at the forefront in reflecting the changing 
roles of women and men by providing an environment that exem- 
plifies sex equity, both in the role models it provides and the 
teaching materials it uses.” (Policy/Program Memorandum No. 92, 
“Affirmative Action/Employment Equity Incentive Fund for School 
Boards”.) 

To demonstrate evidence of progress in achieving an environ- 
ment that reflects sex equity, school boards were requested to 
adopt the objective of employment equity at all levels of the edu- 
cational system, with the aim of increasing the number of women 
and diversifying their occupational distribution to a minimum 
of 30 per cent in all occupational categories by the year 2000. 
The Ministry of Education is committed to the same goal for its 


employees. 


School boards have already made significant progress in the 

area of employment equity. The 1987 response to the incentive 
fund was encouraging. By the end of March 1987, almost 

$1.2 million had been sent to school boards for affirmative action/ 
employment equity projects that were to operate between 
January 1, 1987, and December 31, 1987. The seventy-nine 
participating school boards are using the funds to: 


g hire an affirmative action/employment equity co-ordinator; 

mw undertake specific activities identified in their affirmative 
action/employment equity plan (for example, communication 
activities, conferences, workshops); 

w undertake a special project that is integral to their affirmative 
action/employment equity plan, such as the development of a 
targetting model, a special staff development activity, etc. 


Some school boards also received one-time special grants of up to 
$3000 to cover the costs of consulting fees paid for a project that will 
serve as the basis for developing a comprehensive employment 
equity plan. Such a project might include the collection and analysis 
of employee data to determine the breakdown by sex of a board’s 
workforce or the assessment of a board’s corporate policies and 
procedures. 

Many school boards are participating in the Employment Equity 
Network for School Boards, which provides an opportunity for 
those involved in affirmative action/employment equity programs 
to identify significant issues to be addressed and to exchange 
program information, resources, new methods for meeting objectives, 
and success stories. 

Other boards across the province have formed regional networks 
to allow affirmative action co-ordinators to meet to discuss signifi- 
cant issues pertaining to their particular region. 


Affirmative Action/Employment Equity 


Grants 


He 


Details of the 1987 General Legislative Grants were released in 
February. Provincial grants to school boards for 1987 will total 
$3578.9 million. This is an increase of 5.5 per cent over the 1986 
base, and includes an additional amount of $163.5 million to 
cover the cost of separate school extension and an additional 
$13.5 million designated for educational technology, Primary and 
Junior Division science, and affirmative action programs. 

The grants for special education were increased in 1987 to 
$206 per pupil at the elementary level (from $195 in 1986) and 
$147 at the secondary level (from $139 in 1986). The per-pupil 
amount for trainable-retarded pupils was increased to $4560 in 
1987, from $4320 in 1986. 

The declining-enrolment provisions introduced in 1981 were 
continued in 1987. Thus, the declines in enrolment experienced by 
a board between 1985 and 1986 and between 1986 and 1987 were 
recognized for grant assistance in 1987. 

Funding for Heritage Language programs was increased to 
$34.50 per classroom hour, from $33.00 in 1986. 

A new funding method was introduced in 1987 for approved 
continuing education programs, for the in-class portion of driver 
education courses, and for summer school programs for secondary 
school pupils. The grant of $1900 per full-time equivalent pupil 
enrolled in one of these programs will be paid in full by the prov- 
ince and increased by the board’s grant weighting factor. 

The additional allowances to help boards replace technical 
and vocational equipment were continued. 

Grants for the teaching of French both as a first and as a second 
language were increased by approximately 5.5 per cent over the 
1986 levels. 

A grant for Native-as-a-second-language programs will become 
effective in September 1987. The grant will be similar to that 
provided for French-as-a-second-language programs. In addition, a 
start-up grant of $200 per pupil enrolled in a Native-as-a-second- 
language program will be provided for the first five years of the 
program. 


The maximum ordinary expenditures per pupil recognized by 

the ministry for grant purposes were also increased. The ceiling 
for elementary school pupils was raised to $2710 from $2534 in 
1986. The ceiling for secondary school pupils was raised to $3621 
from $3445 in 1986. These basic grant-ceiling figures were adjusted 
upwards by weighting factors to give boards extra grants to com- 
pensate for unusually high costs related to the provision of certain 
programs and to local factors such as sparse population and 
geographical location. 

The amounts paid to school boards out of the Ministry of 
Education’s general legislative grants varied from board to board, 
depending on the individual board’s ability to raise revenues from 
local assessment. The equalizing of assessment was based on a five- 
year average of the assessment-equalization factors published 
by the Ministry of Revenue. 

The capital funding of projects that provide school accommo- 
dations in new housing developments continued to be a priority. 
Funds were also made available for building improvement projects 
related to student health, fire safety, roofing repairs, and heating- 
equipment replacements. An amount of $147.2 million was pro- 
vided for capital purposes in 1987. This amount included $20 million 
in capital funds for additions, alterations, or renovations to existing 
facilities and new schools specifically related to Roman Catholic 
separate school extension. 


Grants 


Legislation 


The Legislation Branch provides legal and legislative services and 
counsel for the Ministry of Education and its agencies. These 
services include the provision of information on statutes and regu- 
lations and the preparation and review of proposed legislation, 
regulations, and other legal documents. In addition, the Legislation 
Branch provides consultative services, as well as analysis of, and 
advice on, proposed policy changes, for branches, task groups, and 
committees whose activities will lead to new or altered legislation 
or regulations. 

The Legislation Branch also maintains liaison with the Legis- 
lative Counsel, the Cabinet Committee on Legislation, the Cabinet 
Committee on Regulations, the Ministry of the Attorney-General, 
various standing committees of the Legislature, and other minis- 
tries and agencies whose legislation or legislative proposals impinge 
on educational matters. 

Two significant pieces of legislation, Bill 30 and Bill 75, received 
third reading and Royal Assent in the Legislative Assembly during 
the 1986-87 fiscal year. Bill 30 extends full funding to Roman 
Catholic separate school boards, and Bill 75 enables Francophones 
to govern French-language schools and classes. Legislation Branch 
personnel have assisted in the implementation of these two bills. 

A number of new regulations under Bill 30 were also put in place. 

During the past fiscal year, the branch’s staff were involved 
in a variety of activities pertaining to the legal/legislative aspects 
of the development of proposed policies, including the following: 


= consideration of alternative methods of determining trustee 
representation; 

m participation in an interministerial committee on enumeration 
for the 1988 elections, with the purpose of identifying the 
potential enumeration problems arising from Bill 75 and 
making appropriate recommendations; 

mw analysis of the report of the Ottawa-Carleton French-Language 
Education Advisory Committee and formulation of recom- 
mendations with respect to the statutory amendments required 
to implement the report’s proposals; 

m preparation of proposed amendments to the Education Act in 
the area of special education as well as in several other areas. 


Regional Offices 


The six regional offices of the Ministry of Education provide 
direction and services for school systems in several areas. The 
personnel in the regional offices assist school boards in reviewing 
their programs and policies, particularly as they relate to ministry 
guidelines and regulations. At the same time, they evaluate the 
effectiveness of ministry policy and may make recommendations 
that lead to policy amendment. 

Regional office staff also contribute to the development and 
revision of policy by providing the ministry with information on 
current developments in the schools, boards, and communities in 
their region. Their knowledge and understanding is essential 
to the development process in the curriculum, financial, and 
legislative areas. 

Another function of the regional offices, and a most significant 
one, is implementation of provincial policies related to education. 
Although implementation is primarily a board responsibility, 
regional offices have an important support role. Their activities 
include the clarification and interpretation of policy; the monitor- 
ing of the boards’ review, development, and implementation pro- 
cesses; the provision of direct services in the areas of curriculum, 
supervision, and business and finance to small boards lacking such 
services; the issuance of a variety of approvals; and the inspection 
of private schools. 


Ministry of Education 
Reorganization 


In January 1987, the Ministry of Education underwent a reorgan- 
ization designed to promote increased emphasis on corporate policy 
and planning as well as to recognize government priorities such as 
human resource management, the education and care of young 
children, adult and continuing education, and program implemen- 
tation and review. The reorganization was approved by Manage- 
ment Board of Cabinet on January 6. 

As a result of the reorganization, the ministry has four divi- 
sions, in addition to Franco-Ontarian Education, and five assistant 
deputy ministers. 

The major changes that took place under the reorganization 


at the divisional level are outlined below. 


a A new division, the Corporate Planning and Policy Division, 
was created to meet the ministry’s need for greater emphasis on 
policy formulation and planning. The responsibilities of this 
new division are in the areas of operational planning and 
reporting, priority setting, strategic planning, corporate 
financial planning, policy development and analysis, research, 
educational liaison, legislative planning, and legal counsel. 

gw The Education Technology Development Division was 
eliminated. 

w The former Education Programs Division was subdivided into 
a Learning Programs Division and a Learning Services 
Division. The Learning Programs Division is responsible for 
the development of ministry programs for elementary and 
secondary schools in Ontario and for the co-ordination of the 
ministry’s participation, with school boards and other 
agencies, in the development of programs for adult and 
continuing education, child care, and Native education. The 
Learning Services Division is responsible for the delivery of 
ministry programs and policies to school boards and for 
initiatives designed to improve accountability for both ministry 
programs and student learning. This division also has 
responsibility for the financing of elementary and secondary 
education, including capital and energy programs for school 
boards, and the administration of the Educational Computing 
Network of Ontario. 


In the area of Franco-Ontarian education, French-Language Con- 
sultative Services became the responsibility of the Assistant 
Deputy Minister of Franco-Ontarian Education, who is also re- 
sponsible for the implementation of An Act to amend the Education 
Act and the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto Act (formerly 
Bill 75) which deals with the governance of French-language 
schools. 

Within each division, certain changes also took place at the 
branch level. These changes are reflected in the following organi- 
zational chart.

Advisory Committees 


The Ministry of Education continues to consult with a number of 


provincial parent and professional associations on the subject of 
ministry policies and procedures. Much of this consultation takes 
place in committees and councils that include representatives 
from interested groups. 


Council for Franco-Ontarian Education 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Education was established in 

1980 to provide advice to the Minister of Education and the Minister 

of Colleges and Universities on all matters concerning the educa- 

tion of Franco-Ontarians from the elementary to the postsecond- 

ary level. In its reports submitted in 1986-87, the council commented 

and made recommendations on governance by Francophones at 

the school board and the college level. One of the major initiatives 
of the council in 1986-87 was the design of a master plan for 

French-language education in the province, ranging from preschool 

to university education and including continuing education. 


Ministry of Education Advisory Council 
on Special Education 


The purpose of the Ministry of Education Advisory Council on 
Special Education is to assist the ministry to ensure that provincial 
special education policies and procedures are tailored to the spe- 
cific needs of exceptional pupils. Represented on the council are 
the Ontario Alliance for Children, the Council for Exceptional 
Children, the Ontario Council of Administrators of Special Educa- 
tion, the Ontario Advisory Council on the Physically Handicapped, 
the Ontario Psychological Association, the Ontario Association 

of Professional Social Workers, the Ontario Catholic Supervisory 
Officers’ Association, the Ontario Association of Education 
Administrative Officials, the Ontario School Trustees’ Council, 
the Association des surintendants franco-ontariens, the Ontario 


Teachers’ Federation, and the Ontario Medical Association. 


Ottawa-Carleton French-Language 
Education Advisory Committee 


The five-member Ottawa-Carleton French-Language Education 
Advisory Committee, appointed in January 1986 to propose a 
structure for a French-language school board for the Ottawa- 
Carleton region, released its report in January 1987. 

The committee, chaired by Albert Roy, recommended that the 
French-language school board should be composed of two sections, 
to serve the Ottawa-Carleton region’s French-speaking students in 
both public and separate schools. 

The committee was given the task of developing a plan for 
the establishment of the French-language school board. Committee 
members were former Ottawa city councillor Marlene Catterall, who 
served as vice-chairperson; Reverend Roger Guindon, former rector 
of the University of Ottawa; Susan Braun, a trustee on the Lake- 
head Board of Education; and William Townshend, who recently 
retired from the position of director of education for the Waterloo 
County Board of Education. 

The Minister of Education has stated that the necessary 
legislation for creating this board will be in place for the 1988 
municipal elections.

Commission for Planning and Implementing 
Change in Governance and Administration of 
Secondary Education in Ontario 


This eight-person commission was appointed on July 26, 1984. 
The chairman of the commission is William T. Newnham, the 
former president of Seneca College of Applied Arts and Technology, 
and the vice-chairman is Edmund Nelligan, the former director 
of education of the Metropolitan Toronto Separate School Board. 
The commission members are Twyla E. Hendry, trustee, Waterloo 
County Board of Education; Jean-Louis Bourdeau, executive 
director of the Association francaise des conseils scolaires de l’On- 
tario; John A. Fraser, director of the Peel Board of Education; 

C. Frank Gilhooly, former president of the Ontario Separate School 
Trustees’ Association; William A. Jones, former executive secre- 
tary of the Ontario Teachers’ Federation; and T. Rosaire Léger, 
director of the Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry County Board 

of Education. 

Since 1984, the commission has advised the Minister of Edu- 
cation on the specific means by which the government policy on 
Roman Catholic separate school extension can best be carried out. 
The commission is responsible for the overall administration of 
the implementation of separate school extension. 


The Languages of Instruction 
Commission of Ontario 


The Languages of Instruction Commission of Ontario was estab- 
lished in 1973 to help resolve conflicts between school boards and 
parents over the provision of educational programs in the 
language of the minority group, whether English or French. The 
commission considers matters referred to it by school boards, 
advisory committees, French-language or English-language edu- 
cation councils, or, in some cases, by groups of ratepayers. 


Since its inception, the commission has been presented with a 
number of problems relating to the provision of education in the 
minority language. It has been able to bring about solutions in 
the majority of these cases and continues to monitor them and give 


direction when requested. 


The Provincial Schools Authority 


The Provincial Schools Authority is the official employer of the 
teachers in provincial schools. It negotiates on behalf of the Min- 
istries of Education and Correctional Services with the organiza- 
tion that represents the teachers. It also deals with problems arising 
from the administration of the agreements reached.
